Chemical accident sends 26 to hospital

Twenty-six persons were overcome by 


smoke and had to be transported to 
Northwest Community Hospital Thurs- 
day after a chemical reaction in a scrap 
metal bin filled the giant Honeywell 
plant with toxic fumes. 


Some 600 factory employes of Honey- 


well Inc., 1500 W. Dundee Rd., Arlington 
Heights, were evacuated from their jobs 
and about 40 were given aid in the 
plant's nursing office. 


There were no serious Injuries. 
An Arlington Heights Fire Department 


paramedic, Dennis Hitter, was among 
those treated and released at the hospi- 
tal. 


"I didn't feel anything at first. The fire 


smclled like burning oil," Ritter said. 


THE SMOKE WAS the result of a 


Chemical reaction that started about 9:30 
yesterday morning in a 20-gallon drum 
filled with oil-coated brass chips. 


Arlington Heights Fire Dept. Capt. 


Jack Benson, who was coordinating am- 
bulance runs to the hospital, said a pre- 
liminary analysis of the fumes showed 
that it contained a hydrochloric acid-like 
chemical. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT and plant ex- 


haust fans were used to clear the air, 
and most of the gaseous smoke had been 
removed by about 11 a.m., according to 
a Honeywell spokesman.

One witness said she counted 19 ambu-

Four doctors and 10 nurses cared for 


the sick at the hospital. Many were suf- 
fering from carbon monoxide poisoning, 
according to Dr. Miguel A, Oviedo, emer- 
gency room chief. 


Witnesses said there were no fire 


alarms sounded at the plant, Word of the 
emergency was broadcast over the com- 
pany's intercom. 


"They told us there had been a small 


fire and people were ill from smoke and 
chemical reaction. They said it was un- 
identified — the reaction — and that's 
why they were taking precautions," one 
secretary reported. 


Stavros payoff demand cost 
village valuable annexation

The Village of Wheeling lost a chance 


to annex valuable acreage and expand 
into Lake County because of an alleged 
$40,000 extortion demand by James 
Stavros. 


Officials of Tekton Corp., owners of 125 


acres that became the Hawthorn devel- 
opment in Buffalo Grove, sought annexa- 
tion of the property to Wheeling in 1972. 


But the company turned away when 


Stavros implied that a $40,000 payoff 
would be required to build the project in 
Wheeling, according to Lewis Wright, 
Tekton executive vice president. 


Stavros pleaded guilty Tuesday in U.S. 


District Court to three extortion counts 
and an Income tax charge after the U.S. 
Attorney's office agreed to drop eight 
other extortion and conspiracy counts 
against him. 


AMONG THE OTHER counts was the 


charge that Stavros successfully used 
threats of construction delays and physi- 
cal harm against Alfred Hoffman, Jr., 
Tekton president, to extort an earlier 
$40,000 from Tekton in connection with 
the firm's Cedar Run development on 
McHenry Road in 1970. 


Wright said Thursday that Tekton pur- 


chased the Hawthorn property from a

In January, 1973, Wright said, a second 


meeting was held at the Clayton House 
with Wright, Stavros and Hoffman, the 
Tekton president, attending. 


"He made implications and we simply 


immediately said we would have no in- 
terest in bringing the land in on any con- 
ditions such as that," Wright recalled.

newal areas, urging the City Council to 
drop tax assessment liens on the proper- 
ties, and then selling the land at a profit 
to city agencies. 


The indictment charges that Keane 


concealed his ownership of the land by 
placing it in trusts in the names of nwni- 
nees. 


He is accused of 20 specific counts of 


mail fraud between 1969 and 1972, and 
with conspiracy to commit mail fraud 
with two business partners who were 
named as unindicted co-conspirators.

ANNAPOLIS, Md. (UPI) - Former 


Vice President Spiro T. Agnew was dis- 
barred Thursday by the Maryland Court 
of Appeals because he was "so morally 
obtuse" that he consciously cheated the 
government, violated his oath and failed 
to see his duty to act honestly in all mat- 
ters. 


The disbarment proceedings came as 


the result of Agnew's no contest plea to 
evading $13,551 in federal income taxes 
in 1967 last Oct. 10 when he ajsp resigned 
the vice presidency rather" than face 
charges of accepting illegal payments 
while a local official, governor and vice 
president. 


He was fined $10,000 and placed on 


three years unsupervised probation. 


On Dec. 18 Agnew asked a special 


three judge panel appointed to hear the 
disbarment case "not to strip me of my 
livelihood," "But the panel recommended 
that his right to practice law be revoked 
by the Court of Appeals, the final aribter 
in such matters. 


On Thursday the high court ordered 


Agnew disbarred, saying that Maryland 
court decisions required them to disbar 
"as a matter of course" any lawyer who 
"is shown to be willfully dishonest for 
personal gain by means of fraud, deceit, 


x cheating, or like conduct, absent the 
most compelling circumstances not 
shown to be present here." 


The court said "It is difficult to feel 


compassion for'an attorney who is so

Kissinger gets Israel peace plan

Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 


received Israel's proposal for a military 
disengagement with Syria Thursday and 
reassured worried Israelis he would not 
work against their security in 'his search

Kissinger, arriving from Egypt on his 


new Middle East peace shuttle, was 
greeted outside his hotel by young Israeli 


demonstrators who chanted and carried 
banners warning against Israeli con- 
cessions on the Golan issue. They bore 
signs saying, ."Kissinger, we are not for 
sale." 


In their talcs Thursday the Israelis 


told Kissinger how far they would go and 
how far they would not go to achieve a 
military disengagment with Syria. 


Publicly there was a hard line against 


withdrawing from anything more than 


the salient Israel captured beyond the 
Golan Heights in the October war — 
whatever the Israeli leaders told Kissin- 
ger in private is not known. 


Kissinger's talks with Prime Minister 


Golda Meir and her chief ministers took 
place against the background of in- 
creased fighting on the Golan Heights 
where five Israelis were killed and Is- 
raeli guns shelled to within nine miles of 
Damascus in the 52nd day of fighting. 


Despite 7 arrests, 'Zebra' hunt goes on 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPl) — San Fran- 


cisco police said Thursday that even 
though they have arrested seven sus- 
pects there still may be more "Zebra" 
killers at large. 


Chief of Inspectors Charles Barca said 


that despite the arrest Wednesday of sev- 
en young men described by their attor- 
ney as Black Muslims, the beefed-up po- 
lice patrols instituted during the search 
for the Zebra killers would continue. 


'We feel we have the Zebra killers, but 


we are not that omniscent that we can 
say this is it, we have them all," Barca 
said. He had no comment on the allega- 
tion by Mayor Joseph L. Alioto that the 
Zebra slayings were committed toy mem- 


bers of a mysterious death sect called 
the "Death Angels.'.' 


The Zebra killers are believed respon- 


sible for at least 12 and perhaps as many 
as 17 murders in San Francisco. In each 
case young black men have approached 
their white victim on the street and fired 


s^s without warning. Then- victims 
apparently were chosen at random. 


Alioto said the "Death Angels" group

Wheeling Liquor Comr. Ted C. Scanlon 


apparently plans to get tough soon with 
the owners of the MacArthur Park Pub, 
scene of numerous brawls including two 
in the past week. 


Scanlon. also village president, has 


scheduled a meeting for Saturday with 
"unhappy storeowners m the area." 
These storekeepers, who are mostly from 
Lynn Plaza where the pub is located, 
apparently have complained about the 
pub situation long and loud, 


There was a meeting last Saturday be- 


tween Scanlon and MacArthur Park Pub 
co-owners Geraldine Amoroso and Mari- 
lyn Esposito. in which he said he found 
out "what they had done to prevent this 
(tht? almost continuous fighting in the 
pub and adjacent parking lot)." 


SCANLON SAID that at the time of his 


conversation with the two women, it ap- 
peared "they were doing everything they 
could to get this (situation) under con- 
trol." He pointed out that security police 
had been hired. 


Yet hours before Scanlon's conversa- 


tion with Mrs. Amoroso and Mrs. Espo- 
sito. a brawl had broken out inside the 
pub and spread into the parking lot. No 
one was arrested in the fight though one 
man suffered a broke nose. 


About 1:30 a.m. Wednesday, Patrol- 


man Armando Pizzi spotted a fight out- 
side the pub while he was on patrol. 
Three men were apparently involved in a 
slapping match and Pizzi called for 


backup police. The fight allegedly was 
over one man's handling of another 
man's girlfriend. 


When Sgt. Jack Kimsey and Patrol- 


man Jack Koenig arrived, they arrested 
Bruce Lindberg, 21, of 803 See-Gwun 
Ave., 
Mount Prospect, and Peter A. 


Lind, 21, of 4305 Wilke Rd., Rolling 
Meadows, on disorderly conduct charges. 


HOWEVER, Lindberg escaped from 


the police car, while the police were ar- 
resting Lind. Lindberg has yet to be ap- 
prehended.

Woman, teen boy sought 
in Chelsea Cove fires 


Community Organizations 


The fire was the fifth in a serious of pos- 
sible arson fires at the Chelsea Cove de- 
velopment since March 21. 


According to Wheeling police reports, a 


woman asked for construction foreman 
Larry Netchin about 20 minutes before 
Wednesday's 3:47 p.m. fire. When she 
was told he was not there that day, the 
woman entered the model townhouse 
where the fire broke out minutes later. 
Wheeling police records also show a 
woman had entered one of the models 
Monday, minutes before fire broke out 
there also. 


IT IS NOT KNOWN if police believe 


both women are the same person. 
Wednesday, the woman wore a pink and 
blue plaid three-quarter-length car coat, 
police said, and she was described as 5 
feet 5 to 7 inches tall with reddish blond 
hair. 


Police are also searching for a boy, 


about 14 years old, who was ordered out 
of the Chelsea Cove construction trailer 
just as Wednesday's fire was discovered. 


Police believe the boy may have stolen 


$105 from Sylvia Netohin's purse, which 
was hung in the construction trailer, 
while Miss Netchin and others rushed out 
to the fire scene. 


FIRE CHIEF Bernie Koeppen Thurs- 


day said samples from Wednesday's fire 
and Monday's two fires have been sent to 
a laboratory for analysis in the hope 
some clues may be found which would 
indicate how and who started the fires. A 
state fire marshal was on the scene 
again Thursday. 


Wheeling Police Lt. Ronald Nelson 


said patrols were being "beefed up" in 
the Chelsea Cove area, particularly in 
the afternoon hours. Four of the five 
fires were discovered bwtween 3:35 and 
4:15 p.m. The fifth fire extinguished it- 
self by fusing a water pipe and was not 
discovered until the day after it oc- 
curred. 


Fire damage at the Holywood Builders 


development is nearing $10,000. Manny 
Kramer of the firm Thursday said they 
are taking measures to catch the sus- 
pected arsonist. "We're doing everyting 
logical and some things illogical," he 
said, adding that the police have warned 
him not to discuss the measures. 


Wheeling police apparently are looking 


for a woman and a teen-age boy, both 
seen near 802 Barnaby Ln. about the 
time a fire broke out there Wednesday.

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Motorhome owner 
escapes blast 


A PARK RIDGE man escaped injury Thursday when 


he fled his motorhome camper that went up in 


flames in the lot of an Elk Grove Township mobile 


home dealer. Mount Prospect and Elk Grove Vil- 


lage firemen were called to fight the blaze, which 
started when gas fumes caused an explosion. 


An area man escaped injury Thursday 


when he jumped from his motorhome ve- 
hicle seconds before it exploded and went 
up in flames in unincorporated Elk 
Grove Township. 


Allen Tenny, 1035 Northwest Hwy., 


Park Ridge, was burned only slightly 
and was not hospitalized, said Mount 
Prospect firefighters. 


But the fire, triggered when fumes in a 


leaky propane gas tank touched a pilot 
light and exploded, destroyed the 1964 
Dodge motorhome camper. Damage was 
estimated by Mount Prospect Fire De- 
partment Lt. Les Woullett to be about 
$6,000. 


Pirefighting units from Mount Pros- 


pect and Elk Grove Village were called 
to extinguish the flames. 


Woullett said the fire started shortly 


after Tenny pulled the vehicle into the 
Northwest Mobile Home Service, 2500 
Higgins Rd., where he was bringing the 
vehicle for service. 


Woullett said Tenny heard a hissing 


noise he first thought to be a flat tire. 
Tenny was just about to get out and in- 
vestigate the noise when the tank ex- 
ploded and blew out the windshield. Ten- 
ny jumped out moments before the mo- 
torhome went up in flames. 


The blaze's heat caused taillights on 


two nearby campers to melt but fire- 
fighters were able to extinguish the 


Harper trustees study plan 
for 3-way campus division 


by WANDALYN RICE 


A plan to divide the proposed Harper 


College second campus among the col- 
lege, the Arlington Heights Park District 
and Prospect Heights Elementary Dist. 
23 has been presented to the Harper Col- 
lege Board of Trustees. 


The board heard the proposal for the 


142-acre site at Palatine and Schoenbeck 
roads In Arlington Heights from its ar- 
chitect Wednesday, as detailed dis- 
cussion of the second campus moved into 
a public board meeting for the first time. 
In the past, the board has discussed the 
second campus in closed session as 
allowed under the Illinois Open Meeting 
Law. 


Under the arcliitect's proposal, 88 of 


the 142 acres would be used for the col- 
lege site, with most of the rest of the 
land going into a park which will sur- 
round Lake Arlington, a 135-acre lake 
planned for the area as part of the 


McDonald Creek flood control project. 


In addition, according to the architect, 


five acres on the western edge of the 
land would be set aside for an elementa- 
ry school site for Prospect Heights Dist. 
23. 


COLLEGE VICE PRES. William Mann 


said that if the plan for the land is fol- 
lowed, each governmental agency in- 
volved would negotiate separately with 
the Mayo Foundation, owners of the 
land, for purchase. 


Thomas Thornton, director of parks 


and recreation for the Arlington Heights 
Park District, said the district had asked 
that some land on the site be set aside 
for the district park "before we even 
knew Harper was interested in it at all." 
Originally, he said, the park district had 
asked for a 12-acre greenway to extend 
from 
Palatine 
Road 
to. the Com- 


monwealth Edison right-of-way which 
borders the site on the north.

THE PROPOSED Harper College sec- 
ond campus will have a park site for 
the Arlington Heights Park District 
attached to it under a proposal 
drawn up by Harper's architects. In- 


cluded in the park site would be a 
greenway, possibly including bike 
trails. The park site would also in- 
clude Lake Arlington, part of the 
McDonald Creek flood project. 


However, Thornton said that after talk- 


ing to Harper's architects the district 
had realized that the park strip could be 
incorporated into the design of the col- 
lege and other parts of the site could be 
set aside for recreation. 


Under the land plan made up by Har- 


per's architects the land directly adja- 
cent to Lake Arlington, in the northwest 
corner of the site, would be used for 
"passive recreation," while the area in 
the southwest corner of the site would be 
used for such things as basebal dia- 
monds and tennis courts which could be 
used jointly by the park disrict and the 
college. 


DURING THE DISCUSSION of the ar- 


chitect's plan, Harper board members 
who were elected in April asked ques- 
tions about the need for the second 
campus and about whether it might not 
be better for the college to buy land ad- 
jacent to its present site in Palatine to 
accommodate additional enrollment. 


Ed Finley, representative of Caudill, 


Rowlett and Scott, Harper's architects, 
said that he was not sure there was 
enough land adjacent to the campus to 
provide enough expansion, and added 
that placing buildings on land one-half- 
mile or more from the present site would 
serve to fragment the campus. 


He said additional land might be added 


to the present campus to provide addi- 
tional parking, but added, "With what 
we're looking at for parking demand, if 
we're going to buy land anyway, we 
might as well buy land in another part of 
the district." 


In his presentation to the board, Finley 


explained 
that the college's 
present 


campus was designed to accommodate 
about 13,000 full and part-time students 
and that original projections indicated 
that the school would reach that enroll- 
ment by the end of the 1970s. 


Now, however, he said, projections in- 


dicate that the college will have about 
21,000 full and part-time students by the 
end of the decade. 


BOARD MEMBERS Marilyn Marier 


and Jessalyn Nicklas pointed out that if 
the college buys the second site now, no 
decision will have to be made to build on 
it for several years. "It is giving us an 
option," Mrs. Marier said. "We have a 
chance to say we don't want 25,000 
people on this campus."

to begin Monday until Stavros decided to 
plead guilty this week. 


As a result of the shakedown demand 


by Stavros, Tekton began negotiations 
with Buffalo Grove in April 1973 Buf- 
falo Grove annexed the 125 acres and a 
60-acre site to the east that was zoned for 
industrial development. 


THE ANNEXATION stretched across 


the northern boundary of Wheeling west 
of the Soo Line tracks, effectively 
stymieing expansion of Wheeling to the 
northwest into Lake County. The village 
also lost access to the 60 acres of indus- 
trial property that would have been adja- 
cent to its boundary if Hawthorn had 
gone to Wheeling and not Buffalo Grove. 


The $40,000 extortion attempt is men- 


tioned briefly, but not described, in a bill 
of particulars filed April 22 against 
Stavros by the government. Assistant 
U.S. 
Atty. Howard Stone, one of the 


government prosecutors, refused Thurs- 
day to comment further on the allega- 
tion. 


But Wright acknowledged that the 


Stavros demand involving the Hawthorn 
land was the $40,000 extortion attempt al- 
leged in the bill of particulars. 


Tekton, which started Hawthorn as a 


joint venture with The Richards Group, 
eventually sold off a portion of the 125 
acres to Centex Corp., which is now de- 
veloping its part of the property.

Park site suit in court by August?

A condemnation suit filed by the 


Wheeling Park District to obtain a pro- 
posed 10-acre park site on Schoenbeck 
Road Is expected to be in court by early 
August. 


Park Atty. Roger Bjorvik said the cur- 


rent Cook County Circuit Court schedule 
indicates that the matter will "probably 
come to trial In three months." 


The property is on the east side of 


Schoenbeck Road, just south of the vil- 
lage limits and across the street from 
Carl Sandburg School. 


The suit was filed last week after nego- 


tiations with property owner Roy Lichter 
reached a standstill. The action was 
prompted by the fact that Uchter raised 
the price of the 10-acre site more than 
167,000 after the Franklin Boulevard 
Community Hospital began negotiating 
for nearby property. 


In a two-week period this winter, Lich- 


ter twice increased the price of the prop- 
erty, despite the fact that he had pre- 
viously agreed to sell the 10 acres for 
$236,000. This figure was agreed upon af- 
ter nearly two years of negotiations. 


LICHTER NOTIFIED the park district 


in February that his price had increased 
to $275,000. At a meeting set up to dis- 
cuss the Increase, Lichter again hiked 
the price to $243,000 for nine acres. An 
additional $60.000 was being asked for 
the remaining one acre and the house 
located there. 


During the two weeks of price in- 


crease, the hospital was concluding nego- 
tiations for property just south of the 
proposed park site. Since that time, Lich- 
ter has signed an option to sell his south- 
ern 10 acres to Franklin Boulevard. The 
two parcels, totaling 20 acres, are esti- 
mated to cost the hospital $500,000. 


Bjorvik said he expects the con- 


demnation suit to be concluded quickly 
once it reaches trial. He said he antici- 
pates the jury to determine a fair price 
for the property within two days, noting 
that testimony and a trip to the site will 
not take long. 


"Condemnation court moves fast," 


Bjorvik said. "They move them right 
along." 


THE PARK BOARD will continue 


negotiating with Lichter while waiting 
for the condemnation suit to come to 
trial. If a price for the property is agreed 
upon before that time, the suit will be 
dropped. 


Board members, however, said they 


cannot afford to pay more for the site 
than the original $236,000 figure. They 
noted the purchase is to be jointly fi- 
nanced with funds from the December, 
1972, referendum and a matching state 


grant. 


Park Comr. Lorraine Lark said the 


park district initiated condemnation once 
before to obtain Northside Park, adja- 
cent to the Nathaniel Hawthorne School. 
The negotiations, however, were settled 
before the final court date. 


The Lichter property is proposed as a 


community park, and will be designed to 
serve the western section of the park dis- 
trict. That area is currently served by 
only Husky Park and local school-park 
sites. 


The park district is also negotiating for 


the 10-acre Childerley Retreat House 
property, 506 McHenry Rd. The board 
has not received a formal response from 
its $250,000 offer to the Calvert Founda- 
tion. 


Both parcels are part of a general ex- 


pansion program designed to accom- 
modate future community growth.

She said each 
student has thoroughly studied the coun- 
try she represents and many have also 
written to the country's U.N. representa- 
tives.

THE DEBATES begin with resolutions 


ranging from the destruction of atomic 
weapons to Japan's fishing rights in the 
coastal waters around the Kurile Islands. 
The "South African delegate" submitted 


a resolution that South Africans not be 
involved in military matters that do not 
directly concern them. Colleen Bohr, rep- 
resenting Israel, suggested that the U.N. 
provide some guarantee of protection 
from aggression for her country. 


Each resolution is countered by a 


negative argument, followed by second 
affirmative and negative speeches. 


"The cross examining can get really 


stringent," Miss Hansen said. "We're not 
play acting.

U. S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-12th, said yesterday he is 


pleased with the acquittal of former Presidential cabinet 
members John Mitchell and Maurice Stans of conspiracy 
charges in the Vesco campaign financing affair. 


"Frankly, I was gratified," said Crane. Although he said he 


does not know Mitchell well, "Maurice Stans I have known 
for many years. I've known Maurie to be a man of integrity 
and honor." The acquittal Sunday of former Attorney General 
Mitchell and former Sec. of Commerce Stans illustrates "how 
the legal processes in this country do ultimately work the 
will," said Crane. 
t 


Crane was speaking to students at Rolling Meadows High 


School yesterday in observance of Law Day. He discussed the 
advantages of a democratic society and the benefits of the 
legislative process and then answered questions prepared by 
the school's social science department. 


Crane said Presidential aides should avoid "blind loyalty" 


to one man and he compared this attitude to the "ultimate 
commitment of a zealot to a totalitarian," Watergate oc- 
curred because "we have men working in the White House 
who have a personal commitment to the man," he said. 


But Crane said a President should not resign just because 


he has been accused of misconduct. "Nothing is better calcu- 
lated to destroy the Presidency than the President who re- 
signs under fire." If Nixon resigns now a precedent will be 
set, said Crane, and every time a President drops in the 
popularity polls the news media will call upon him to resign.

If you feel they have a prob- 
lem, what steps should they take? 


I do not tike to see our daughter 


needlessly upset, but I do not know how 
to advise them. 


There is no way to tell what the prob- 


lem is that prevents a couple from hav- 
ing a baby without a careful exam- 
ination. It can be because of the woman 
or because of the man. The mistake that 
is usually made is examining the woman 
only. 


It is true that this complication of 


mumps can cause a man to be sterile, 
without affecting his sex drive or capac- 
ity. Despite such a complication, many 
men are fertile. 


Some couples have fertility problems 


because of their habits. Lubricants, for 
example, may kill live sperm cells and 
decrease the likelihood of pregnancy. 


Your daughter should go see her doctor 


for an examination. He may want her to 
go to the obstetrician, and he, in turn, 
may wish to examine both of them or 
arrange for your son-in-law to have an 
examination. Many people with this 
problem can be helped.

doctor says

I have read dozens of articles on bust 


development. How about us girls who 
would like to reduce our busts? I'm a 40C 
and, frankly, find it very uncomfortable. 
If it helps, I'm 20, five feet eight, and 144 
pounds. 


I need to lose about 10 pounds which 


would help some, but not as much as I 
would like. Corrective surgery is not pos- 
sible because my doctor says my bust is 
not so overly large to require it. Are 
there any kinds of exercises that would 
really help reduce the bust? Please help 
— you are my last resort. 


There are situations where large 


breasts really need surgical reduction. In 
some of these instances special medicine 
is then needed to prevent them from re- 
gaining their former size. Most doctors 
feel as your doctor does, that such oper- 
ations should be reserved for women who 
have exaggerated enlargement of the 
breasts. 


Women do complain when their breasts 


are too large. The weight alone is un- 
comfortable and in extreme instances 
can cause support straps to irritate the 
skin. 


The only exercises of use in reducing 


moderately enlarged breasts are those 
that help you lose weight. That means 
endurance exercises such as running, 
walking, tennis and other competitive 
sports. 


You are right, your breasts will de- 


crease in size if you can lose some 
weight. The fat in the breasts decreases 
with general body fat loss. If you elimi- 
nate 15 pounds it would make quite a 
difference. Also birth control pills often 
cause a woman to retain water and will 
cause some breast enlargement, just in 
case you are using them.

Wheeling cleanup needed 


The admission of guilt this week 


by James Stavros to four counts of 
federal indictments involving ex- 
tortion and tax evasion is also ad- 
mission that Wheeling village gov- 
ernment is — and was — corrupt- 
ible. 


For what Stavros admits with his 


plea is that his influence was so 
great in the village that the very

processes of municipal government 
could be bent to his own wishes. 
The similar guilty plea of former 
Trustee Michael Valenza and the 
pending indictments against other 
Wheeling and county officials sup- 
port the fact that the chambers of 
Wheeling government were often 
rooms where the crudest forms of 
hypocrisy thrived. 


It was evident in recent weeks 


that the federal government's case 


against Stavros was massive and 
that the full revelations of his con- 
duct in an open court would show 
beyond question that the objective 
purpose of his regime was a brut- 
ish form of extortion. 


The man who once stood as the 


symbol of rough and tumble — but 
acceptable — Democratic party 
politics in the suburbs now stands 
guilty of using his powers to the 
detriment of the community which 
once elected him a party com- 
mitteeman. 


But no matter what we think now 


of Stavros and his cronies, there is 
another, larger sadness associated 
with his admission of guilt and that 
is the wide-eyed innocence dis- 
played by current village lead- 
ership. 


Statements made by Village 


President Ted Scanlon that all this 
comes as a surprise are particular- 
ly galling As the chief elected offi- 
cial in Wheeling for the past nine 
years, Scanlon is guilty of either 
the grossest lassitude or the na- 
ivete of a five-year-old. 


Scanlon and the trustees who sat 


on the village board during the 
past decade would have us believe 
that these revelations of extortion 
were the surprising results of a 
federal probe far removed from 
the daily functions of village gov- 
ernment. In fact, the opposite is 
true: the influence exerted by 
Stavros and his crowd was per- 
vasive and rooted to the very core 
of municipal affairs. And a lot of 
people knew it. 


There was a time in Wheeling 


when the Stavros name was synon- 
ymous with the town itself. Every- 
one in the village hall knew the 


name of James Stavros, every po- 
liceman, every clerk, every mem- 
ber of commissions, every repor- 
ter who ever covered the beat. 


We all knew his name and if we 


did not know the details of what he 
represented, we at least knew that 
his influence was present in the 
seats of power. 


And now Scanlon and a lot of oth- 


er people in that village hall want 
us to believe they are shocked. 


It won't wash. If long term 
mem- 


bers of village government protest 
innocence then they also admit in- 
eptitude. 


Some months ago we urged the 


creation of a blue ribbon com- 
mittee to examine the processes of 
government in Wheeling and to 
seek new, high-caliber department 
heads to provide solid administra- 
tive advice. 


No real housecleaning has taken 


place in the village hall since then, 
but of course it never will as long 
as the president and board remain 
in a state of "surprise."

Nixon landing conservative support

WASHINGTON - President Nixon has 


launched an all-out campaign to shore up 
conservative bloc support in the Senate 
and the nation. 


Nixon's aides stress that the President 


does not expect to be impeached. If any- 
thing, they now believe that he is riding 
out the storm, that the country is weary 
of Watergate and they see the light at 
the end of the tunnel. 


White house officials did not conceal 


their elation over the acquittal of former 
Cabinet officials John N. Mitchell and 
Maurice Stans in the New York con- 
spiracy trial. They believe it gives the 
President a big leg up in trying to rebut 
former White House counsel John W. 
Dean III who had testified that he told 
the President about the coverup and 
called it a "cancer growing on the Presi- 
dency." 


But the President's hard core efforts 


are now concentrated 
on bolstering 


somewhat eroded loyalty among Republi- 
can conservatives. 


For a lift after months of Watergate 


worries, Nixon could not have hit better 
political pay dirt than his trip to Jack- 
son, 
Miss, last week where he was 


triumphantly received in one of the 
warmest receptions since his 1972 reelec- 
tion campaign. The adulation of thou- 
sands cheered 
him immensely and 


buoyed his aides. 


On his flight to Mississippi, he had sep- 


arate talks with the state's two powerful 
Senators — John C. Stennis, chairman of 
the Armed Services Committee and 


John W. 
Dean 


James 0. Eastland, the President pro 
tempore of the Senate. 


One of the aides frankly said it was a 


move to "massage" his supporters and 
to hold them in his camp should he go 
through an impeachment ordeal this 
summer.- 


The search for friendly forums is part 


of Nixon's new selling campaign to bol- 
ster his public popularity and to solidify 
his backing in the Senate. It takes a two- 
thirds vote in the Senate to convict a 
President after impeachment in the 
House. 


Nixon, in his televised address Monday 


evening, struck his impeachment theme: 


"The impeachment of a President is a 


remedy of last resort, it is the most sol- 
emn act of our entire constitutional pro- 
cess. Now, regardless of whether or not 
it succeeded, the action of the House in 
voting a formal accusation requiring 
trial by the Senate would put the nation 
through a wrenching ordeal it has endur- 
ed only once in its lifetime, a century 


ago and never since America has be- 
come a world power with global respon- 
sibilities. 


"The impact of such an ordeal would 


be felt throughout the world and it would 
have its effect on the lives of all Ameri- 
cans for many years to come." 


In Phoenix, Ariz, tonight Nixon will be 


introduced at a rally m his honor by Sen. 
Barry Goldwater, leader of the Senate's 
conservative bloc, who privately made 
no attempt to head off New York Senator 
James Buckley's call for Nixon's resig- 
nation. 


Nixon also will be hitting the western 


trail again Saturday, May 11, when he 
delivers a commencement address at Ok- 
lahoma State University at Stillwater 
with Republican supporters by his side. 


Nixon also has appeared recently before 


the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion and the U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merce, both traditonally Nixon territory.

The Better Government Assn. passed 


recently Its 50th anniversary. 


Missing was the hoopla of July 4th. 


Missing was a parade like Mayor Daley's 
annual St. Patrick's Day extravaganza. 


Instead, the BOA quietly continued its 


work, probing for corruption, watching 
political maneuvering. Commemoration 
of BGA's half century quietly passed at 
the 
organization's annual sponsors' 


luncheon, March 5, 


While politicians who have buckled un- 


der 
pressure of BGA investigation 


prayed that the BGA would close its 
doors. Exec. Dir. J. Terrence Brunner 
was finding a second 50-year wind. "The 
BGA has developed new momentum in 
the effort to improve state and local gov- 
ernment. With your help, 1974 will be a 
year in which that momentum will result 
in significant change In the way public 
business is transacted in Illinois," he 
said in the preface of the BGA's annual 
report. 


The report is "must" reading for any 


student of politics. The big politicians 
who stilt operate in Cook County and Chi- 
cago are identified with corruption in 
page after page of year-end summation. 


The BGA is not perfect. Its in- 


vestigations can be superficial. Follow-up 
indictments can become failures as court 
cases. The front-page cry of "cheat" of- 
ten Is futile. 


But the BGA serves a necessary pur- 


pose in Cook County, despite the concen- 
tration of its investigations in Chicago. 
The same people who pull Democratic 
strings in Chicago influence decisions on 
zoning, airplane traffic, mass transit and 
water in the suburbs. The suburbs are 
named in the BGA report, as the most 
recent ground that politicians have 
maneuvered for quick profit. 


The problem with newspaper in- 


vestigations and headlines is that black 
type fades quickly from memory. Yester- 
day's story quickly becomes old news. A 
few comments about a grand jury in- 
quiry, an indignant editorial and yester- 
day's scandal becomes the bottom para- 
graph of tomorrow's story. 


Chicago and Cook County have a re- 


markable record for reelecting favorite 
BGA investigation targets. 


The extent of corruption never seems 


to hit home through newspaper stories,

radio reports and television broadcasts. 
But, sandwiched between the blue and 
white covers of the BGA report is a hta- 
ny of sins that voters should not quickly 
forget:

—The Danaher connection, where Cir- 


cuit Court Clerk Matthew Danaher, a 
protege of Mayor Daley, received 


$300,000 in "commissions" while the City 
Council approved a dozen zoning changes 
at the Maple Park development. Dan- 
aher has been indicted by a federal 
grand jury, but continues as Circuit 
Court Clerk. 


—The chemical kickbacks, where mon- 


ey and gifts were paid to county, town- 
ship and local officials for purchasing 
chemicals at inflated prices. The state- 
wide investigation included Schaumburg 
Township. 


The mystery behind the headlines in- 


volves the survival of the political whee-

and dealers despite BGA in- 


vestigations and the recent anti-corrup- 
tion efforts of U S. Atty. James Thomp- 
son.

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Franklin Boulevard conies to Wheeling 
How a hospita I tries to get roots down in suburbia

Third In a Scries 


Wheeling's proposed hospital is the 


seventh expansion effort aimed at subur- 
bia by Patrick A DeMoon, executive di- 
rector of Chicago's Franklin Boulevard 
Hospital. 


Since 1962, Niles, Northlake, Bridge- 


view, Oak Lawn, Addison, Glendale 
Heights and now Wheeling have been 
proposed as sites for satellites of either 
Franklin Boulevard or its sister Central 
Community Hospital, also of Chicago. 


Construction has not yet started on any 


of the planned facilities. 


At least five more proposed Chicago 


locations for satellites of the two hospi- 
tals are listed in the files of the defunct 
Hospital Planning Council of Metropoli- 
tan Chicago. 


Wheeling's proposed hospital, unlike 


other projects that were denied zoning, 
funding or planning approval, will be 
built, consultant Norman Davis told The 
Herald. "We've never been this far. 
We've got the financing." 


FRANKLIN Boulevard received Illi- 


nois Hospital License Board approval 
April 10 to build a 228-bed, $11.3 million 
satellite on Schoenbeck Road south of

Hospital offi- 
cials plan to open the facility by mid-

Another satellite, in Glendale Heights, 


received state approval In December 
1973. The 186-bed, $7.9 million project, 
proposed as an arm of Central Commu- 
nity Hospital, is similar to the Wheeling 
project and was originally planned for 
Addison 


Wheeling is not typical in the pattern 


of city-to-suburb projects proposed by 
DeMoon hospitals. The Wheeling hospital 
has escaped both comment and criticism 
from health planning agencies, Few resi- 
dents or community groups have ques- 
tioned the plan. 


OBJECTIONS TO past DeMoon proj- 


ects followed the same pattern. In pro- 
testing a plan to convert the Brldgeview 
Convalescent Nursing Home, 8100 S. Har- 
lem Ave to a 142-bed Franklin Boule- 
vard satellite, the Southwest Chicago 
Area Planning Council charged in 1973 
that: 


• The satellite would draw doctors 


from established hospitals. 


• The project would cause "unwar- 


ranted duplication" of hospital facilities 
in existing institutions "thereby increas- 
ing the cost to patients." 


• The proposal would financially drain 


Franklin Boulevard. "Experience has 
proven that when a hospital in a ghetto 
area moves and finances a program in a 
more affluent area, the ghetto hospital 
struggles desperately to survive." 


Objections to the proposed Central 


Community satellite in Glendale Heights 
included: 


• Lack of local planning. "Central 


Community has had no record of commu- 
nity Involvement In its day-to-day oper- 
ation. It built a $3 million replacement 
for its present facility without any com- 
munity Input, planning or support," 
CHCC stated. 


• Distance from the 'mother" hospi- 


tal. Distance between the main hospital 
and satellite offers no clinical back-up.

Comprehensive Health Planning Inc. of 


Chicago criticized a proposed "Rils 
Park" satellite of Franklin Boulevard 
and included in 1971 a "suggestion" 
that the hospital seek community repre- 
sentatives on its board of directors, ap- 
point Black physicians to the medical 
staff, develop an outpatient department 
and improve current services. 


FRANKLIN Boulevard is a ghetto hos- 


pital. Built in a then-Jewish neighbor- 
hood as a school for nursing In 1926, the 
110-bed hospital, at 3240 W. Franklin 
Blvd , is now surrounded by windowless, 
vacant buildings and streets that are 
lined with abandoned cars. Seventy-five 
per cent of the hospital's patients receive 
Medicare or public aid financing. 


The charge that Franklin Boulevard 


will be phaed from the city has followed 
at least four proposals to build satellites 
or to move the hospital. 


"Will Franklin Boulevard Hospital be 


phased out" if the Wheeling satellite is 
built?," a Hospital Licensing Board 
member asked at the April 10 hearing in 
Springfield. 


"Absolutely not," Davis answered. 


"Our hospital is in a depressed area We 
have need for an out-patient facility. 
We've been told we'll get HEW (U. S. 
Dept. of Health, Education and Welfare) 
money for an addition." 


IN A CRITICAL review of a proposal 


to build a million, 336-bed twin-tower hos- 
pital at Diversey and Narragansett in 
Chicago, Paul Gallagher, executive direc- 
tor of Comprehensive Health Planning, 
Inc. of Chicago said, "We fear that once 
the proposed facility is built, the Franklin 
Boulevard Hospital may be abandoned. 
Should the resource level at the hospital 
be allowed to drop, it would soon cease 
to be a viable institution." 


In the review of the "Riis Park" pro- 


posal, Gallagher said that a Franklin 
Boulevard should not receive funding for 
a satellite until it "demonstrates its in- 
tent and abilities to serve the health 
needs" of the Franklin Boulevard area. 


Gallagher called for community repre- 


sentation on the board of directors, "evi- 
dence" of community involvement in 
planning and operation, expansion, mod- 
ernization and development of "needed 
programs," appointment of Black physi- 
cians and construction of an out-patient 
department. 


DeMOON HAS been unavailable for 


comment since March. He appeared but 
said little at the licensing board hearing 
April 10 In Springfield. 


Unsuccessful efforts to move or en- 


large Central Community include: a $4 5 
million, 200 to 250-bed hospital at 63rd 
and Sayre in 1966; a $1.1 million project 
near 57th St. and South Hermitage in 
1966; and a plan to convert Beverly Sav- 
ings and Loan, 8001 Western St., to a 233- 
bed "Central South Hospital." 


DeMoon also has talked of a psy- 


chiatric hospital in the Lakeview-Lmcoln 
Park area, an effort to purchase North- 
lake Community Hospital in Northlake, a 
proposal to build a long-term care center 
at Grand Avenue and Mannheim Road in 
Franklin Park, a 1962 proposal to build a 
hospital In Oak Lawn, and a Franklin 
Boulevard satellite In 1966 at Milwaukee 
Avenue and Oakton Street in Niles. 


MORE THAN $2 6 million in improve- 


ments to Franklin Boulevard were rec- 
ommended in a June 1967 "Structural 
and Functional Obsolescence Report" by 
the Hospital Planning Council of Metro- 
politan Chicago, The two main hospital 
buildings, constructed in 1926 and in 1958, 
are "structurally sound" but other facil- 
ities "must be completely replaced for 
compliance with today's standards for

codes," the report state*. 


Therapy and emergency care were 


called "one room operations," in the re- 
port. Central air conditioning end $2.7 
million in improvements were recom- 
mended. The "best solution . -. would be 
to replace the present hospital with a 
new facility on an appropriate site," the 
report states. 


Few objectors are aware of the long 


Franklin Boulevard-Central Community 
proposed project list. Metropolitan Chi- 
cago is divided into districts by planning 
agencies and contact is limited. No agen- 
cy coordinates or lists all area state li- 
censing projects. 


DEVELOPMENT of the wheeling hos- 


pital has paralleled the project in Glen- 
dale Heights. Similarities include: 


• Financing. Both projects rely on 


purchase of low-interest bonds through 
the local government. In demonstrating 
40 per cent financial equity before the 
licensing board, the two hospitals used 
letters from a Milwaukee fund-raiser 
who estimated that $2 million could be 
raised through local fund drives for hos- 
pital construction. 


• Location. Both projects are distant 


from mass transit and sites were se- 
lected after local controversy. Glendale 
Heights was picked after Central Com- 
munity withdrew a proposal to build in 
Addison. In Wheeling, officials first 
talked of building on the Childertey Re- 
treat House property, which is owned by 
the Calvert Foundation and is a possible 
Wheeling Park District site. North- 
eastern Illinois Planning 
Commission 


planners, who reviewed the Glendale 
Heights proposal for flood plain location, 
said the sites "are inconsistent with re- 
gional planning . . . and should be lo- 
cated within development corridors con- 
venient to mass transportation." The 
hospitals have proposed shuttle bus ser- 
vice for local residents. 


• Need. In both communities, Davis 


used results from a locally distributed 
questionnaire to support need for hospi- 
tal construction. The Glendale Heights 
need survey wias incomplete, said Wil- 
liam J. Daly, executive director of Oper- 
ation Health Inc. "We've got the facts to 
show that Wheeling can support a 200- 
bed hospital right now," Davis added. 


In analyzing the surveys, Davis used 


the percentage of residents hospitalized 
and projected population for the area to 
calculate future hospital bed need. The 
conclusion in both surveys assumed that 
most residents would seek hospitalization 
at the new hospital. 


"Nowhere in the survey did they ask 


about ability to pay," Daly said. "The 
information was not complete." 


ESTIMATED REVENUE of a Wheel- 


ing satellite is overly optimistic, Daly 
said. In a projected revenue statement, 
Franklin Boulevard officials estimated 
$9,6 million in first-year revenue with a 
70 per cent occupancy and a $94,700 net 
revenue. At 80 per cent occupancy in the 
second year of operation, the net revenue 
would be $272,800. 


No new hospital in 10 years has been in 


the black during initial, three-year oper- 
ation, Daly said. "That's a valid argu- 
ment," Davis said. "But, we're not run- 
ning a university, in-depth type oper- 
ation. DeMoon is a good administrator 
and he runs a tight ship." 


In 1972, when Central Community re- 


ported a high 91 per cent occupancy and 
an above-average 10.6-day length of stay, 
net revenue was $627,067. With only 76 
medical-surgical beds and 103 per cent 
occupancy in 1971, the hospital net reve- 
nue was $140,717. 


"We're not talking about today's condi- 


tions. We're talking about as late as 
1980," Davis said. "This area has a fa- 
bulous growth pattern. You're going to 
grow into a major metropolitan area (in 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove). Our survey 
shows that in a three-mile radius you'll 
need 394 beds by 1980." 


POTENTIAL GROWTH of the Wheel- 


ing area and distance from emergency 
medical services are key reasons for lo- 
cal hospital construction, said Ted Scan- 
Ion, Wheeling village president. "Profes- 
sional studies, everything indicated that, 
yes, we need a hospital. The population, 
expected growth, demands it. 


Scanlon said that "it's 14 minutes to 


the nearest hospital. You have to drive 
too far for emergency service. There is a 
closer need." 


Opposition to the project comes from 


existing hospitals. "I'm not knocking 
their service. They just figure that if 
they've got 500 beds, they've got to have 
510 patients. They want 100 per cent full- 
age when a rule of thumb is that if you 
have 60 per cent occupancy it's time to 
build another hospital," Davis said. 


A 1972 study of medical care in North- 


west Cook County by the Illinois Region- 
al Medical Program showed that Wheel- 
ing residents travel further for hospital 
care than persons in nine neighboring 
municipalities. Average distance 
for 


Wheeling residents was 6.76 miles, with 
Schaumburg at 6.21 miles, Mount Pros- 
pect at 5.63 and other communities be- 
tween 4 71 and 2 37 miles. 


IN CONTRAST, Wheeling had the larg- 


est percentage (36 2) of residents who 
traveled outside the Northwest suburbs 
for medical care, About 29 per cent of 
Schaumburg and Des Plaines residents 
sought medical care outside the area and 
other percentages varied between 22 and 
14 in 1972. 


Davis said that recent state license 


board approval is "tantamount to build- 
Ing," "If we come In with a radically dif- 
ferent proposal they could stop us. Or, if 
costs escalate, we could be in trouble. I 
think we're pretty well home."

State hospital plan data 'outdated' 


Out-of-date information in the Illinois hospital bed survey 


and plan will be revised before it can affect planned hospital 
construction, the director of the state planning agency said 
Wednesday. 


The plan — which shows a 6,128Jbed surplus in the Chicago 


area — was criticized by local hospital officials Wednesday 
because bed and admission totals used in the report were 
inaccurate. 


"I'm reasonably sure there will be changes in the plan as a 


result of the public hearings," said Dr. Mark Lepper, director 
of the Comprehensive State Health Planning Agnecy. The 
plan will be reanalyzed and changed this summer. 


Data in the report, which was used to calculate need for 


construetion, "is information submitted by hospitals 18 
months ago," Lepper said. 


"Poor distribution" of hospitals — indicated by the heavy 


concentration of beds on Chicago North Side — has created a 
"need in some areas in spite of an excess of beds in the 
totality," he said. 


LEPPER WAS THE leadoff speaker at the Chicago-area 


hearing about the plan in the Pick-Congress Hotel. About 200 


hospital officials and planners attended the hearing. 


"A number of hospitals have reported that statistics are out 


of date and are in error," said Howard Cook, executive direc- 
tor of the Chicago Hospital Council. 


The plan incorrectly "assumes patients come to hospitals 


on the basis of geography" and would close as many as 20 
per cent of area hospitals, Cook said. 


"There is a total lack of health objectives," Cook said. 


"How long waiting lists should be — distance of travel to the 
hospital — how important life services are." 


The state plan listed 1,531 "existing beds" in the Northwest 


suburbs and stated that 1,625 beds will be needed in three 
years, an increase of 94 beds. State officials oppose construc- 
tion of new hospitals with less than 200 beds. 


The report snowed 399 "existing beds" at Lutheran General 


Hospital, 302 beds at Atexian Brothers Medical Center, 240 
beds at Holy Family Hospital and 433 at Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital. Another planning report to be released this 
month indicates average 1973 beds in the hospitals were: Lu- 
theran General 677; Northwest Community 445; Holy Family 
235 and Alexian Brothers 345.

NUCLEAR RESEARCH: An amendment to authorize an 


extra $21 million in fiscal 1975 for nuclear fusion research, 
rejected 283-115. The amendment was offered to an AEC au- 
thorization bill, which already contained $91 million for such 
research. 


The $91 million level is $9 million more than the amount 


suggested by the Office of Management and Budget, but $21 
million below the AEC's request for such research. 


Existing nuclear power plants generate energy by splitting 


atoms. Fusion reactors would generate energy by combining 
atoms. Some experts contend that mastering the fusion pro- 
cess will give the world a virtually unlimited source of ener- 
gy-Supporters of the rejected amendment argued that the na- 
tion should give the AEC ail the money it requested for fu- 
sion. 


Opponents argued that while fusion holds long-term promise 


the nation should emphasize more immediately available 
forms of energy production.

SURVIVOR'S BENEFITS: An amendment to restrict bene- 


fits to surviving dependents of police, firemen, prison guards 
and parole officers who die in the line of duty, rejected 191-187. 
The overall bill proposes $50,000-per-family federal grants to 
such survivors, retroactive to October 11,1972. 


The rejected amendment would have struck the retroactive 


provision and made the day the bill becomes law the effective 
date for benefits. 


The overall bill was later passed and sent to conference. Its 


intent is to help surviving families adjust to the loss of their 
breadwinner. Its estimated yearly cost is $17 million. 


Those voting for the limiting amendment were a com- 


bination of members totally opposed to the concept of federal 
benefits and those who felt the October, 1972 date arbitrarily 
discriminates against survivors who lost their breadwinners 
before that date. 


Those voting against any cutback of benefits argued for the 


retroactive date because October, 1972, was when the House 
approved a similar bill that later died in a legislative logjam.

"THE GREAT CHICKEN MASSACRE": A bill granting 


federal money to Mississippi poultry producers who were 
forced by federal authorities to destroy up to eight million 
chickens that had consumed feed contaminated with a can- 
cer-causing pesticide, passed 55-31, 


Estimates of the losses range from $6 million to $10 million. 
The bill also requires the Justice Department to determine 


responsibility for the contaminated feed. Culpable parties 
would be liable for damages. 


Supporters argued that poultry farmers who showed good 


faith and destroyed their birds should be granted relief sim- 
ilar to that given hog farmers whose swine contract cholera. 


Opponents argued against granting relief until poultry 


farmer's claims are scrutinized as closely as other claims for 
such relief. 


Sen. Dick Clark, D-Iowa, said that "90 per cent of the pay- 


ments will go to just five large producers." He also called it 
Inconsistent to grant full relief to poultry farmers while vic- 
tims of tornadoes only get loans.

AIR FORCE PROMOTIONS: Promotion of Allen D. Slay 


(Randolph, Tex., AFB) to the rank of major general in the 
Air Force, approved 51-36. 


The promotion was controversial because Slay served under 


Gen. John D. Lavelle, who was drummed out of the Air Force 
for allegedly directing and covering-up the illegal bombing of 
North Vietnam in 1972. As Lavelle's deputy for operations, 
Slay was in the direct tine of command during the bombings. 


After approving Slay's promotion, The Senate also ap- 


proved, by a slightly larger margin, the promotion of Charles 
D. Gabriel to the level of major general, Gabriel also was a 
Lavelle subordinate. 


Supporters argued that neither man was responsible for the 


Illegal raids or the cover-up, and therefore, should not be 
denied their promotions. 


In opposing the promotion, Sen. Harold Hughes (D-Iowa) 


said the Senate should not sanction a system that makes 
"obedience within one's service more important than adhe- 
rence to the highest principles of law and civilian control of 
the military."

Buy fertilizer to suit 
requirements of soil 


When buying fertilizer for your garden 


you will see a set of three numbers used, 
such as 10-20-20 or some other com- 
bination. 


These numbers indicate the percentage 


content of the three most important plant 
nutrients: nitrogen, phosphorus and po- 
tassium in that order. 


II you have a garden with poor or ex- 


hausted soil it is generally a good idea to 
obtain a soil analysis from your local 
state university to find out the nutrients 
it lacks, then buy a fertilizer that gives 
you the correct percentages to put your 
soil back in balance. 


Kings have planted them. Young lovers 


have romped under them for centuries. 
New York City's great diagonal con- 
course — Broadway — was re-routed 
around one of them. And a president, in 
his youthful exuberance, is alleged to 
have desecrated one. 


The principal in each of the above in- 


stances was the cherry tree, imported 
into this country prior to the 1670's Near- 
ly 300 years later, the cherry tree pro- 
vides Americans with some 500 million 
pounds of fruit annually, while providing 
growers an annual income of about $70 
million. 


Today, there are about 1,150 different 


varieties of cherry trees with the most 
popular being the sweet and the tart. 
Though cherry trees are hardy — they 
grow in all states of the continental U. S. 
— the largest cherry growing region in 
this country is Michigan, which is re- 
sponsible for over half of the nation's 
production. Cherries are also grown in 
quantity in New York, Wisconsin, Penn- 
sylvania, Washington and California. 


Modern agricultural 
practices, in- 


cluding the controlled use of pesticides, 
having resulted in record production of 
two to three tons of cherries per acre. 
Pesticides have also extended the mar- 
keting season by eliminating diseases — 
brown rot and leaf spot. Fruit flies, 


which plagued such early planters as 
George Washington's father, have also 
become part of history through the prop- 
er use of pesticides. 


While nearly everyone is familiar with 


the legend surrounding George Washing- 
ton — he not only cut down a cherry 
tree, but his mother's garden stakes as 
weJl — probably few are aware that a 
cherry tree influenced the direction of 
New York's famous Broadway. 


At me corner of 10th Street and Broad- 


way, there was an inn belonging to 
Mynheer Brevoort, with a cherry tree in 
the courtyard. City planners, in what 
might be considered an enlightened mo- 
ment, decided to spare the tree and 
changed the direction of Broadway 
slightly to the west. This major traffic 
artery thus owes its course to a cherry 
tree. 


Perhaps more people than streets owe 


their direction to cherry trees. In Eng- 
land and other countries, young people 
used to gather in cherry orchards os- 
tensibly to bargain for the fruit. Out of 
this was born the concept of "Cherry 
fairs" which, according to one British 
authority, were always "boisterous and 
temporary." "Cherry fairs" passed into 
everyday language as a synonym for 
fleeting, care-free. 


Nearly 2,000 years ago, the cherry tree 


came into its own in the western world 
when triumphant emperors 
returning 


from battle brought the tree from the 
east to their native lands in Europe. 
Much later, King Henry VIH was so tak- 
en with cherry trees that he had 32 acres 
planted. 


In 1912 Mrs. William Howard Taft, wife 


of the President, planted the first cherry 
tree in Washington, D. C. White the 
trees, a gift of Japan, do not bear edible 
fruit, they are renown for their delicate 
pink blossom. 


It is recorded that Martha Washington 


used cherries to make pies, puddings and 
wine. Today only the imagination limits 
the cherry's use. Recipes for cherries 
now include soup, muffins, chicken and 
ham glazes and even pizza.

A Child's GaRden 


Most soils can naturally supply the 


necessary bulk elements for a plant's 
growth such as hydrogen and oxygen 
from water, carbon from carbon dioxide 
in the air. In smaller amounts, a plant 
needs nitrogen, phosphorous, potassium, 
calcium, magnesium, iron and sulfur. 
Even minute quantities of boron, mang- 
anese, zinc, copper and molybdenum are 
essential.

Some holly 
is native 
to Illinois 


Holly to most people probably means a 


spiny-leaved evergreen tree, but hun- 
dreds of true hollies (Ilex species) have 
no spines and several shed their leaves 
in the fall. 


In fact, both of the hollies really native 


to Illinois are smooth-leaved deciduous 
shrubs or small trees. Female plants of 
both have attractive red fruits. One of 
the Ulinos natives, the winterberry holly 
(I. vertlclllata) may be the most cold tol- 
erant holly. It grows at Volo Bog in 
McHenry County and hi similar wet sites 
northward into Canada. It can also be 
cultivated hi good garden soils and is 
available from many nurseries. Winter- 
berry holly fruits are showy for only a 
short tine hi the fall before being eaten 
by birds or turning black after hard 
freezes. 


The second Illinois native holly is Pos- 


sumhaw (I. decidua). It grows wild more 
extensively than winterberry holly in Illi- 
nois. It can be found wild from Adams 
County southward, but is hardy to Chi- 
cago and Omaha. Holly experts now ate 
Pomumhaw as the most useful of all de- 
ciduous holHet for landscaping. One ad- 
vantage is its more persistent fruits. 
Some cutting-grown Possumhaw selec- 
tions keep abundant bright red fruits 
right through 1110100 weather until the 
next spring, and the fruits are less tasty 
to birds. 


ments hi the soil are not available, com- 
mercial fertilizers can be used to com- 
plete its nutritional value. Simple label- 
ing on the fertilizer packages, tells you 
the amount of nitrogen, phosphorous and 
potassium each contain. The first figure 
is the per cent of nitrogen, the second, 
phosphorous and the third is potassium. 
Examples are: 5-10-5,5-10-10, or 5-8-8. 


Let your child decipher the nutritional 


value of your soil. 


This simple experiment is ideal for

Greener? Which blossomed first? 


What does a plant need to grow? A

De- 
struction of natural beauty seems to be a 
by-product of our material growth, but 
mat trend can be reversed. The home- 
owner who plants a grassy lawn" and 
landscapes'It with trees, shrubs and flow- 
ers is making war on "ugliness." 


But the people of the AAN offer other 


compelling reasons for every citizen to 
contribute to the nation's growing gifts of 
nature for the bicentennial year. 


Responding to the great concern about 


the. deteriorating quality of our atmos- 
phere, -the AAN points out that all the 
oxygen we consume is produced by green 
plants on land and vegetation in die sea. 
At the same time they are the source of 
oxygen, plants are efficient air purifiers. 
Their hairy leaf surfaces catch falling 
particles of dust and; dirt to help curtail 
the steady rain of pollutants. To illus- 
trate this point, the AAN quotes recent 
research which showed a dust count on 
the sheltered side of a planted section to 
be 75 per cent lower than a similar count 
on the windward side. 


Another factor in America's environ- 


mental dilemma as tt approaches its 
third century is the noise pollution in 


which we exist — noise that contributes 
to ail sorts of tension-related diseases. 
On this -subject, nursery industry facts 
show that proper landscaping can reduce 
the sound level of heavy street traffic by 
some 60 per cent in adjacent areas. This 
Is accounted for by the fact that plant 
parts break up sound waves, change 
their direction and reduce their intensity: 
For that same reason, many modern of- 
fices are using live partitions of plant 
materials between work areas to de- 
crease sound, add beauty, ^freshen the 
air.

The kind of individual action the Amer- 


ican Association of Nurserymen is rec- 
ommending is likely to.have broad ac- 
ceptance. In one interesting survey a 
number of people were given a list of 26 
different items and asked which they 
considered most important to their hap- 
piness. Almost 60 per cent included 
"green grass and trees around me." In 
another questionnaire given executives 
of 200 top industrial companies, 90 per 
cent of the respondents labeled attractive 
landscaping as "very important'' to their 
firms.

the oval. Really, you can make it any 
size you want or have room for. The size 
we're giving you is equated to the reach- 
ing ability of the average person, or so 
the central portion isn't out of reach 
from the outside. There's no reason you 
can't go larger — only remember you'll 
have to allow a couple of non-planting 
areas or paths on both sides so you can 
get into the oval itself to reach its dead 
center. You begin with one of those rolls 
of forty feet of plastic garden edging six 
to eight inches wide. Nothing against the 
metal type except that the plastic will 
last longer, year after year. (In fact, 
consider that your first year just about 
covers most expenses for many years to 
come.) Now scrounge around for an old 
broom or mop handle. Hacksaw into 12- 
inch lengths. You're ready to begin. 


The first oval sits right on the ground. 


In a sunny place, of course! Make the 
first oval just above ground eight feet by 
four feet. You need the pieces of broom 
or mop handle to hold the edging in 
place. What's going on is that you'll put 
a smaller, three-and-a-half-foot oval by a 
foot wide on top of it. 


Now we're going into the soil to be 


used and it may surprise you a bit.But 
follow on. There's a lot of .scientific rea- 
soning behind this. First on the menu is 
about 20 bushels of soil. If you're in a 
rich soil area, use what you have. If 
you're in a sandy area, use only ten 
bushes of sand and 10 of muck or good 
soil from your nurseryman. The kind you 
buy by the big bag, not expensive potting 
soil mixtures. Work together as you 
would were it flour and you were making 
a cake. 


Now comes step two. You're going to 


work into it eight cubic feet of agricul- 
tural perlite. Nurseries usually carry it. 
Botanists who want a controlled, sterile 
mixture have long been using perlite 
along with vermicuHte. In this case, it 
should be perlite, not vermiculite. We're 
in the act of (1) creating a soil that's 
organic, (2) controls soil structure to 
keep it loose and pliable and (3) has wa- 
ter retention capability. Now, let's ice 
that cake a little. Add SO pounds of dried 
pulverized cow manure (not composted) 
and two cubic feet of peat moss. Sound 
good enough to eat? It does to plants. 


You can make this up as you go along 


or make the whole batch just outside the 
oval area at the start. Now lay out the 
eight-by-four oval that rises just above 
ground level by the width of the edging. 
Fill with mixture. On top of this, tier-like 
goes the smaller three-and-one-half by 
one-foot oval and is also filled. You 
should have some mixture left over — 
and this is important. 


Around the outside of the lower oval, 


dig the soil loose for 24 Inches all around. 
Add mixture until it is about half and 
half. Then tamp back. 


How about a little sprinkling system 


that will cost you about $2? You need 
three feet of half-inch plastic pipe, an 
elbow with spike at bottom as sold in 
nurseries, a 12-inch extension nipple of 
same diameter, a femalehose end that 
fits on the half-inch plastic pipe and a 
plastic sprinkler head. Put together so 
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ELEVATION 


that pipe crosses first tier into second 
and comes up in center of it. The cheap 
plastic sprinkler head goes there./The fe- 
male hose coupling goes on the outside of 
the long piece of pipe. You attach your 
hose to it and turn on when you want to 
water the Hong Kong Vegetable Oval. 


What are you .going to plant? Surprise! 


Pick your own vegetable choices and, just 
remember a few rules. The lowest part 
of the oval, or the part outside the plas- 
tic, should contain twoNrows of snap 
beans. Plant the inside one (from bean 
seed), wait a month and plant the other. 
Then when inside .one stops bearing, pull 
out plants and plant again. This alternat- 
ing method will keep you in beans, for 
many, many months. 
' 


Only other rule is not to plant big 


things such as tomatoes in the little top 
oval. Such plants throw too much shade 
on the others. We hope you have the 
Japanese Tomato Ring and Siamese 
Strawberry Circle, so neither of these 
are considered. If you don't and want, 
say, tomatoes, use ground level tier out- 
side the first oval. You can buy onion 
sets and get onions to eat in two to three 
weeks, which gives many such a kick it's 
really a good way to get to know the 
Vegetable. Oval. 
' 


i But otherwise, you go your own route. 
About everything goes. Beets, cabbage, 
cauliflower, celery, cucumbers, eggplant, 
endive, lettuce, bell peppers (big like to- 
matoes and so handled), kohlrabi, mus- 
tard greens, parsley, peas, radish, spin- 
ach, even soybeans if you must. Lots of 
people reserve the smaller top tier for 
herbs, plus radish, parsley and such. 


But you're doing the eating, so write 


your own menu. All quality grown this 
way has to be superior. Cost'the. first 
year could run as high as $20 if you 
make a larger ring, next to nothing from 
then on. Happy eating!'

Now is the best time to plant 
peas, radishes, larkspur, poppies 


If you have not already planted peas, 


radishes, sweet peas, larkspur, corn- 
flowers and annual poppies, you should 
plant these seeds as soon as possible. 
Onion sets should also be set out at the 
same time. 


Bare root trees and shrubs should also 


be planted now. Later in the spring, after 
the plants have begun to bud out, it is 
very difficult to transplant bare root 
plants with much success. In addition, 
when buying plants, whether bare root, 
potted or balled and burlapped, check for 
quality. Check the buds and small twigs 
for a dry or shriveled look, scorching, 
shriveling of needles and defoliation. Fi- 
nally, look for signs of insects and dis- 
eases. 


Winter protection should slowly be re- 


moved from perennials and biennials. 
Uncover the plants in mild weather, but 
cover them on cold, windy days or when 
the air is excessively dry. 


If the plants 
are 
left over-pro- 


tected during the mild weather, diseases 
may form and become a serious prob- 
lem, However, lack of protection during 
unfavorable conditions may result in die- 
back of new shoots, the death of the flow- 
er buds, the death of other parts of the 
plant and even death of the entire plant. 


Now is the time to be adding lawn 


fertilizers. When fertilizing the lawns, 
follow the recommendations for appli- 
cation found on the fertilizer bag. 


Weeds are easier to control now than 


when they are actively growing; how- 
ever, be very careful not to let the spray

coleus variety by Pan-American Seed 
Co. that grows especially well with a 
minimal amount of sunshine. 


They are not artichokes, they don't 


come from the Holy Land, and yet these 
tuberous-rooted / perennials have been 
known for years as Jerusalem arti- 
chokes. They are actually native' to the 
North American continent, where our In- 
dians cultivated and ate them for their 
nutritive qualities. 


For years these sunchokes, as they are 


now being called by some, were almost 
forgotten. But they' are once more be- 
coming popular because they have vir- 
tually no starch and are high in other 
food values. Besides, they respond with 
little effort on the part of the gardener 
and when they are picked in the early 
winter, they last for months in the refrig- 
erator. 


The chokes 'belong to the daisy family. 


They have long stems, from five to eight 
feet high and the flower resembles a sun- 
flower. 


Parmentler, the French agronomist 


who in the late 18th century helped to 
make potatoes popular in his county, also 
tried to do the same for the chokes which 
are called topinamfcour in French. In 
Italy they are girasole, or sunflower, and 
from that name -they mystifyingly be- 
came known as Jerusalem artichokes. 


The chokes should be planted much 


like potatoes in the deep, well-worked 
soil to give (be tuberous roots room for 
growth. From one choke planted in the 
spring, it will multiply producing five 
to eight chokes. 


Master plan for landscape 
advised by garden experts 


One, two three — presto, a garden! 
Perhaps it is not as simple as that, but 


the garden experts at the American 
Association of Nurserymen say that pro- 
viding your home with the proper land- 
scaping is a three-step program, general- 
ly spread over three years, but some- 
times completed sooner. 


Before any planting is started, how- 


ever, the AAN recommends that a mas- 
ter plan for the . entire landscape be 
created. This plan will tell exactly where 
all trees, shrubs and major garden fea- 
tures should be located to give the most 
beautiful overall effect. A local profes- 
sional nurseryman trained in garden de- 
alp can help prepare this plan. 


Once the plan has been developed, 


landscaping a home usually follows these 


Planting the "basics" is the first step 


— or first year's objective. This would 
include the trees for shade; those shrubs 
that frame the house, called the "founda- 


tion planting;" and background shrubs. 


Just to make the grounds look pre- 


sentable the first year, many people will 
rush out and purchase any type plant 
and put It in without regard to how it will 
look in the future. 


Selecting the proper "basics" is impor- 


tant because these are permanant plans. 
It is wise to seek the advice of a profes- 
sional nurseryman. An AAN nurseryman 
will offer many suggestions of plants and 
varieties that are suited to your home 
grounds, the local climate and, naturally, 
the master landscape plan. 


Another essential of the first "step" is 


the lawn. Like the foundation planting 
and trees, the lawn is also a permanent 
fixture. Many homeowners find it to their 
advantage to have the lawn installed by 
their nurseryman to assure its getting off 
to a proper start. 


During the second year — or step — 


the fun features are constructed. The 
patio, terrace or outdoor living room are 


the major additions during this stage of 
garden building. 
N 


Some of these will most likely be "do- 


it-yourself" projects; others may be done 
by a contractor. But for proper place- 
ment of these features, be sure to consult 
your master landscape plan. 


Step three could go well beyond the 


year allotted for it. This is the final fin- 
ishing of the landscape which some gar- 
deners say has no end.. 


In every garden plan there are areas 


set aside for "flower borders" or just, 
dotted lines to indicate future "rock gar- 
dens" or 'vegetables." Bringing these 
areas from, blueprint to reality is the fi- 
nal step. 


Throughout the three steps in land- 


scaping your home, it is always wise to 
consult your professional AAN nursery- 
man. His advice can often be the differ- 
ence between an "ordinary" garden and 
a place of beauty. 


Vegetable gardens thrive 
without weed competition 


Don't let 
weeds compete for 


moisture, nutrients, water and light, and 
you'll get higher quality garden vege- 
tables. H. J. Hopen, Univesity of Illinois 
Extension vegetable crops specialist, 
points out that severe competition from' 
weeds may result in low-quality vege- 
tables. That's because growth stress 
causes fiber to develop in such vege- 
tables as lettuce, beans, chard and spin- 
ach — all grown for their immature 
plant parts. 


Several weed control methods are 


available to the home vegetable garden- 
er. Cultivation and mechanical removal 
is the most frequently used and id also 
the safest method for the small home 
garden. However, you do have to go over 
your garden several times during the 
growing season. And when you take va- 
cations or are away from home for other 
reasons for extended periods of time, 
weed growth can be a problem. 


Mulching or smothering weeds is an- 


other control method. Mulching prevents 
light from reaching the weed seedlings 
and ultimately results in the death of 
weeds. You can choose from such mulch- 
ing materials as black polyethylene film, 
ground corn cobs, nut shells, weed-free 
straw and composted vegetation. 


One additional point in favor of mulch- 


ing is that weed control lasts longer than 
when you remove them by cultivation. 
Mulching also conserves moisture, stabi- 
lizes soil temperatures and keeps 
above-ground edible plant parts clean. 


Circular 1051, "Controlling Weeds in 


the Home Garden," contains additional 
information. It is available from county 
Extension offices or from U. of I. Publi- 
cations Office, 123 Mumford Hall, Ur- 
bana, 91801. 


Hopen says that using herbicides or 


weed killers Is not practical in small gar-' 
dens with several types of vegetables, 
because the vegetables vary in their tol- 
erance of herbicides. Usually, to control 
weeds in a garden containing several 
vegetable species, you'll have to use sev- 
eral herbicides. 


This Isn't practical in small areas be- 


cause of the time and effort required to 
apply accurate amounts of several chem- 
icals. Moreover, several desirable herbi- 
cides for specific species remain in the 
soil longer than necessary for short-term 
control. These residual amounts may in- 
jure successive plantings of other vege- 
table crops. 


On large home gardens or for fresh 


market vegetable operations, the herbi- 
c|k DacthaJ may be used since it is safe 
for use on a number of species. Hopen 
says It Is best to use a tow percentage 
granular form and control rate of appli- 
cation carefully. The tendency may be to 
apply additional amounts if the quantity 
measured out "looks" as if it is not 


enough. This may result in serious plant 
damage.

Plant the chokes in a long row against 


a fence or with some stakes for support, 
although ft is always not necessary. The 
ground should be cleared of weeds and 
the chokes watered once a week in dry 
areas. In late summer the flower begins 
to bloom on the high stems. By late Octo- 


ber the flower and the stems dry. Any 
time after that the chokes can be dug up 
and the dirt around them washed 
away with a water hose. Once dried the 
chokes should be stored in the refrig- 
erator. Keep a dozen or more to plant in

Natural air conditioning system 
can be obtained by planting trees 


Step into a woodland on any hot sum- 


mer day and you can appreciate, without 
needing any elaborate instruments to 
prove it, the air conditioning job per- 
formed by trees. They can do the same 
work at your home, and the right place- 
ment of a few large-growing, leafy trees 
can mean an important reduction in the 
use of your mechanical air conditioner. 


All summer long the shade trees inter- 


cept and absorb the sun's heat while at 
the same tune transporting cooling wa- 
ter. With your house shielded from the 
impact of the sun's rays,4nside tempera- 
tures are kept lower, and power con- 
sumption for the air conditioner is down. 


Even if you don't have an air condi- 


tioner, those beautiful gifts of nature can 
help you be more comfortable, differ- 
ences of eight degrees in temperature 
have been recorded between shaded and 
unshaded outdoor surfaces: 


As winter approaches, the clever shade 


trees shed their leaves to let the sun 
shine through to help warm your home. 


Shade trees will do their work most 


effectively if 'they are arranged on the 
south and west sides of the building. 
They should be not less than about 20 
feet from the house so they won't crowd 
the walls once they're fully grown. 


For easy planting, get the chokes from 


a nursery. They are also available in the 
vegetable depannent of many super- 
markets. If you have trouble finding 
them, write to Produce Specialities, Inc., 
732 Market Street, Los Angeles, Califor- 
nia 90021, which distribute to super- 
markets. 


Once you have grown thee exotic tu- 


berous roots, you will want to plant them 
again and, again. The chokes are ex- 
cellent when peeled in salads, in casse- 
roles or they can be steamed and mash- 
ed as you do potatoes. They can be thinly 
sliced and sauteed with young onions. 
They can also be used like water chest- 
nuts in the preparation of Chinese dishes. 


They are also good as hors d'oeuvres. 


Peel them, slice them, squeeze a little 
lemon or lime juice over 'them and then 
sprinkle lightly wth cayenne pepper. 


Or, for Sunday breakfast or brunch, 


fried chokes go well with scrambled eggs 
or in a frittata. 


Use alyssum 
many ways 


Alyssum is a compact, low growing 


plant that's surprisingly versatile in the 
flower garden. Its best use is as an ed- 
ging to a flower border, but it is equally 
at home used in a rock garden, window 
box, along the side of walks, between 
stepping stones and blended in a contain- 
er with taller growing plants. It is par- 
ticularly effective when alternated with 
other low growing plants contrasting col- 
ors — such as a blue lobelia, and agera- 
tum. 


The most popular color of alyssum is 


white, but there are violet and pink vari- 
eties. Best of the whites is Carpet of 
Snow, popular because of its early, free- 
flowering habit. Rosie O'Day is a lovely 
pink, and Royal Carpet is the most popu- 
lar violet variety. All of these varieties 
grow no more than four inches high, and 
they can be planted in a row of alternat- 
ing colors. 


Alyssum grows well in every of soil — 


even poor soil — and it tolerates bad 
weather with ease. The seeds are tiny 
and although they can be sown directly 
into the garden starting them indoors is 
a preferred way to handle .them. 


In addition to these annual varieties 


there are some beautiful varieties of per- 
ennial alyssum, colored golden yellow. 
They bloom early in the spring about the 
same time as tulips, and look truly mag- 
nificent cascading over a dry wall, or 
planted in clumps in a rockery among 
flowering bulbs.

Vegetable garden pests can be 
stopped before they take hold by careful 
application of new and safe garden care 
products. Chemical companies supply 
highly specialized products to make life 
easier for the home vegetable grower. 


Broccoli is a delicious vegetable that's 


gaining in popularity. It grows easily and 
can be harvested for many weeks. 


To grow broccoli you need to allow for 


good spacing. Broccoli forms a head of 
closely massed flowers which are cut 
just as they reach the bud stage. 


For an early grop you should plant 


seeds in flats or in a hotbed in early 
spring. Then set out the young plants in 
rows about two feet apart. The plants 
need lots of sun, frequent watering and a 
good fertile soil. You will have to watch 
for chewing insects, but can ward them 
off with an all-purpose pesticide pro- 
duced for use on vegetables. 


Chard is one of the simplest of all 


vegetables to grow. Many gardeners, 
however, don't plan chard because they 
feel it isn't too tasty.

Thin 
the seedlings when they are about five or 
so inches Wgh to one foot-spacing. 


Spray the plants as soon as they are 


well-established. Obey the instructions on 
the pesticide package exactly and allow 
for the proper interval.between the last 
spraying and harvesting. 


A well-cared for crop of chard will pro- 


duce all summer/You gather by pulling 
off the outer leaves or by cutting the tops 
three inches from the ground. 


Zucchini is another easy-to-grow vege- 


table. It's becoming a favorite because it 
is a good producer and can be picked 
and eaten small, medium or large. Start 
zucchini early with successive plantings 
about every two or three weeks. 


For an extra growth boost, use a wa- 


ter-soluble plant food as the plants be- 
gin to take strength. Water regularly and 
deeply, soaking soil at least two feet 
down. '

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New decision method 
shows promise, prof says 


by LEROY POPE 


NEW YORK — Not so many years ago 


the executive who 'made rapid-fire deci- 
sions was greatly admired. 


Today such a boss is likely to give his 


associates a bad case of the jitters. He 
not only may harm his company but may 
pose at least some threat to the nation's 
economy or its environment, says Prof. 
Howard Raiffa of Harvard. 


Ha if fa teaches a course called, 


"Analysis of Decision Making." It has 
been reduced to a home study format of 
10 loose-leaf books' and some audio cas- 
settes and Is being marketed by Encyclo- 
pedia Brittonlca Educational Corp. Ei- 
ther as taught at Harvard or in the home 
study version, It has been used and en- 
dorsed by executives at General Elec- 
tric, 'Pillsbury. DuPont, Ford Motor Co., 
Arthur D. Little, Inc., General Motors, 
Polaroid, Procter and Gamble and oth- 
ers. 


It can reduce or eliminate risk in 


many kinds of decisions, says Raiffa. "A 
personal one, for example, an executive 
of one big company who was transferred 
to a new location for a fixed period of 
three years used the principles of the 
course to decide whether he would come 
out better by renting or buying a house 
at the new location." 


MOST EXAMPLES given were weigh- 


tier, "Pillsbury used the method to de- 
cide to shift from a box to a bag contain- 
er for a popular grocery product," Raiffa 
said. "The bag proved successful and the 
cost of an expensive test marketing pro- 
gram was averted." 


General Electric had to decide whether 


to raise prices on a mature product the 
sales of which were declining or to ex- 
pand manufacturing capacity and cut the 
price in the hope of expanding sales. The 
Raiffa method showed it would be wiser 
to raise the price. 


Raiffa said the need for his course de- 


veloped because modern business condi- 
tions have made effective decision-mak- 
ing a poignant, even an agonizing, pro- 
cess. 


"Bad decisions not only can be costly, 


they can help deplete our growing list of 
endangered resources," he said. 
. Professor Raiffa said the decision- 
making process is now so complicated 
that "there is no longer any element or 
factor which may not at some time be- 
come relevant to a decision." Naturally, 
he said, realization of that makes many 
executives who must make decisions feel 
personally overwhelmed.

IN AN APPARENT paradox, Raiffa 


said many executives are too frightened 
by the unavailability of some data they 
feel they bught to have in order to make 
a correct decision. Actually, he said, the 
manager must realize that he never will 
be able to have all the necessary facts. 
He quoted a noted manager consultant, 
Peter Drucker, who wrote, "To make a 
sound decision it is not necessary to have' 
all the facts, but it is necessary to know 
what information is lacking in order to 
judge how much of a risk the decision 
involves as well as the degree of pre- 
cision and rigidity proposed course of ac- 
tion can afford." 


Raiffa admits that many executives 


are hesitant about trying to learn from 
examples of decision-making in business 
fields that seem alien to their own.

Honeywell unveils mobile solar energy lab 


A mobile laboratory gathering infor- 


mation on heating and cooling of build- 
ings by solar energy was recently in- 
troduced by Honeywell, Inc. and the Na- 
tional Science Foundation. 


The lab began a trek across the coun- 


try to gather solar energy:information in 
April. Later, the'data will be used, in the 
design of large scale heating and cooling 
systems, said Don Spethman, superin- 
tendent of application engineering at the 
honey well plant in Arlington Heights. 


"The whole status of solar heating is 


being researched by a host of companies 
to determine if the.energy from the sun 
can be used as .'a practical energy 
source, Spethman continued. "Many ap- 
proaches are/speculative - the equip- 


ment to collect the energy has to be low 
enough in cost to be economical." 


THE LABORATORY consists, of two 


units. A 45-foot semi-trailer houses the 
solar-heating equipment and a complete 
weather station. A second unit, a 12-by- 
50-foot "office" van, represents the build- 
ing to be heated and supplied with hot 
water by sun power. The office van con- 
tains educational panels on solar energy 
for local briefings and seminars. 


The energy collection system for the 


laboratory consists of 625 square feet of 
solar panels covered by a Transparent 
"greenhouse" of tempered glass and 
plastic. Each of 64 panels contains a so- 
lar energy absorbing subpanel through 
which water is circulated and is heated 
orp to approximately 200 degrees F. The

Argonne Lab aids energy-horn-sun project 


One of the most serious problems in 


the practical use of energy from the sun 
may be resolved by means of an in- 
vention by University of Chicago scien- 
tists, which is being developed in collabo- 
ration with Argonne National Labora- 
tory, Argonne. 


Making use of fundamental principles 


that he had studied in connection with 
his research work in particle physics, 
Dr. Roland Winston, an associate profes- 
sor in the department of physics and the 
Enrico Fermi Institute of The University 
of Chicago, devised a new means for col- 
lecting light. With Riccardo Levi Setti, 
professor of physics also in the Fermi 
Institute, the two determined that the ap- 
paratus could also collect another kind of 
light — the sun's energy. 


Argonne engineers are building two 


variations of this collector, under the 


sponsorship of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission and the National Science Foun- 
dation. One of these prototypes promises 
to concentrate the rays of the sun to an 
intensity three times normal and the oth- 
er ten times. 


A UNIQUE FEATURE of the Winston- 


Levi Setti collator is that in applications 
requiring only low grade heat, it does not 
need to be turned to track the sun as it 
moves through the sky. It accepts the 
radiation from a much wider slice of the 
sky than a conventional optical device 
and, therefore, can make use 'of scat- 
tered sunlight on a hazy day. 


The prototype devices are expected to 


be ready for testing by the latter part of 
May. Tests will be conducted by the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration at their Lewis Test Center in 
Cleveland, Ohio. 


The Winston-Levi Setti collector has 


another advantage ' over more con- 
ventional solar devices. The maximum 
increase in the intensity of the sun's rays 
falling on a focusing collector is theo- 
retically limited. Because the Winston- 
Levi Setti collector does not require fo- 
cusing, the limitation does not apply. 


. Consequently, greater intensity is pos- 
sible. 


Initial models of the new device will be 


used to make'hot water and steam. Ulti- 
mately, it is expected that sufficient effi- 
ciency will be realized to power steam 
turbines for electrical generation or to 
provide heating for structures. Absorp- 
tion-type refrigeration is also feasible 
with the increased temperatures that can 
be generated. Future applications also 
promise the direct production of elec- 
tricity through the use of photovoltaic 
cells. 
. 


hot wa>ter then is transferred to storage 
tanks for use by the laboratory's con- 
ventional heating system. The two 475- 
gallon storage tanks hold enough heated 
water to warm the laboratory, approxi- 
mately the size of a small home, to 70 
degrees F.' for 24 hours. 


After several weeks of testing the labo- 


ratory will return to Honeywell's Min- 
neapolis facility for installation of two 
advanced solar energy-driven air condi- 
tioning systems. The laboratory will re- 
turn to the field this summer to continue 
testing the heating and cooling systems. 


THE DATA-ACQUISITION system 


aboard the unit measures and records 
the efficiency of the laboratory's oper- 
ations while simultaneoulsy monitoring 
and recording- outside weather condi- 
tions. At 'the end of each test day, data 


,y recorded on magnetic tape is transmitted 


to a central computer in Minneapolis 
over ordinary phone lines. For imme- 
diate onboard analysis of data, specific 
information can be recalled from the 
central computer and displayed on a 
cathode ray tube or printed out on a 
computer printer. 


The laboratory's weather station pro- 


vides wind direction and velocity, outside 
air temperature, relative humidity, baro- 
metric pressure and solar data. The 
weather data also is recorded and trans- 
mitted, to the central computer for later 
analysis and correlation with the solar 
laboratory's performance. 


Honeywell's Systems and Research 


Center also is involved in two other Na- 
tional Science Foundation programs — 
an award to install an experimental solar 
energy heating system in a suburban 
Minneapolis junior high school and a 
grant in conjunction with the University 
of Minnesota which focuses on the tech- 
nology involved in using solar energy for 
large-scale 'production of electricity. 


New Social 
Security card 
to require ID 


People will be asked to prove their 


age, identity and citizenship to get a So- 
cial Security Number when applying for 
the first time, according to Norman D. 
Jerome, . manager 
of the Arlington 


Heights Social Security office. 


The proof is required under an amend- 


ment to the Social Security Law. "The 
'requirement affects native United States 
citizens, naturalized citizens and aliens," 
Jerome said. 


Applicants may write or visit the Ar- 


lington Heights Social Security office at 
120 W. Eastman. Application forms are 
available at Social Security offices and 
all post offices. 


."Age can usually be proved with a 


birth or baptismal certificate," Jerome 
said. "Identity can generally be proved 
with a driver's license, voter's card, or 
similar evidence — preferably something 
that carries your signature." 


Applicants born in the United States 


can usually establish citizenship with the 
same papers they use to prove their age 
and identity. 


People who apply for duplicate Social 


Security numbers because they've lost 
•their Social Security cards or changed 
their name generally aren't affected by 
the proof requirement. 


"You should apply for a Social Secur- 


ity number four to five weeks before you 
need it." Jerome said. "Applications are 
generally screened against Social Secur- 
ity central files in Baltimore, and screen- 
ing takes time."

• A survey of more than 3,000 public offi- 
cJals to pinpoint regional water supply 
problems and solutions is being made by 
the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission. 
• The agency is asking officials to list 
the water-supply difficulties they face. 
Results win be tabulated and opinions 
will then be sought from the same offi- 
cials on proposed solutions. 
! The effort is part of the preparation for 
NIPC's regional plan for water supply, 
which is expected to be completed in the 
fall. 


The surveys are being sent to 155 state 


legislators, 280 county board members, 
388 mayors, 50 miscellaneous municipal 
officials, 2,000 trustees and city council 
members, and 258 municipal public 
works departments. 


Accompanying the questionnaires is a 


summary of findings by NIPC staffers in 
a technical report under preparation. 


The summary points to water-supply 


problems Including current legal limits 
on the amount of water that can be taken 
from Lake Michigan and the unsultabll- 
ity of rivers and streams in northeastern 
Illinois for use as drinking water. 


The summary also points to "the proli- 


feration of independent water systems 
operating in this region without regard to 
areawide management" and says there 
will be groundwater shortages during the 
next 50 years in 14 townships.

100th Run for the Roses in Louisville will 
be coupled in the betting Interests, hav- 
ing a common trainer in Woody Step- 
hens. 


Otherwise, picking the chalk in this 23- 


horse field may have been more difficult 
than counting the tulips, petunias and 
marigolds that will adorn this magnifi- 
cent structure in what many consider the 


most 
glamorous single-day sporting 


event of the year. 


For approximately two minutes (the 


track record for the Derby is 1:59 2/5), 
Louisville becomes the capital of the 
world. 
' 


While well over 100,000 fans scramble 


around the flamboyant bonnets donning 
the heads of the bluegrass lassies and 
through the sea of arms and legs for a 
peek of the spectacle in person, millions 
of less fortunate viewers drop rakes, turn 
off lawnmowers and begin their own Der- 
by in a race to the television screen. 


The feature will be carried live by 


CBS-TV beginning at 4 o'clock. 


What they'll see tomorrow has been

prematurely described as everything 
from a possible second successive Triple 
Crown springboard to a Run for the Rag- 
weed. 


Of course, everyone's still spoiled by 


S e c r e t a r i a t ' s phenomenal accom- 


plishments last year, and understandably 
so. Here was a once-in-a-lifetime thor- 
oughbred, with resplendent conformation, 
ravening stride and the heart of a lion. 


Nobody dare mention either Judger or 


Cannonade in the same breath with Sec- 


retariat ... not yet, anyway. But scann- 
ing the monstrous field of challengers — 
some serious, some cachinnatory — 
•makes the duo look unbeatable. 


Both scored impressive triumphs in de- 


manding Derby preparatory tests last 
week. Judger, the son of Damascus-Face 
the Facts, by Court Martial, was a deci- 
sive four-length victor in the $65,500 Blue 
Grass Stakes while Cannonade came 
from way off the pace to capture the 
$10,000 Stepping Stone Purse by two 
lengths. 


With a negligible variance in the 


scorching stretch runs by both colts in 
the pre-Derby trials, perhaps the only 
perceptible differential mdy be the jock- 


eys aboard the talented three-year-olds. 


If it boils down to the reinsmen, the 


edge should squarely ride on the sinewy 
shoulders of Judger who will be guided 
by the industry's premier rider, Lafftt 
Pincay. Angelo Cordero will call the 
shots from the irons on Cannonade. 


But past performances don't mean a 


thing once the chorus of "My Old Ken- 
tucky Home" serenades the candidates 
to post. Racing luck becomes as impor- 
tant as a horse's class. 


The Derby, at a mile and one quarter, 


traditionally boasts the largest field of 
the Triple Crown races that also includes 
the mile and three-sixteenths Preakness

Meyer and Mikan: a success story 


Maybe it was only fitting that Kersey's 


Dave Corzine should pick DePaul Uni- 
versity from hundreds of college offers. 


Doesn't it seem appropriate that the 


state's top big man should decide to play 
for the coach who helped launch the big 
man era for basketball with a gangling 
youth named George Mikan? 


When Corzine announced last week he 


had decided to attend DePaul in Chicago, 
a decision that wasn't surprising to any- 
one close to the situation, it did provoke 
a return to the past for this sportwriter. 


1 still remember the first time 1 heard 


of DePaul and Ray Meyer, the coach 
who won out In the recruiting battle for 
the fi-foot-11 prize from Mersey High 
School. 


1 also remember the first time I saw 


George iVIiktin play basketball. 


As a 9-year-old growing up in Evanston 


In 1945, I was a sports nut. 1 wanted to 
see every Chicago star and team play 
that I read about in the newspapers. I 
wanted to see George Mikan play for De- 
Paul. 


There will be no attempt here to 


recount exactly what transpired ir^hat 
particular game because frankly I don't 
remember it that well. What I do re- 
member vividly is sitting a few rows 
from the floor and looking on in complete 
awe as this 6-foot-10 college star per- 
formed for DePaul and his coach Ray 
Meyer. 


In those days you didn't see 6-foot-iO 


youngsters every time you went to a bas- 
ketball game. You rarely saw one. The 
6-10 Mikan was an imposing figure to a 
9-year-old who stood about 4-6. 


The George Mikan story and the part 


Ray Meyer played in its development 
has been discussed before, but it's worth 
looking at ngaln. particularly since Mey- 
er will be working with Mersey's Conine 
for the next four years. 


Mlken became the first big gate attrac- 


tion in pro basketball after a spectacular 
college career at DePaul, and he gave 
the sport the impetus that carried it to 
today's popularity. He was named the fi- 
nest basketball player in the first half of 
this century. 


But George Mikan gave little evidence 


before he was 15 that he would become 
something very special in the sport of 
basketball. 


Mlkan's primary ambition had been 


not to play basketball in Madison Square 
Garden, as he eventually did in style 
with Meyer's DePaul team, but to per- 
form as a pianist in Carnegie Hall. 


"I loved music and I felt I had enough 


talent to become a concert pianist." Mi- 
kan once recalled in a visit to the Chi- 
cago area, "but I was foolish enough to 
let myself be laughed out of it." 


He was referring to the derisive jeers 


from neighborhood youngsters he would 
encounter on the way to the .lollet (III.) 
Conservatory of Music where he studied. 
Eventually he left the school rather thnn 
be klddf-Ahy the others. 


tall before he ever played

for Meyer. He was 5 feet 9 inches when 
he was 8 years old and reached 6 feet at 
age 11. 


"I remember how I used to stoop over 


all the time to make myself look shorter 
than I really was," he said. "I became 
round-shouldered, ungainly and so filled 
with bitterness that my height nearly 
wrecked my life." 


As a junior at Joliet Catholic High 


School, he began playing some basket- 
ball but during the summer he broke his 
leg in a schoolyard game. Because the 
injury did not heal properly, he was bed- 
ridden for 19 months. During this period 
his height reached 6 feet 7 inches. 


Tired of being kidded about his size, 


Mikan left high school after he recov- 
ered. He enrolled at Quigley Prep, a 
seminary in Chicago, but was soon ad- 
vised by a friendly priest, "When you 
finish here, George, better just go to a 
regular college. The priesthood is no 
place for anybody who is trying to run 
away from something." 


During his final year at the seminary 


Mikan played basketball for a Catholic 
Youth Organization team. In 1942, a 
coach of the CYO team arranged to get 
him a tryout at Notre Dame. George 
Keogan, head coach of the Irish, told Mi- 
kan, "Your height is a fine asset and 


y o u ' v e got the spirit, but you're 
hopelessly clumsy." 


This "hopelessly clumsy" young man 


then had his first meeting with Ray Mey- 
er, and his entire life changed. Meyer, 
then an assistant at Notre Dame, sug- 
gested that George try another college. 


Mikan decided on DePaul and was ac- 


cepted. Meanwhile, Meyer had left Notre 
Deme to take the head coaching position 
at DePaul. It was the beginning of a 
relationship that was rewarding for Mi- 
kan, Meyer, DePaul and the sport of bas- 
ketball. 


Meyer, acknowledging Mikan's poten- 


tial, put the big guy through a rigorous 
training schedule. He had him skip rope, 
shadow box and run. He practiced for 
long periods with George, feeding him 
the ball from behind the free throw 
circle, and, In alternating 15 minute peri- 
ods, the tall center worked on left-and 
right-handed hook shots and tap-ins. 


Mikan had a tendency to pivot away 


from the basket instead of toward it. So 
that George could learn to make the 
proper 
pivot, Meyer placed 
folding 


chairs on both sides of him as he moved 
toward the basket. Mikan would up with 
numerous bruises after a week of knee- 
banging, but Meyer was satisfied that his 
mission had been accomplished.

No. 99 is big George Mikan, later the 
pro "Mr. Basketball." 


Shortly, George developed an effective 


hook shot and with his size, he was dev- 
astating. As his coordination improved, 
he grew more confident. In 1945 he led 
all college basketball players in scoring 
with a 23.9 average. He topped the nation 
again in 1945 at 23.1. In a magnificent 
Madison Square Garden performance in 
1945, he poured in 53 points. His future 
was secure. 


George Mikan can thank Ray Meyer 


for much of what he accomplished in col- 
lege and professional basketball. Meyer 
had the patience, and that patience was 
rewarded. 


Today, Ray Meyer waits for the 


chance to work with Dave Corzine, and 
Corzine admittedly is 
much 
further 


ahead than Mikan at a comparable 
stage. 


Ray will have more time to work with 


Corzine and the basketball team because 
he no longer will have to double as De- 
Paul's athletic director, a position he had 
filled for 27 years until this week. 


Meyer, who lives in Arlington Heights, 


remains the idealistic coach, 
paying 


more than lip service to the hallowed but 
tarnished coaching tradition of "building 
character and building men." 


He has worked under some of the sev- 


erest handicaps for a major college bas- 
ketball coach, yet his teams have been 
among the finest in the country. 


"We've always been blessed with good 


guards at DePaul," he said. 


Why? Because the moneyed schools re- 


cruit the big men first, leaving the little 
left-overs to people like Meyer. 


That's why Ray was so ecstatic when 


he landed Mersey's Corzine. He's seen 
too many big prospects leave Chicago for 
the plush campus life in an ivy-covered 
town. 


"I like the challenge at DePaul," Mey- 


er said when asked why he turned down 
opportunities to coach elsewhere, in the 
pros and college. 


"You take the kids who may not al- 


ways be the best, and you mold them 
into a team. It tells you what you can do. 
You feel like you've done something. 


"When you have all great players, 


you're just more of a manager, or an 
organizer. It's no fun. Winning isn't ev- 
erything. And that comes from a guy 
who walks the floor all night when he 
loses a game."

Derby preliminaries, more than 24 own- 
ers were still dreaming of owning a 
Triple Crown winner by June and needed 
to race in the first leg. 


Precautiously and precariously, Ken- 


tucky State Racing Commission chair- 
man William H. May promulgated legis- 
lation that aborted a two-divisional Der- 
by. The vote was 3-2 in favor. 


Kentucky governor 
Wendall Ford, 


apparently in agreement with May, 
made a frantic exception to the normal 
30-day lull in passage of such a rule and 
immediately stamped it into law. 


The expedient move would have 


heaped undue pressure on Churchill 
Downs' Racing Secretary Tommy Trot- 
ter who was ordered to trim the poten- 
tially-abundant field down to the limit of 
24. 


But while Trotter would have in- 


variably made enemies with the axed 
horsemen, the elimination solution still 
makes more sense than splitting the race 
into two divisions. 


The repercussions are obvious. 
Two winners. Two winning times. Two 


horses still alive for racing's grand slam. 
Two headaches for those who will argue 
which is the true champion. 


The result? 
There would not be an undisputed 1974 


Kentucky Derby winner. Can you envis- 
ion Super Bowl co-champs? Or sharing 
the World Series crown? 


Don't blame the owners. Paying the 


nominal $7,600 to start a horse in the 


Derby doesn't figure to scare any of 
them away. In fact, it might even serve 
to invite the less than realistic million- 
aires who have virtually nothing to lose 
and everything to gain. 


Owners can buy a dream for $7,600. 


Should the strip at the Downs swallow 
the better horses, the blanket of roses 
can return not only a tremendous 
amount of notoriety, but a fortune in stud 
fees. 


The purse for this year's $125,000- 


added event will gross $326,300 and have 
a value to the winner of a staggering 
$274,000, Second place dwindles to "only" 
$30,000 with $15,000 to third and a money- 
back $7,500 for fourth. 


If it must be called a "gamble" by the 


owner, it has to be the safest risk since 
betting Secretariat in a match race 
against Trigger. 


In addition, to help extract some of the 


sediment that was settling at the bottom 
of the Derby field, Saturday's racing 
card also includes the $50,000-added Twin 
Spires, another test for three-year-olds at 
a mile and one-sixteenth. 
' 


Officials were hoping to lure some of 


the mis-placed Derby entrants by an- 
nouncing that there was no starting fee. 


The temptation to switch races won't 


affect definite Derby contenders Accipi- 
ter and Rube The Great who will also be 
coupled on the toteboard as one betting 
interest and should be the public's sec- 
ond choice. 


Both are owned by Sigmund Sommer 


who sent Sham to chase Secretariat last 
year. Accipiter, who actually won the 


Stepping Stone ahead of Cannonade but 
was disqualified for unseating rider Mi- 
guel Rivera at the starting gate, has won 
two of eight races this year. 


Rube The Great, meanwhile, is a divi- 


sion winner of both the Gotham and 
Wood Memorial races. 


Other threats (barring last-minute 


scratches perhaps because of a sloppy 
track) heading postward include Ar- 
kansas Derby winner J.R.'s Pet, Santa 
Anita Derby victor Destroyer and Agi- 
tate, the highly-touted California Derby 
champ. 


Rounding out the field are Tuesday's 


$20,000 Derby Trial winner Gai Hai, Le- 
xico, Set N'Go, Sir Tristram (with five- 
time Derby winner Bill Hartack aboard), 
Pat McGroder, Buck's Bid, Confederate 
Yankee, Flip Sal, Gold and Myrrh, Bud- 
son County, Little Current, Sharp Gary, 
Triple Crown, Bold' Clarion and Con- 
sigliori. 


All are looking to occupy the same 


winner's circle that has been graced in 
the past by such grand-slam immortals 
as Secretariat (1974), Citation (1948), As- 
sault (1946), Count Fleet (1943), War Ad- 
miral (1937), Omaha (1935), Gallant Fox 
(1930) and Sir Barton (1919). 


Now, for predictions. 
I like the coupled favorites so much 


that I'll pick them 1-2. Let's call it Judg- 
er over Cannonade at the wire with Agi- 
tate third and Rube The Great fourth. 


The winning time won't challenge Sec- 


retariat's (my choice last year) spar- 
kling 1:59 2/5 record, but it should be a 
snappy two-minute Run for the Roses.

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Four rules change next year 
in high school basketball 


How many basketball games have 


been lost at the amateur level because 
some player committed a personal foul, 
then had a technical added on when be 
didn't raise his hand, giving the other 
team another free throw? Probably, 
quite a few, 


But that'll all go out the window next 


year. New rules adopted by the National 
Basketball Committee of the United 
States and Canada no longer require high 
school or college basketball players to 
raise their hand after committing a per- 
sonal foul, 


That Is one of four revisions that was 


adopted by the Committee when it met 
last month In Greensboro, N.C. Another 
change says players on the restraining 
circle for a jump ball may now move 
around the circle once the official has 
tossed the ball above the jumping play- 
ers. 


Here's a rule change that seems small 


in nature. During a free throw attempt, 
no player shall enter or leave a free 
throw lane space until the ball touches 
the ring or backboard. 


Previously, that rule applied only to 


players who occupied a marked lane 
space. Now, it governs all players along 
the two sides. 


Finally, any player who participates 


after changing his number and not re- 
porting it to the official scorer plus a 
floor official will be charged with un- 
sportsmanlike conduct. 


Any player who returns after a dis- 


qualification will also be charged with 
unsportsmanlike 
conduct. 
Two free 


throws plus ensuing possession at center 
court will be awarded to the other team 
for both offenses.

Will Marty Riessen sign with World Team Tennis?

Marty Riessen is the Ace in the hole 


for Work) Team Tennis and the 32-year- 
old pro knows It 


Riessen, the Northwestern tennis and 


basketball star of a decade ago, was the 
first round draft choice for the Chicago 
Aces, the local entry in the fledgling 
World Team Tennis league The Aces 
would like him to serve as player and as 
coach. 


There's one hitch. With the season set 


to open next week, Riessen had yet to 
sign a contract with the Aces as of 
Thursday morning. 


"They have a contract In their office," 


said Riessen. "If they sign It, they can 
have me. Actually, I'd love to be the 
player-coach for the Aces. All they have 
to do Is agree to terms." 


Riessen is among the top 10 or 12 pro- 


fessional players in the world and he 
expects a superstar salary for his three- 
months-per-year stint with the Aces. But 
he anticipates no complications in get- 
ting together with the team. 


"I may sign this week or next," Ries- 


sen said this week at Carson's Randhurst 


store where he was promoting a special 
tennis sale 


And the former Big Ten net champ 


jumped right on the Team Tennis band- 
wagon even though he's yet to join the 
fold. 


"I think Team Tennis has an outside 


chance to make it," said Riessen frank- 
ly. "Some franchises like Denver and 
Houston should do really well. And Chi- 
cago has a chance to be a good fran- 
chise." 


World Team Tennis is the brainchild of 


the same men who put together the 
American Basketball Association and the 
World Hockey League. Jorcton Kaiser, a 
Chicago construction executive who owns 
the Chicago Cougars of the WHL, now 
has his hand in the Chicago Aces. The 
enterprise is definitely big business. 


With a few changes in the rules, the 


new league's founders hope to make the 
sport a team game after years of empha- 
sis on the individual in tennis. 


Riessen explained the most vital revi- 


sion: "The number of games a team 
wins is what counts — not the sets. The 
only thing wrong with that is the men

are more even than the women. With the 
men, there's usually just one service 
break per set. Most of their sets will go 
6-4 or 6-3. But the women play a lot of 
6-0,6-1 sets." 


The format of TT calls for one set of 


men's singles, one set of women's sin- 
gles, and a set of mixed doubles. After a 
short break the pattern is repeated and 
the winner is the team taking the most 
games. 


"The women will probably control the 


match with the wide spread in theii 
scores," ventured Riessen. 


Riessen also recognized that since 


games are all-important, a big emphasis 
will be placed on service and return of 
service. "I think ft will work both ways. 
Your team may bring in a guy who can 
really hit a hard serve, but I might bring 
in somebody who can return serve very 
well." 


Riessen discounted the effects of the 


rules changes in tennis which include the 
elimination of the 40-love scoring system, 
but he said, "It's a change in tradition 
and format. It will be strange for the 
players, too." 
- 


Which bring up the most revolutionary 


of Team Tennis tradition-shattering al- 
terations. There will be a limited substi- 
tution clause in the rules whereby a 
coach can replace a member of his sin- 
gles or doubles squad In the middle of a 
set. 


"I like the substitution idea," Riessen 


said. "It'll give the coach a chance to 
bring someone into the match who's hot. 
I just hope there'll be a place where the 
substitute can warm up or get a rub- 
down." 


Riessen also likes the idea of coaching 


a professional team. "My duties will be 
setting up practices, choosing who'll 
play, making substitutions, handling per- 
sonal problems on the team, trading 
players. Basically, they'll be the same 
responsibilities as any other kind of 
coach." 


But Riessen is not yet the coach and 


there are few players on the Aces who 
require his guidance at the moment. The 
Aces drafted 20 players, both men and 
women, last August, including Janet 
Young, Bob Lutz and Bobby Riggs. 


But Ms. Young, Ray Ruffles and Butch 


Bnchholz are the only name players who 
have signed so far. If Riessen takes the 
job as head coach and No. 1 player, lie 
may end up filling in as No. 2 and No. 3 
player as well. 


But the big names of tennis are the key 


to survival for Team Tennis and every- 
one knows it, including the players. 
Among the top performers who have 
signed contracts around the circuit are 
Billie Jean King, Jimmy Connors, Ken 
Rosewall, and John Newcombe. None of 
them are giving away their services for 
free. 


Riessen sees packed houses in the fu- 


ture for Team Tennis if the big players 
compete. "We might be getting 10,000 
people a night, but it's hard to say. With 
good promotion and good packaging, who 
knows. When Billie Jean or Newk come 
to town we should be sold out." 


And if the Aces ever get Marty Ries- 


sen's name on a contract, they'll have a 
natural drawing card on the roster. Ries- 
sen was a four-time Illinois high school 
tennis champ, the only one in IHSA his- 
tory. He was an all-state basketball play- 
er in his senior year at Hinsdale High. 
And for three years he was the hottest 
property in college tennis at North- 
western, in addition to sparkplugging the 
Wildcat cage team. 


If Riessen signs, he'll have a home for 


the first time in years. "Players have 
never had that before," said Riessen, 
who, as a touring pro, lives out of a suit- 
case much of the year. "It'll help the 
players. And it will help the game. If you 
have team tennis, the media will cover 
it. Until now, the tour would come to 
town once a year and the press would 
ignoring it the rest of the time." 


Whether Marty Riessen and Janet 


Young become as well known and rever- 
ed in Chicago as, say, Billy Williams or 
Dick Allen, remains to be seen. Jordon 
Kaiser and associates figure it's worth a 
chance. 


But the whole issue revolves around 


the nagging question — will Riessen 
sign? Aces' publicity man Ralph Leo is 
confident: "Marty is a good guy. I've 
known him since he was a small child. 
He wants to play for us, but there are 
lawyers involved, and you know what 
that means. 


"He may sign today, he may sign to- 


morrow," continued Leo. "I have been 
told, unofficially — I haven't seen the 
contract — that Marty has been offered 
a half-million dollar contract over three 
years. Now that's pretty good money." 


Riessen wouldn't say what he is ask- 


ing, but he kicked around a few big fig- 
ures. "The top players are getting be- 
tween $50,000 and $100,000 for three 
months and I consider myself a top play- 
er." 


Marty Riessen talked more about 


Team Tennis and he seemed to like the 
concept. He discussed his role as player- 
coach with enthusiasm. It would be un- 
fortunate if he missed the start of the 
Aces 22-game home schedule next 
Wednesday at Lakesbore Racquet dub. 


If Riessen doesn't sign wkb the Aces, 


it will be a surprise to diem. And it may 
be a bigger surprise to Marty Riessen. 


"If I become coach I'll want to go 


through the draft list," said Riessen, sud- 
denly cutting himself off in mid-sentence. 
"But I can't make decisions like that. I 
haven't signed yet"

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'Struggle' is a key word to professional players 


Chess Is hardly what it seems to 


most people. To the non-player, the 
essence of chess is pure thought — 
rational, logical, deadly. To the casu- 
al player, rationality and logic are 
something to be approached and at- 
tained, as one learns to make fewer 
errors and control psychological 
quirks. 


The professional chess player 


would not absolutely disagree with 
the amateur but for him "struggle" 
is a central element. And he knows 
that five hours of struggle at the 
chessboard can push the human 
brain beyond its limits. There is 
hardly a chess game which does 
more than touch on the surface of 
possibilities and all chess games 
have their share of illusion and er- 
ror, if not blatant oversight. 


Journalists who harped on the nu- 


merous errors of the Fischer-Spassky 
match would do well to consider the 
following words of Michael Tal, ap- 
ropos of his I960 match for the world 
championship with Botvinnik: "Ex- 
traordinarily 
tense, 
full-blooded 


struggles that are absolutely without 
any mistakes are only to be found in 
distant interplanetary chess tourna- 
ments." 


Tal himself provides us with an ex- 


ample of the tentative grip the mind 
may have on a chess game under 
strain. He reached the position in 
d i a g r a m one against tail-ender 
Sveshnikov in the last U.S.S.R.

by the white king. 1) K-B2 was mere- 
ly a loss of a move. 


Demoralized by this failure at a 


critical moment, Bronstein easily 
lost game seven and, in the final 
analysis, the world championship. A 
chess player's career is made up of 
such events.

'Holy Year9 to emphasize 
Christian unity, peace 


WASHINGTON - Pope Paul VI has 


proclaimed the year beginning Pentecost 
Sunday, June 10, as a "Holy Year," a 
traditional observance aimed at the inte- 
rior renewal of the person. 


In practice. Holy Years, marked about 


every 25 years In modern times, have 
been purely spiritual, "a manifestation 
of profound piety and of the unity of the 
Church," according to Vatican Secretary 
of State Cardinal Jean Villot. 


But this year, while the emphasis will 


still be on the life of the spirit, it will 
also be directed outward, emphasizing 
reconciliation, Christian unity and the 
search for peace. 


AMERICAN Catholics will find a re- 


markable parallel hi a document written 
by Rabbi Marc H. Tenenbaum spelling 
out the origins of Holy Year observance 
in the celebration of the Jewish Jubilee 
year. 


The Jubilee is described in the Old 


Testament book of Leviticus: "And you 
shall hallow the fiftieth year, and pro- 
claim liberty throughout the land unto all 
the inhabitants every man unto his pos- 
session; and you shall return every man 
unto his family." 


Tenenbaum set out four obligations, 


"all of which focus on realizing liberation 
in the actual life of the people of God as

basic preconditions" to their spiritual lib- 
eration: 


• Human: liberation of the slaves. 
• Economic: the mpralization of the 


use of property and material goods. 


• Ecological: the (iteration of the 


land. 


• Educational: the creation of spiritu- 


al democracy by devoting the Jubilee 
Year to intensive education in the teach- 
ings of the Tor ah. 


Tanenbaum said the proclamation of 


liberty under the terms of the Jubilee 
Year "was not a declaration of abstract 
rights" and "while the Biblical and Rab- 
binic law were unable to abolish" slave- 
ry, the Jubilee Year did require actual 
emancipation.

Newton helped people 
to believe in miracles

From the crossing of the Red Sea by 


the children of Israel to the rolling away 
of the stone in front of the Tomb on Eas- 
ter morning, men and women of faith 
have been in touch with miracles. Believ- 
ing people have witnessed the sudden 
working of God in human affairs, the ex- 
perience that is not ordinary — but sure- 
ly not unnatural! 


St. Paul acknowledged those leaders 


and friends who were the agency of 
miraculous change, the enablers of faith 
through unexpected events and devel- 
opments. To them it was not magic or 
chance or fate. Nothing more and cer- 
tainly nothing less than the Providence 
of God in the affairs of men and nations. 


Not a grand master of miracles, but 


surely an enabler of faith was Joseph 
Fort Newton. His ministry extended 
from Texas to London, from the Baptist 
Church to the Episcopal priesthood. Born 
in Texas in 1876, Newton was ordained to 
the Southern Baptist ministry at the age 
of 18. He served churches in Texas, Mis- 
souri, Iowa, London and then Episcopal 
churches in New York and Philadelphia. 


NEARLY A preaching genius, Newton 


had Insights far beyond average. By 1925 
he had worked on a volume simply titled, 
"The New Preaching." Although given 
an unsensational sale, It holds almost 50 
years later brilliant and unique truths. 


Newton hinted at or outlined every ma- 


jor social, religious and political upheav- 
al that is now tumbling around in west- 
ern civilization. He anticipated the de- 
pression, the conflict of science and re- 
ligion the generation gap and the ecu- 
menical movement. Of generations he 
wrote: 


"The gap which divides us from the 


men of the last generation is so wide and

deep that it la with difficulty we can 
imagine their agitation and alarms." 


WHEN TALKING about science and 


religion, he noted, "If religion teaches 
how to live in the world, it is the glory of 
the new science that it shows what kind 
of world it is in which we live." Vision- 
aries like Newton made It possible for 
laymen who were outstanding in science 
to feel at home in the Church — people 
like the Compton brothers of Wooster, 
Ohio, who were to distinguish themselves 
in both science and religion. 


Moving among Baptists, Christians, 


Episcopalians, Newton lived the ecu- 
menical experience when he wrote: 


"No need to be told of the passionate 


longing for religious unity and fellowship 
and the appalling sense of My and futil- 
ity of sectarianism — its weakness, its 
wastage, its impotence in the face of the 
problem of redemption In its tragic and 
gigantic modern setting. Nothing in our 
time is finer than the growing and widen- 
ing fellowship of our religious commu- 
nions." 


Men like Newton worked miracles in 


their ministry for Christ.

trouble with the notion of freeing slaves, 
the Jubilee concepts of "economic liber- 
ation" seem Utopian in today's society. 


"This enactment of the Jubilee Year," 


Tanenbaum said, "required the com- 
pulsory restoration of all purchased land 
to the original owner and provided for 
the equal division of property. 


"THE PERMANENT accumulation of 


land in the hands of a few .was pre- 
vented, and those whom fate or mis- 
fortune had thrown into poverty were 
given a 'second chance.'" 


In terms of the "liberation of the 


land," the Jubilee Year was linked the 
"Sabbath Year." According to Tan- 
enbaum, the Jews were allowed to culti- 
vate their fields and vineyards for six 
years but during the seventh or Sabbath 
year, the land was to lie fallow. 


"The Israelite may not during that 


year till it himself or allow anyone to do 
so on his behalf," Tanenbaum said. 
"Just as the freedom of the individual 
was a fundamental principal of the To- 
rah, so was the freedom of the land from 
the absolute ownership of man." 


Finally, educational liberation: "Spe- 


cial measures," Tanenbaum said, "were 
to be taken to acquaint the men and 
women, the children as well as the, resi- 
dent aliens, with the moral and spiritual 
teachings and duties of the Torah." 


CARDINAL Timothy Manning, arch- 


bishop of Los Angeles and chairman of 
the Holy Year program of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, after 
reading Tanenbaum's paper, suggested 
that it "would be heartening If a joint 
effort of such a kind could be undertaken 
regularly at the quarter-points of the 
century by our churches. 


"More than ever does it appear im- 


perative that we undertake a periodic 
liberation, such as the Jubilee Year, if 
we are to avoid the buildup of dangerous 
revolutionary pressure In the modern 
world," Manning added.

An exhibit intended for contemplation 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


Once a week since the beginning 


of April, Tina Wolfer Gulley and 
Zite Sodeika have met to rap about 
art, themselves and anything else 
that might naturally enter into the 
conversation. 


For instance, Tina learned all 


about tornados from Zita during 
one session. But the basis for all 
'the colloquy between the two fe- 
male artists is Countryside Cen- ' 
tor's new show opening next Fri- 
d a y , "Paintings and Environ- 
ment." 


It represents an exchange of 


Meas, a convergence of traditional 
and unconventional views, a total, 
creative environment without 
boundaries. Tina and Zita, who are 
executing the exhibit, are still not 
sure themselves what might devel- 
op. 


.MEETING FOR THE first time 
April 1< "April Fool's Day... how ' 
appropriate," they both laugh), the 
two who were asked to work to- 
gether because of a common need 
to question the confinements of art, 


have been individually active fin- 
ishing paintings to be hung in the 
show. 


However, the overall composite 


will not be known until Zita and 
Tina move in their own possessions 
and favorite objects beginning on 
Monday. Plastic bottles, panty 
hose, plain everyday articles that 
are discarded daily without notice 
will be in primary focus. 


"Most people are just not aware 


of the things that influence them 
daily," said Tina. 


"We don't have any idea where, 


we are going. We won't until the 
exhibit actually opens. Everything 
is being set up for contemplation," 
added Zita. 


There will be no right or wrong 


way to experience Countryside's 
next show. No opinion is to be 
valued over another. 


"EVERY LIVING being is an 


artist in themselves. It is what we 
label artists, the showoffs actually, 
that serve as vehicles," said Zita. 


"We may come in and even work 


during the exhibit if we feel like it. 


New things might be added or oth- 
er things taken away or changed 
around. There will be no static' 
thinking with 'this exhibit. Why 
should we stop,? We are letting the 
people see everything, even how 
and why we arrived at a particular 
point," continued Zita, 


A native of Lithuania who has 


lived in Arlington Heights for one 
year, Zita sees this exhibit as "a 
real opportunity to put her ideas 
into actuality." 


She • is disillusioned with con- 


ventional forms of exhibiting paint- 
ings. Galleries, museums . . . she 
barely patronizes them anymore. 


Looking for a new dimension for 


her painting she feels this might be 
it. 


; 
"THE REASON I paint is to ex- 


press the. certain 
philosophical 


ideas I have about fie universe. 
The titles I choose are directly in- 
volved with the paintings. They are 
non-object things done in a realis- 
tic way to show the unity of the 
whole universe. There is a certain 
continuity to everything . . . noth- 
ing exists by itself,' 'she continued. 


Zita, who has been drawing since 


she was a child and graduated 
from the Art Institute of Chicago, 
was accompanied to the interview 
by Portia (named after a Shakes- 
pearean character), a female dum- 
my she felt the need to manufac- 
ture one day after seeing an exhib- 
it that would have benefited by a 
make-believe audience. It is com- 
pletely dressed in her own castoff 
clothing and shoes, including un- 
derwear and hosiery. Portia has a 
pair of felt shaped lips but no eyes. 
Zita doesn't want her to. 


"She's beginning to 'be very'tem- 


peramental. H we live together any 
longer, I'm going to think of her as 
a real person," Zita said, arrang- 
ing Portia's limbs to show how she 
can be. easily mistaken from be- 
hind as a real person. Portia so 
positioned in Zita's home triggers 
the same surprise reaction from 
visitors. 


"AND I HAD A rubber mask, but 


I didn't know if I should bring it to 
the interview," interjected Tina. 


. Is that to be a part of the exhib- 
it? She is not sure but there is a 
very good probability that it will 
be. 


"I really haven't any idea what 


will.come out of-the exhibit . . . 
whatever becomes visible from 
working together I suppose. 


"I'm doing this for the experi- 


ence of exhibiting and to loosen up 
a long history of academic back- 
ground. One can view an item in a 
lot of different ways. Even taking 
something out of a studio and put- 
ting it into a gallery will change 
how you look at it." 


And that's exactly what Tina did 


for her master's thesis at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. She removed 
all her furniture and belongings 
from her apartment and set up liv- 
ing quarters in a designated space 
of the university gallery. 


"I LIVED THERE a week. It 


was great because for once every- 
one could actually participate in 
the show. What part was art and 
what part wasn't was all up to the 
viewer," said Tina. 


"We have no illusions about any- 


thing. We are involved in the work 
and anxious to see what does turn 
out. We don't expect anything else 
from it," said Zita, adding that the 
entire preparation and working on 
the show has been real substance. 
She <thinks it will be almost anti- 
climactic when the show does take 
form. 


Tina somewhat disagrees. She 


hopes it will be different. To her 
the opening of the show represents 
•a new outlet for her own work and 
the show's closing at the end of 
May (which will be marked by 
some.sort of celebration . . . the 
pair haven't decided what kind) 
wiH signify her own need for 
change. 


"I'M GETTING ready to move 


anyhow," she said. 


But what would have happened if 


Tina and Zita upon 'first in- 
troduction had not developed such 
an easy rapport with one another? 


"We just never would have done 


the exhibit together. That's all," 
answered Zita. 


DES PLAINES ARTIST Tina Wolfer 
Gullcy couldn't decide what to give 
her parents for Christmas one year. 
She made them "something," using 


straw, foam stuffing and old nylons. 
"Panty hose are great," she said. 
"They're so immediate and flexible." 
Heart on wall is from her studio. 


IT DOESN'T MATTER what you read into this drawing 
by Tina. "I just started out with one line and this is 
where it took me," she explains. "Paintings and Environ- 
ment" opens Friday, May 10. 


Art Institute exhibits 
Navajo blankets rugs 


Sixty 19th century Navajo blankets are 


currently on display through May 26 in 
the textile galleries of the Art Institute of 
Chicago. 


Included in the exhibit la a special col- 


lection of Navajo blankets organized 
through the Los Angeles County Museum 
of Art. 


A display of 25 contemporary Navajo 


rugs from Chicago area collections, or- 
ganized by Evan Maurer,%the Art In- 
stitute curator of primitive art, coincides 
with the special blanket exhibit. 


The Navajos today form the largest 


single Indian tribe in the United States. 
Navajo women were taught the art of 
weaving by Pueblo male weavers after 
the Navajos migrated to the Southwest in 
the 16th century. 


THE BLANKET was used traditionally 


as an item of clothing, for sitting or 
sleeping upon or as a door hanging. 


Earliest known Navajo blankets dating 


from the late 18th century were made 
originally from natural wool colors 
which, when carded together, produced a 
variation of brown-blacks and even gray. 
Later, natural dyes were used. 


When inexpensive aniline dyes were 


adopted hi the middle of the 19th centu- 
ry, the value of the blankets diminished, 
collectors believe. 


Upright looms were used to weave the 


bold abstract patterns which were sel- 
dom duplicated and constructed without 
sketches or drawings. Repeated designs 
were employed simply through memory. 


THE WORKS IN the rug collection rep- 


resent the individual styles of the major 
weaving centers on the Navajo reserva- 
tion. 


While the Navajo weavers stopped pro- 


ducing the famed blankets due to the 
availability of cheap manufactured ones, 
the art of weaving has continued in the 
production and refinement of the rug. 


Since the 1920s, efforts have been made 


to reintroduce Hie old techniques of vege- 
table dyes and the use of the hand loom. 


Most of the rugs emphasize the Navajo 


love for bold, abstract design character- 
ized by a strong feeling for symmetry 
and balance, 


Pictorial rugs with a wide range of 


subject theme are also on exhibit. 


ZITA SODEIKA talks about her art-

111 San Francisco, they 
get opera with lunch

That's the latest musical portion being 


served by the San Francisco Opera — 
and so far audiences are eating it up. 


By the fourth of 14 "Brown Bag Oper- 


as" scheduled through the spring, the 
1,000-seat Veterans Auditorium was sold 
out to a lunchtime crowd which paid 50 
cents to'see a 45-minute performance. 


Most of the audience — which ranged 


from a 2-year-old who occasionally com- 
peted with the singers to elderly pensio- 
ners getting opera at a price they could 
afford — brought lunches and ate them 
during the show. 


For those who didn't, bags containing a 


sandwich and a small box of raisins were 
on sale for a dollar. 


Kurt Herbert Adler, general director of 


San Francisco Opera, said the "idea is to 
take opera to people while they are re- 
laxing and enjoying themselves" and to 
give young local singers some per-, 
forming experience. 


HE SAID "Brown Bag Opera" was 


similar to programs conducted for many 
years in Europe, especially at art festi- 
vals, and that he decided to go ahead 
following the success of lunchtime cham- 
ber music concerts in Milwaukee and 
Minneapolis. 


The singers ordinarily perform for oth- 


er programs of the San Francisco Opera. 
They receive their regular salaries plus 
a performance fee. 


"It's mainly for the experience and out 


of good will," said Martha Munro, Brown 
Bag coordinator. "They spend many long 
hours in rehearsal without any com- 
pensation." 


Programs include rarely performed 


one-act operas — such as Mozarf's "The 
Impresario" and Menotti's "The Tele- 
phone"- — excerpts centered around 
themes such as love or wealth, and ses- 
sions dealing with the costuming, make- 
up and other backstage aspects of opera. 


"IT'S TOO EARLY to tell what is the 


most popular," Miss Munro said. "But 
the audience for cur 'Operatic Love-In,' 
love scene duets done in a concert for- 
mat without any staging, really love it. 
We were a little surprised but perhaps 
the simpler it is, the more people like 
it." 


The programs were designed to be 


"casual, easy to digest opera" which 
would appeal to those who might not oth- 
erwise see opera, she added. 


The audiences have also been a sur- 


prise to Miss Munro — both in their di- 
versity and the distances they've come. 


"I really expected that in the begin- 


ning we'd see nothing but old secretaries 
from the government offices around Civ- 
ic Center," she said. "But there have 
been fairly equal numbers of men and 
women. We've had lawyers from the fi- 
nancial district, women from the suburbs 
and school groups from out of town." 


THE CIVIC CENTER was selected for 


the first 14 performances because its 
paucity'of good shops and restaurants 
leaves workers in the area with little to 
do at lunch — and because Veterans Au- 
ditorium is right next door to the War 
Memorial Opera House. 


But the next series of performances 


will be staged in parks around town. 


"We're firming up dates for a series of 


free, all outdoor performances in June, 
July and August," she said. 


The costs of the current series were 


paid by a donation, but Miss Munro said 
sold-out concerts actually showed a 
small profit. 


"At this point, we're hoping it win 


snowball to the point where we can have 
our own roster of artists, obtain our own 
rehearsal space and perform year 
'round. 


"We've proven that no matter what 


format you put opera in, people love it 
enough to come."

Colonial Williamsburg 
must for antique buffs 


We "lucked out" and visited Colonial 


Williamsburg during Easter week on the 
three most beautiful days of the year, 
according to the people who live there. 
The weather was a perfect 80 degrees, 
the flowers were like seed catalogs, the 
trees in full bloom, but not yet a bug or 
fly to disturb the tranquil Virginia air. 


For those three days we trod the 


shelled 
paths and cobbled L^reets, 


munching homemade molasses cookies 
just baked, taking in the signs and 
sounds and smells of this highly touted 
(but deservedly so) "most historic area 
in America." We made the step back 
into the 18th century without even stum- 
bling over the 19th on the way. 


First, of course, we saw the movie. 


"You must see the movie to get the 
whole idea," we had been told. The mov- 
ie, "The Story of a Patriot," is good en- 
tertainment, but it assumes the viewer 
has a great deal of background in Eng- 
lish and American history, and I'm af- 
raid most of us do not. 
' THE FIRST NIGHT back at the Wll- 
Hamsburg Lodge, I did a little home- 
work. The seed of English settlement 
was planted at nearby Jamestown and 
later transplanted to Williamsburg as the 
capital of Virginia where it remained for 
81-years. The place was one of the most 
important ideological training grounds 
for the leaders of American indepen- 
dence, for here George Washington, Pat- 
rick Henry, George Wythe, Thomas Jef- 
ferson. George Mason and other names 
from history shaped the outlines of the 
American dream. In 1926 John D, Rock- 
efeller became interested in the town's 
preservation, and the foundation has suc- 
ceeded in turning 130 acres, the heart of 
the old city, into an authentic replica and 
restoration of the original town. 


You may expect to see only "primi- 


tive" or "Early American" furnishings, 
but remember, Williamsburg is authenti- 
cally and originally English, with some 
of the finest examples of 18th and 19th 
century furniture, accessories, gardens 
and architecture (many showing the pop- 
ular Chinese influence of the times) riv- 
aling any museum. No student of Ameri- 
cana, history, antiques, architecture, bot- 
any or gourmet foods should miss a visit 
to this remarkable place. 


Some of the questions I heard from vis- 


itors and the answers of the well versed 
guides: 


Q. Why do the buildings at Williams- 


burg differ so from those of New Eng- 
land of the same period? 


A. Williamsburg was settled by the 


English "establishment," who clung to 
the old English ways at the time of Wil- 
liam and Mary and Queen Anne. Con-

struction Mowed these styles and that 
of the three Georges, but adapted to 
southern American climate. Contempo- 
rary settlers of New England were 
"renegades" who brought little of the 
mother country with them, distained its 
styles and improvised in the building of 
their homes. 


A. Are the furnishings reproductions? 
A. Very rarely. The majority of furni- 


ture, fabrics, accessories, rugs and 
equipment is antique. Guides frequently 
say "original to the period" meaning an- 
tique, but not necessarily from this par- 
ticular building. Prodigious research 
tries to locate original items, but where 
unavailable, a few reproductions are 
used. Reproductions are sold, however, 
in' the Craft House, so that one may 
create a Williamsburg room at home. 


Q. What did wealthy-Virginians eat? 
A. The same foods available to you 


here today. Spoon and Sally Lunn bread, 
peanut soup (sounds awful, but de- 
licious!), hickory-smoked htm, fresh fish 
and great desserts. 


Q. Did Thomas Jefferson ever live 


here? 


A. Yes, indeed. He attended nearby 


College of William and Mary, studied law 
and was elected to the House of Bur- 
gesses in 1768. Many early influences in 
the village (which he as a teen-ager re- 
ferred to as "Devilsburg") germinated 
into his particular genius. He wrote the 
Declaration of Independence at the age 
of thirty-three. 


Q. Who owns Williamsburg? 
A. It owns itself. It is a self-sustaining 


corporation administered by a president 
and vice president, directors and an un- 
paid official board of trustees composed 
of some of the most eminent individuals 
in the fields of business, education and 
the arts. 


The picture shows the Governor's Pal- 


ace, residence of seven royal governors 
and the first two elected governors of the 
New 
Virginia Commonwealth. The 


elegantly furnished building and its 10 
acres of gardens are open to the public 
daily.

Melanie better as background music 


Surely, Melanie is one of the more indi- 


vidualistic of today's singers (something 
of a female, sugarized Lou Reed). Her 
performances range from gutsy to in- 
credible, depending on how she appeals 
to the listener. 


Indeed, Melanie's success lies in her 


appeal. Those who like her like her no 
matter what she does. Those who hate 
her — well, she'll never be able to please 
them. I like her — mostly for a few in- 
credible, emotional trips some of her 
songs have provided. 


"Madrugada" (Neighborhood records) 


lacks the emotion of her earlier albums, 
but makes up for it with some better 
writing.

Courts are ufarse than the crimes 


(This is the second in a six-part series 


in which Tom Tiede examines-the ways 
adult American society exhibits and vic- 
timizes Its young.) 


by TOM TIEDE 


Juvenile Court in Philadelphia, the 


birthplace of democracy, is a series of 
small and careless rooms in which, hy- 
pocrisy and justice are administered in 
uneven measures. 


Unlike adult court, the rooms are deco- 


rated with Boys' Life paintings which 
depict families cavorting on mountain- 
tops and happy lads playing baseball. 
Also unlike adult court, the defendants 
sometimes appear without counsel, they 
often do not understand the proceedings 
or even know the charges against -them, 
and they stand all during trial as if'it 
were naught but sentencing time. 


It is in the view of many little else but 


a farce. The kids facing the bench are 
mostly poor, mostly black and mostly 
without even rudimentary safeguards. 


THE SUPREME COURT did decide 


(in 1967) that juveniles were entitled to 
Constitutional guarantees in court, about 
time, but in fact they are still little more 
than non-people facing a brief and often 
cruel kind of non-justice. 


Unlike adults, juveniles in Philadelphia 


(and the rest of America) are not en- 
titled to bail or jury and the conduct of 
court proceedings is haphazard and vari- 
able. Hearsay is frequently allowed, pub- 
lic defenders seldom employ the ad- 
versary system and when it's all over, 
the punishments are not made to fit the 
crimes, but the children. 


At least one judge here says the whole 


proceedings are legally illegitimate. Lois 
Foter, named to the Philadelphia bench • 
two years ago,.refuses to sit in family 
court because: "In fact, the juvenile is 
not in a world of the child with its care 
and protection, or in the world of the 
adult with its rules and rights. The juve- 
nile is in limbo, the place to which worth- 
less things are relegated." 


THE SAME description might fairly be 


made for the whole system of juvenile 
justice in America. Police can arrest 
children for offenses — such as "in- 
corrigibility" and "waywardness" — 
which do not even exist in the adult com- 
munity; Children can be tried in proceed- 
ings so quick and harried — judges regu- 
larly hear 30-35 juvenile cases a day — 
that only the written record remembers 
what has happened. 


And even when they're not guilty of 


crime, but just unfortunate in their selec- 
tion of parents, the kids can be sentenced 
to jails, farms, "schools," even mental 
institutions where they can be kept until 
adults decide another course. 


Of course, the system is not meant to 


be so devastating. It is actually a chari- 
table ''reform" of the nation's original 
method' of handling youthful offenders: 
the same way as adults. In an effort to 
remove children from 
the punitive 


courts, 19th century social experimenters 
created the concept of "juvenile justice." 


AND TO A large measure, the change 


did extract many,kids from the rubber 
hose and chain gang judiciary system of 
the 1800s, but early hopes of treatment- 
oriented disposition of juveniles were 
dashed on the rocks of a slipshod society. 


For seven decades after the first juve- 


nile court, children were not considered 
people by the Constitution. Even the 1967 
Supreme Court ruling has not changed 
this entirely. Children are still consid- 
ered state chattel, when courts deem it 
necessary; they can be removed ii.'om 
home at the say of a judge in 10 minutes, 
and be kept in institutions indefinitely for 
nothing more serious than school truan- 
cy. 


So far has the original concept of juve- 


nile justice fallen, in fact, that the coun- 
try does not even have a good count of 
those kids who experience it. Officials 
can only estimate that each year 1% to 2 
million children under 18 fall into the 
hands .of (the law, perhaps 300,000 of them 
winding up incarcerated. 


THE DEPARTMENT of Health, Edu- 


cation and Welfare estimates that one of 
six boys and one of nine boys and girls 
will be arrested before age 18. For the 
majority, the middle class and up, the 
experience will be seldom more than 
temporary; for the poor it can be long 
and chilling. 


Large American cities witness the 


tragic consequences of juvenile justice 
daily. Poor children of deceased parents 
are' put in mental institutions because 
other facilities are full. Neglected young- 
sters are placed in "temporary homes," 
which turn out to be lockups, and occa- 
sionally escape by committing suicide. 
Kids deemed by lethargic school admin- 
istrators to be "troublemakers" are 
pushed out of class, then swept off the 
streets by police, and sentenced to re- 
formatories by judges who can think of 
no other recourse. 


This is not to say the kids are all total- 


ly innocent. The FBI reports that almost 
half of all serious crimes in the nation 
are now committed by minors. 


AGE 15 is an especially dangerous junc- 


ture. They kill, beat old ladies, work 
junk. Fred Taylor, child advocate with 
the Washington-based For the Love of 
Children, admits: "Some kids have to be 
jailed, just as some adults must." 


But do they have to be jailed from a

courtroom where basic civil rights are 
violated? And do they .have to be jailed 
in penitentiary ghettos where they are 
subject tq sexual attack, brutal guards 
and inadequate maintenance? 


Philadelphia reports 2,000 assaults for 


one 
26-month period; 
New York 


delinquents tell of guards who peek in to 
their masturbation releases and then 
publicize the view; the state of Montana, 
according to one late 1960s survey, fed 
juveniles on an inadequate $2.25 a day.. 


There are better ways. And the road to 


them, say advocates, begins with the 
granting of full constitutional rights for 
children in distress. Howard James, in 
his. book "Children in Trouble," cites the 
case of a 9-year-old who took a quarter 
from-another lad and was booked for 
"highway robbery;" as it stands today, 
unless children are fortunate enough to 
have working parents, mistakes like this, 


given a child's lack of full societal rights, 
may escalate into incredibly entangled 
legalistic horrors. 


WHEN SHE was a juvenile lawyer, 


Judge Lois Forer says she used to hear 
the same plea over and over from kids in 
trouble: "No one will listen, no one will 
listen." 


Indeed, the ears as well as the eyes of 


juvenile justice are too often closed to 
the ruination it provokes. 


Ostensibly, the concept of juvenile jus- 


tice is to nip potential criminals in the 
bud, to make the nation of tomorrow sa- 
fer; in fact entire generations of angry 
kids have grown up knowing that con- 
victed felon Spiro Agnew can go free, but 
habitual truant Johnny Jones must pay 
— it is not a lesson of which the courts, 
the prisons or the public can be proud.

TV newsmen address students at 2 area high schools 


Law Day appearances 


Television newsmen look and sound pretty much the same 


< in person as they do on the screen. 


Students at Arlington and Prospect high schools found that 


out this week as newsmen Bill Kurtis and Len O'Conner ap- 
peared at the respective schools for Law Day speeches. 


O'Conner, from WMAQ-TV, Channel 5, and Kurtis, from 


WBBM-TV, Channel 2, were representatives in the Northwest 
suburbs of the highly competitive Chicago television news 
programs. Channel 5, for years the leading station in news 
ratings, has been displaced by Channel 7 and is now being 
pressed by Channel 2, which has adopted a new format dur- 
ing the past year. 


All that, however, may not have meant as much to the 


students at the two high schools as did the simple chance to 
see and 'hear in person two of the men who are hi their living 
rooms each evening.

The students at Prospect High School 


couldn't say that Len O'Connor didn't 
warn them. 


The veteran NBC newsman told the 


students at the beginning of his Law Day 
speech Wednesday that he wasn't a poli- 
tician and warned, "I didn't come out 
lure to pat your bottoms and I didn't 
come here to make you people feel real 
good." 


He told them that he had been limited 


to just 45 minutes and counseled that if 
they didn't like what they heard, they 
could just remember it would soon be 
over. "And that goes both ways," he 
said. "If 1 don't have a particularly 
pleasant time, I figure to be back on my 
way to civilization within an hour." 


By the end of his speech, it was clear 


that O'Connor's warning had a point, 
fiuring the questlon-and-answer session, 
one Prospect student rose and castigated 


him for "putting down our generation" 
She added, "Many of us do respect our 
parents — and I don't see how you can 
say we're all wrong." 


Between the warning and the response 


of the questioner, O'Connor had deliv- 
ered what might best be described as an 
old-fashioned tongue-lashing to the Pros- 
pect student body. He told them that he 
had been a champion of youth and had 
believed that young people were the hope 
of the world after he saw the horrors of 
Nazi concentration camps during World 
War II., 


But now, he said, "I have come to the 


sad conclusion that the younger gener- 
ation is taking its joy in ridiculing and 
debasing the few things left that are 
gootU* and added, "The younger gener- 
ation acts for all the world as if it's their 
intention -and their desire to put their 
own parents In the gas chamber." 


O'CONNOR TOLD the students of his 


own investigations in drug addiction in 
Chicago during the 1950s, a period when 
"it was confined to the ghetto." And he 
said he watched as the drug problem 
moved from the ghetto into "the better 
neighborhoods of the city of Chicago and 
the better neighborhoods of the sub- 
urbs." 


Since it was Law Day he cited the first 


law - the "law of prudence." "I think, 
an individual is well served if he is as 
honest as he can be in all things," 
O'Connor said. 


He told the students that to be honest, • 


"The very least that should be required 
of all of you, no matter how put upon you 
might feel, is that you must be grateful 
to those who have paid your bills." He 
drew applause when he added, "At least 
celebrate Law Day in your own way by 
going home and saying to the old man or 
to your mother 'thanks a lot,' or 'thanks 
a little,' or just plain 'thanks."

On Wednesday, newsmen at WBBM-TV 


were trying to check out a tip that the 
black terrorists responsible for the "Ze- 
bra" killings in San Francisco might 
have been par); of an organization which 
started hi Chicago. 


While checking the lead, WBBM an- 


chorman Bill Kurtis told students at Ar- 
lington High School Thursday, "We found 
nothing to it, so we didn't report it. We 
decided it must have been some other 
large Midwestern city, like Detroit that 
(Joseph) Alioto (San Francisco's mayor) 
was talking about." 


It was that kind of inside look into the 


work and the (attitudes of a television 
newsman Kurtis brought to his Law Day 
speech at Arlington. He told the students 
he believes a Presidential impeachment 
trial, if it comes, should be televised and 
that he has no idea who the 1976 Presi- 
dential candidates will be. 


THE CONFLICT between newsmen 


and the courts, he said, has escalated to 
a "war of fair trial-free press and we 
both have constitutional amendments on 
our side." 


The problem, he said, is that courts 


want to protect a defendant's right' to a 
fair trial even though publicity may sur- 
round an arrest. But, from the news- 
man's viewpoint, he said, "Leaks come 
to us from various parts of the legal pro- 
fession," and he added, "The press's 
point is that the legal profession should 
clean its own house. We're saying, 'pros- 
ecutor, don't talk if you don't want us to 
print it.' " 


In presenting the news, Kurtis admit- 


ted, television has some major limita- 
tions. "We present emotion wonderfully 
and we present action wonderfully, but in 
terms of facts we don't do very well," he 
said, explaining that on the 10 p.m. news- 
cast he and partner Wp'ter Jacobson 
"have 12'/2 minutes to cover the world." 


The amount of time devoted to news, 


he said, is determined by the amount of 
money which rides on television news 
broadcasts. Producers are afraid to ex- 
pand the time, he said, because of the 
possibility of losing viewers. 


However, he said, "At TV-2 we're in a 


grand experiment trying to counteract 
happy talk news (the format used by 
WLS-TV, which has the highest rated 
news show.)" If the experiment works, 
he said, it may be a "prototype" and 
more air time may be granted. 


THE LAST QUESTION asked Kurtis 


by the students involved Watergate: Do 
you personally think President Nixon is 
innocent or guilty? 


At first he laughed, backed away, and 


looked at the clock. "I think it's 11:45," 
he said, referring to the scheduled end- 
ing time of the assembly. But then he 
added, "I think he's guilty of a lot of 
things and for that reason I think he 
should resign — but I have yet to see an 
impeachable offense."

Chemical accident sends 26 to hospital

Twenty-six persons were overcome by 


smoke and had to be transported to 
Northwest Community Hospital Thurs- 
day after a chemical reaction in a scrap 
metal bin filled the giant Honeywell 
plant with toxic fumes. 


Some 600 factory employes of Honey- 


well Inc., 1500 W. Dundee Rd., Arlington 
Heights, were evacuated from their jobs 
and about 40 were given aid in the 
plant's nursing office. 


There were no serious injuries. 
An Arlington Heights Fire Department 


paramedic. Dennis Ritter, was among 
those treated and released at the hospi- 
tal. 


"I didn't feel anything at first. The fire 


smelled like burning oil," Ritter said. 


THE SMOKE WAS the result of a 


Chemical reaction that started about 9:30 
yesterday morning in a 20-gallon drum 
filled with oil-coated brass chips. 


Arlington Heights Fire Dept. Capt. 


Jack Benson, who was coordinating am- 
bulance runs to the hospital, said a pre- 
liminary analysis of the fumes showed 
that it contained a hydrochloric acid-like 
chemical. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT and plant ex- 


haust fans were used to clear the air, 
and most of the gaseous smoke had been 
removed by about 11 a.m., according to 
a Honeywell spokesman.

employes had reported feeling nauseous 
and dizzy, with skin and eye irritations.

AMBULANCES AND fire department 


paramedics from Arlington Heights, Pal- 
atine, Rolling meadows, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage and Buffalo Grove were called to 
the scene to help transport those most 
seriously affected by the fumes to the 
hospital. All were treated and released. 


One witness said she counted 19 ambu- 


lances arriving at the plant during the 
course of the emergency. 


Four doctors and 10 nurses cared for 


the sick at the hospital. Many were suf- 
fering from carbon monoxide poisoning, 
according to Dr. Miguel A. Oviedo, emer- 
gency room chief. 


Witnesses said there were no fire 


alarms sounded at the plant. Word of the 
emergency was broadcast over the com- 
pany's intercom. 


"They told us there had been a small 


fire and people were ill from smoke and 
chemical reaction. They said it was un- 
identified — the reaction — and that's 
why they were taking precautions," one 
secretary reported. 


THE COMPANY spokesman said Hon- 


eywell was beseiged with calls about the 
incident yesterday, particularly after a 
false report of an explosion at the plant.

Stavros payoff demand sent 
Tekton to Buffalo Grove

The Village of Wheeling lost a chance 


to annex valuable acreage and expand 
Into Lake County because of an alleged 
$40,000 extortion demand by James 
Stavros. 


Officials of Tekton Corp., owners of 125 


acres that became the Hawthorn devel- 
opment in Buffalo Grove, sought annexa- 
tion of the property to Wheeling in 1972. 


But the company turned away when 


Stavros implied that a $40,000 payoff 
would be required to build the project in 
Wheeling, according to Lewis Wright, 
Tekton executive vice president. 


Stavros pleaded guilty Tuesday in U.S. 


District Court to three extortion counts 
and an income tax charge after the U.S. 
Attorney's office agreed to drop eight 
other extortion and conspiracy counts 
against him. 


AMONG THE OTHER counts was the 


charge that Stavros successfully used 
threats of construction delays and physi- 
cal harm against Alfred Hoffman, Jr., 
Tekton president, to extort an earlier 
$40,000 from Tekton in connection with 
the firm's Cedar Run development on 
McHenry Road in 1970. 


Wright said Thursday that Tekton pur- 


chased the Hawthorn property from a 
group of investors about l'/i years ago.

Wright said he and 
Stavros discussed the development of the 
Hawthorn property and another meeting 
was set to continue the talks. 


In January, 1973, Wright said, a second 


meeting was held at the Clayton House 
with Wright, Stavros and Hoffman, the 
Tekton president, attending. 


"He made implications and we simply 


immediately said we would have no in- 
terest in bringing the land in on any con- 
ditions such as that," Wright recalled. 


Both Wright and Hoffman were to ap- 


pear as government witnesses in 
Stavros' trial, which had been scheduled

"Play ball" will be a familiar cry 


throughout Buffalo Grove Saturday as 
youngsters who recently completed a 
crash course in umpiring are given a 
chance to flaunt their newly acquired 
skills. 


The youngsters, who number more 


than 100 will be full-fledged umps in the 
Farm League, Minor League and Major 
League. The Buffalo Grove Recreation 
Assn., sponsor of the boys' baseball pro- 
gram, enlists the help of boys and girls 
from age 11 years and up. 


In their trainig, the young umpires are 


lectured on the basic rules of the game, 
run through out-and-safe drills, ball-and- 
strlke drills, are told how to deal with 
appeal plays and are given numerous 
pointers on how to be better umpires. 


"It'S REALLY NOT that difficult," 


said Tom Mulvihill, a professional um- 
pire and one of the instructors. "Most of 
the calls can be made by keeping your 
eye on the ball. 


"Another thing to remember is to al- 


ways sound off (yell) when making a 
call," he said. "You have to be very em- 
phatic when malting a call. Otherwise 
the player will walk all over you." 


Dave Parsons, another Instructor who 


also umps professionally, gave the 
youngsters this advice. "When you're out 
there all alone you have to be decisive in 
your calls. By doing that you're showing 
them that you're the boss." 


Following the pointers the group of 


youngsters were given a demonstration 
on how to "sound off" when making a 
call, "He's out1' shouted one of the in- 
structors as he simulated a call on a 
close play at second base. The loud, in- 
timidating manner in which the ump 
called the play drew a few chuckles from 
the young observers. 


Not it was time for the students to call 


a few close ones. At first most of them 
were pretty weak and unsure of them- 
selves when making the calls. 


"That's exactly what I'm talking 


about," one of the instructors shouted. 
"How <ean you expect to get any respect 
when you call a play like that. I'm going 
to keep you here until you start sounding 
off properly.'1 


AS THE t/MPS-to-be ran through more 


and more drills, they became bolder and 
bolder and less self-conscious about mak- 
ing the calls. In a matter of minutes, the 
same instructor who had bawled them 
out was saying "You guys are making 
more noise than I've heard a lot of pro 
umps make." 


During the drills the instructors were 


carefully watching the actions of each 
youth and would periodically make on- 
the-spot corrections.

structor shouted. "People will think

ONE YOUTH PRESSED the point, 


"Can we throw people out," he said. 


"For what reason," Clampitt replied.

Moforhome owner

An area man escaped injury Thursday 


when he jumped from his motorhome ve- 
hicle seconds before it exploded and went 
up in flames in unincorporated Elk 
Grove Township. 


Allen Tenny, 1035 Northwest Hwy., 


Park Ridge, was burned only slightly 
and was not hospitalized, said Mount 
Prospect firefighters. 


But the fire, triggered when fumes in a 


leaky propane gas tank touched a pilot 
light and exploded, destroyed the 1964 
Dodge motorhome camper. Damage was 
estimated by Mount Prospect Fire De- 
partment Lt. Les Woullett to be about 
$6,000. 


Firefighting units from Mount Pros- 


pect and Elk Grove Village were called 
to extinguish the flames. 


Woullett said the fire started shortly 


after Tenny pulled the vehicle into the 
Northwest Mobile Home Service, 2500 
Higgins Rd., where he was bringing the 
vehicle for service. 


Woullett said Tenny heard a hissing 


noise he first thought to be a flat tire. 
Tenny was just about to get out and in- 
vestigate the noise when the tank ex- 
ploded and blew out the windshield. Ten- 
ny jumped out moments before the mo- 
torhome went up in flames. 


The blaze's heat caused taillights on 


two nearby campers to melt but fire-

Harper trustees study plan 
for 3-way campus division 


by VVANDALYN RICE 


A plan to divide the proposed Harper 


College second campus among the col- 
lege, the Arlington Heights Park District 
and Prospect Heights Elementary Dist. 
23 has been presented to the Harper Col- 
lege Board of Trustees. 


The board heard the proposal for the 


142-acre site at Palatine and Schoenbeck 
roads in Arlington Heights from its ar- 
chitect Wednesday, as detailed dis- 
cussion of the second campus moved into 
a public board meeting for the first time. 
In the past, the board has discussed the 
second campus in closed session as 
allowed under the Illinois Open Meeting 
Law. 


Under the architect's proposal, 88 of 


the 142 acres would be used for the col- 
lege site, with most of the rest of the 
land going into a park which will sur- 
round Lake Arlington, a 135-acre lake 
planned for the area as part of the 


McDonald Creek flood control project. 


In addition, according to the architect, 


five acres on the western edge of the 
land would be set aside for an elementa- 
ry school site for Prospect Heights Dist. 
23. 


COLLEGE VICE PRES. William Mann 


said that if the plan for the land is fol- 
lowed, each governmental agency in- 
volved would negotiate separately with 
the Mayo Foundation, owners of the 
land, for purchase. 


Thomas Thornton, director of parks 


and recreation for the Arlington Heights 
Park District, said the district had asked 
that some land on the site be set aside 
for the district park "before we even 
knew Harper was interested in it at all." 
Originally, he said, the park district had 
asked for a 12-acre greenway to extend 
from 
Palatine 
Road 
to 
the Com- 


monwealth Edison right-of-way which 
borders the site on the north. 


THE PROPOSED Harper College sec- 
ond campus will have a park site for 
the Arlington Heights Park District 
attached to it under a proposal 
drawn up by Harper's architects. In- 


cluded in the park site would be a 
greenway, possibly including bike 
trails. The park site would also in- 
clude Lake Arlington, part of the 
McDonald Creek flood project. 


However, Thornton said that after talk- 


ing to Harper's architects the district 
had realized that the park strip could be 
incorporated into the design of the col- 
lege and other parts of the site could be 
set aside for recreation. 


Under the land plan made up by Har- 


per's architects the land directly adja- 
cent to Lake Arlington, in the northwest 
corner of the site, would be used for 
"passive recreation," while the area in 
the southwest corner of the site would be'i 
used for such things as basebal dia- 
monds and tennis courts which could be 
used jointly by the park disrict and the 
college. 


DURING THE DISCUSSION of the ar- 


chitect's plan, Harper board members 
who were elected in April asked ques- 
tions about the need for the second - 
campus and about whether it might not 
be better for the college to buy land ad- 
jacent to its present site in Palatine to 
accommodate additional enrollment. 


Ed Finley, representative of Caudill, 


Rowlett and Scott, Harper's architects, 
said that he was not sure there was 
enough land adjacent to the campus to 
provide enough expansion, and added 
that placing buildings on land one-half- 
mile or more from the present site would 
serve to fragment the campus. 


He said additional land might be added 


to the present campus to provide addi- 
tional parking, but added, "With what 
we're looking at for parking demand, if 
we're going to buy land anyway, we 
might as well buy land in another part of 
the district." 


In his presentation to the board, Finley 


explained that the college's present 
campus was designed to accommodate 
about 13,000 full and part-time students 
and that original projections indicated 
that the school would reach that enroll- 
ment by the end of the 1970s. 


Now, however, he said, projections in- 


dicate that the college will have about 
21,000 full and part-time students by the 
end of the decade. 


BOARD MEMBERS Marilyn Marier 


and Jessalyn Nicklas pointed out that if 
the college buys the second site now, no 
decision will have to be made to build on 
it for several years. "It is giving us an 
option," Mrs. Marier said. "We have a 
chance to say we don't want 25,000 
people on this campus."

Single fire district a step nearer 


Buffalo Grove appears near an agree- 


ment with the Wheeling Township Rural 
Fire Protection District which would 
clear the way for a referendum consoli- 
dating the village into one fire depart- 
ment. 


The village board and Wheeling dis- 


trict officials met Wednesday night in a 
special session to work out an agreement 
for the transfer of real estate to the vil- 
lage once a decision is made to form a 
municipal fire department 


The board three months ago voted to 


support a referendum that would put the 
entire village In the Wheeling district. 
Officials say consolidating the village 
into one departmet now will make it eas- 
ier to form a municipal department lat- 
er. 


Before a referendum is held, officials 


want to agree on everything so there are 
no problems when the village attempts to 


leave the Wheeling district to form a mu- 
nicipal department. 


THE 
VILLAGE recently reached 


agreement with the Buffalo Grove Fire 
Department Inc., which is contracted by 
the Wheeling district, concerning the 
transfer of equipment, firemen's sala- 
ries, personnel policies and fringe bene- 
fits. 


Village and Wheeling district officials 


found no severe problems with their pro- 
posed agreement Wednesday night. Fire 
district officials will now make several 
revisions and resubmit the agreement. 
The village is expected to approve it in 
two to three weeks. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said if the 


agreement is worked out this month 
there should be no problem holding a ref- 
erendum by July or August. In order for 
the entire village to be transferred to the 


Wheeling district the referendum must 
be approved by a majority of those vot- 
ing in the affected area. 


At present, all of the Cook County sec- 


tion of the village is in the Wheeling dis- 
trict and most of the Lake County section 
is in the Long Grove Rual Fire Protec- 
tion District A small portion of the vil- 
lage is in the Vernon Township Rual Fire 
Protection District. 


SOME VILLAGE officials have urged 


that a referendum be held as soon as 
possible. They say that if the Lake Coun- 
ty section of the village contineus to 
grow and starts accounting for more 
than 50 per cent of the Long Grove dis- 
trict's revenue, it could be virtually im- 
possible for the village to transfer out. 


Once the village begins accounting for 


more than half of the Long Grove dis- 
trict's revenue it possibly could block a 


transfer by claiming the move would 
cause economic hardship. 


The Long Grove district is opposed to 


the transfer now, but probably could not 
stop it because Buffalo Grove only ac- 
counts for about 40 per cent of its reve- 
nue. 


Trustee Edward Osmon said he is con- 


cerned that the proposed ambulance tax 
in the Wheeling district will discourage 
residents from voting in favor of the ref- 
erendum. Several weeks ago Wheeling 
district officials said the ambulance tax 
probably will be necessary to maintain 
the present level of paramedic service. 


Most village officials would prefer 


creating a municipal department now, 
but village finances will not permit it. 
Larson predicts it will be two to three 
years before the village will have reve- 
nue adequate to support a municipal de- 
partment.

to begin Monday until Stavros decided to 
plead guilty this week. 


As a result of the shakedown demand 


by Stavros, Tekton began negotiations 
with Buffalo Grove in April 1973 Buf- 
falo Grove annexed the 125 acres and a 
60-acre site to the east that was zoned for 
industrial development. 


THE ANNEXATION stretched across 


the northern boundary of Wheeling west 
of the Soo Line tracks, effectively 
stymieing expansion of Wheeling to the 
northwest into Lake County. The village 
also lost access to the 60 acres of indus- 
trial property that would have been adja- 
cent to its boundary if Hawthorn had 
gone to Wheeling and not Buffalo Grove. 


The $40,000 extortion attempt is men-

Chemical accident sends 26 to hospital

Twenty-six persons were overcome by 


smoke and had to be transported to 
Northwest Community Hospital Thurs- 
day after a chemical reaction in a scrap 
metal bin filled the giant Honeywell 
plant with toxic fumes. 


Some 600 factory employes of Honey- 


well Inc.. 1500 W. Dundee Rd,, Arlington 
Heights, were evacuated from their jobs 
and about 40 were given aid in the 
plant's nursing office. 


There were no serious injuries. 
An Arlington Heights Fire Department 


paramedic. Dennis Hitter, was among 
those treated and released at the hospi- 
tal. 


"I didn't feel anything at first. The fire 


smelled like burning oil," Bitter said. 


THE SMOKE WAS the result of a 


Chemical reaction that started about 9:30 
yesterday morning in a 20-gallon drum 
filled with oil-coated brass chips, 


Arlington Heights Fire Dept. Capt. 


Jack Benson, who was coordinating am- 
bulance runs to the hospital, said a pre- 
liminary analysis of the fumes showed 
that it contained a hydrochloric acid-like 
chemical. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT and plant ex- 


haust fans were used to clear the air, 
and most of the gaseous smoke had been 
removed by about 11 a.m., according to 
a Honeywell spokesman. 


By 11:30 a.m., however, a number of

employes had reported feeling nauseous 
and dizzy, with skin and eye irritations. 
The building was evacuated and all first- 
shift factory employes were sent home. 


Office and engineering sections of the

manufactures

equipment, 


AMBULANCES AND fire department 


paramedics from Arlington Heights, Pal- 
atine, Rolling meadows, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage and Buffalo Grove were called to 
the scene to help transport those most 
seriously affected by the fumes to the 
hospital. All were treated and released. 


One witness said she counted 19 ambu- 


lances arriving at the plant during the 
course of the emergency. 


Four doctors and 10 nurses cared for 


the sick at the hospital. Many were suf- 
fering from carbon monoxide poisoning, 
according to Dr. Miguel A. Oviedo, emer- 
gency room chief. 


Witnesses said there were no fire 


alarms sounded at the plant. Word of the 
emergency was broadcast over the com- 
pany's intercom. 


"They told us there had been a small 


fire and people were ill from smoke and 
chemical reaction. They said it was un- 
identified — the reaction — and that's 
why they were taking precautions," one 
secretary reported. 


Residents 'prefer factory' 
to apartments near homes

The attempt by two developers to chal- 


lenge the suburban ethic which goes 
something like "thou shall not build 
apartments next to my single-family 
home" has been beaten back by a group 
of Des PlaLnes residents. 


More than 70 residents from the Cum- 


berland Terrace area bluntly told devel- 
opers they would rather have an industri- 
al building constructed on a 4',-j-acre 
tract of land northwest of Wieboklt's Dis- 
tribution Center than apartments. 


Apparently the residents won, because 


the developers told The Herald they will 
scrap plans for the 80-unit apartment 
that they had proposed. 


"We will just have to develop the prop- 


erty as Industrial." said Robert Raus- 
chenberg, who with Fred Biasiello had 
planned to build the apartments. 


RAt/SCHENBERC said he would can- 


cel the scheduled zoning board of appeals 
hearing that had been set for May 21. 
The developers sought to have the prop- 
erty rezoned from M-2 manufacturing to 
R-5 apartments, 


The residents told the developers that 


if they had their choice, they would opt 
for the manufacturing rather than the 
apartments. They contended the apart- 


ments would increase traffic congestion 
and possibly increase the chance of 
flooding from Weller Creek, which runs 
near the proposed development. 


Rauschenberg said there would be no 


more traffic from the apartments than 
from an industrial facility. He also insist- 
ed that city officials had advised the 
property was not part of the Weller 
Creek flood plain. 


"We thought we would be upgrading 


the zoning and the area by building the 
apartments," 
Rauschenberg 
told the 


homeowners. 


SOME OF THE residents seemed to fa- 


vor not developing the property at all. 


"Why don't you just make a park," 


one woman told the builders. 


"I get the impression you think I am 


here to hurt you, but I certainly do not 
want to do that," Rauschenberg said. 
The original plan called for six 12-unit 
buildings and one 8-unit building. 


Biasiello said that 60 per cent of the 


apartments would be one-bedroom units. 
He added that they did not anticipate a 
large number of children residing in the 
apartments.

The district architect, Tom Kelley, ad- 


vised against rebidding the project at 
this time, since constantly rising costs 
would mean that even with moneysaving 
cuts in remodeling plans, the project 
would probably still end up costing the 
same, if not more. 


Acting on board directions, Supt. 


James Erviti has already trimmed 
$37,000 from the original remodeling bid 
while rearranging other costs to allow 
the district to set up a $65,000 contin- 
gency fund from the project. 


The low bidder on the project came in 


substantially higher than expected and it 
was first thought the project would be 
about $100,000 short in funds. Interest on 
the $1,250,000 raised from bonds which 
were sold to finance the project is ex- 
pected to make up the difference, how- 
ever.

School officials deny civil 
rights of teacher violated 


by LINDA PUNCH 


Dist. 63 school officials are denying a 


teacher's charges that they violated his 
civil rights in the aftermath of a 13- 
month contract dispute. 


Dist. 63 school board attorney Jerome 


Bobbins said he filed an answer last 
week to the lawsuit brought against East 
Maine Elementary school board mem- 
bers by teacher Jerome Slowinski. 


In the suit, filed in February, Slowinski 


contends the board violated his civil 
rights by placing a tetter of warning in 
his personnel file for allegedly threat- 
ening two custodians during the contract 
dispute. 


SLOWINSKI, a teacher at Apollo Ju- 


nior High School, denies the charges. He 
is asking that the letter be removed from 
his file. 


Slowinski contends that the board 


violated the due process clause of the 
14th amendment to the Constitution by 
issuing the letter of warning without a 
hearing. The suit also claims the board's 
letter "injured and damaged" Slow- 
inski'S professional reputation, endanger- 
ing future promotions and assignments. 


The Apollo tacher also contends the 


board issued the letter of warning be- 
cause of his teacher union activities. 


ROBBINS SAID the board "puts a 


completely different interpretation" on 
the events surrounding the issuance of 
Slowinski's letter of warning. In the re- 
sponse filed in Federal Court, he said the 
board denies violating the civil rights of 
the teacher. 


"The state statutes don't require a 


board of education to hold a hearing be- 
fore giving remedial warning," he said. 
"At certain stages a hearing is required, 
but the 'board doesn't have to call in a 
teacher in this situation." 


Bobbins said a letter of warning gives 


a teacher notice that he has "violated 
the rules of the community and if you do 
something again, we may fire you." He 
said a hearing would be held if a tenured 
teacher was fired by the board. 


The school board attorney said the 


Dist. 63 board members "acted in accor- 
dance with the school code." "Anybody 
can file a suit," he said. "They still have 
to prove their case."

placing letters of reprimand in the files 
of teachers who continued to wear but- 
tons. The union officials contend the 


board's actions were 
'unconstitutional 


and unlawful" and ask that the letters of 
reprimand be removed from the person- 
nel files. 


Both lawsuits are the results of board 


actions against teachers following the 13- 
month contract dispute. In addition to is- 
suing letters of reprimand for violating 
the button policy, the board issued letters 
of warning to 15 teacher union officials 
for committing acts of "unprofessional 
conduct and breaching teacher con- 
tracts." 


The board charged the union officials 


with organizing an illegal withholding of

Toxic smoke accident sends 26 to hospital

Twenty-six persons were overcome by 


smoke and had to be transported to 
Northwest Community Hospital Thurs- 
day after a chemical reaction i:i a scrap 
metal bin filled the giant Honeywell 
plant with toxic fumes. 


Some 600 factory employes- of Honey- 


well Inc., 1500 W. Dundee Rd., Arlington 
Heights, were evacuated from their jobs 
and about 40 were given aid in the 
plant's nursing office. 


There were no serious injuries. 
An Arlington Heights Fire Department 


paramedic, Dennis Hitter, was among 
those treated and released at the hospi- 
tal. 


"I didn't feel anything at first. The fire 


smelted like burning oil," Hitter said. 


THE SMOKE WAS the result of a 


Chemical reaction that started about 9:30 
yesterday morning in a 20-gallon drum 
filled with oil-coated brass chips, 


Arlington Heights Fire Dept. Capt. 


Jack Benson, who was coordinating am- 
bulance runs to the hospital, said a pre- 
liminary analysis of the fumes showed 
that it contained a hydrochloric acid-like 
chemical. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT and plant ex- 


haust fans were used to clear the air, 
and most of the gaseous smoke had been 
removed by about 11 a.m., according to 
a Honeywell spokesman. 


By 11:30 a.m., however, a number of

One witness said she counted 19 ambu-

"They told us there had been a small

They said it was un- 
identified — the reaction — and that's 
why they were taking precautions," one 
secretary reported.

A PARK RIDGE man escaped injury Thursday when 
he fled his motorhome camper that went up in 


flames in the lot of an Elk Grove Township mobile 
home dealer. Mount Prospect and Elk Grove Vil- 


lage firemen were called to fight the blaze, which 
started when gas fumes caused an explosion. 


An area man escaped injury Thursday 


when he jumped from his motorhome ve- 
hicle seconds before it exploded and went 
up in flames in unincorporated Elk 
Grove Township. 


Allen Tenny, 1035 Northwest Hwy., 


Park Ridge, was burned only slightly 
and was not hospitalized, said Mount 
Prospect firefighters. 


But the fire, triggered when fumes in a 


leaky propane gas tank touched a pilot 
light and exploded, destroyed the 1964 
Dodge motorhome camper. Damage was 
estimated by Mount Prospect Fire De- 
partment Lt. Les Woullett to be about 
$6,000. 


Firefighting units from Mount Pros- 


pect and Elk Grove Village were called 
to extinguish the flames. 


Woullett said the fire started shortly 


after Tenny pulled the vehicle into the 
Northwest Mobile Home Service, 2500 
Higgins Rd., where he was bringing the 
vehicle for service. 


Woullett said Tenny heard a hissing

Rudd threatens to quit school post

Donnie Rudd will resign from Schaum- 


burg Township Dist. 54 school board if 
the board does not continue to pursue an 
"aggressive" policy. 


Rudd said Wednesday he fears the 


board may take a more passive role in 
the next year and become "caretakers of 
the district" rather than "biting at the 
issues" that arise 


However, board members contacted in- 


dicated they wish to maintain an aggres- 
sive policy, especially in the areas of 
builder donations, busing and taxation 


Rudd said the district's situation has 


changed since he first came on the 
board. Money was tight then, he said. 
Consequently, builders' donations be- 
came a big issue 


NOW THAT the district is obtaining 


land for schools and has established a 
financial base, he said some board mem- 
bers seem to think that the board doesn't 
have any big decisions left. 


He noted he has not hesitated to pursue 


issues in the past or to break tie votes on 
the board over controversial issues. 


"As long as I am officially a mem- 


ber," he said, "I'm still participating 
and will continue to follow this policy " 


Rudd said he doesn't want to be fight- 


ing issues or ' rocking the boat" if the 
rest of the board isn't behind him. "If no 
one else wants to, I don't belong there," 
he said. 


He said the current growth rate could 


hurt the district if it is not fully taken 
care of with a consistent builders' dona- 
tion policy. "We can be nice and give in 
to some and not to others," he said, "or 
we can force the issue," 


He said the Benach case showed a ten- 


dency of the board to back down from an 
aggressive stand on builders donations. 
In February, as board president, Rudd 


sent a letter to county and federal 
law officers accusing Ronald Benach of 
Hallmark Homes Inc. of perjury. 


RUDD CONTENDED that Benaoh told 


school officials that he did not need to 
make the standard cash donation to the 
school district which Benach later denied 
stating. 


He said that the board was aware he 


would make a stand on the issue prior to 
the time the letter was sent. At that 
time, he said he indicated to the board 
they would either have to fight and per- 
haps take "the lumps" or not enter into 
the issue at all. 


Rudd said the board did not indicate to 


him at that time that he should not pur- 
sue the issue. However, the board later 
criticized his actions stating they should 
have been notified first. 


"I don't want to be put in that position 


again," he said. 


RUDD WILL DECIDE about his resig- 


nation within two weeks. 


According to board member, Margaret 


Pageler, "The board has to be aggres- 
sive The board is the institution that has 
to think ahead before parents or children 
are in the district. Builders donations, 
taxation, busing — that's what we're 
elected to watch out for," she said. 


Bonnie Hannon, board member, said 


one of the new board's first matters of 
business will be establishing a formal set 
of goals and objectives. 


"We should try not to react to issues, 


but have a plan in mind" to weigh the 
issues against, she said. 


Gorden Thoren, board president, said 


he thinks the board will continue to be a 
leader within the educational commu- 
nity.

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Harper trustees study plan 
for 3-way campus division

A plan to divide the proposed Harper 


College second campus among the col- 
lege, the Arlington Heights Park District 
and Prospect Heights Elementary Dist. 
23 has been presented to the Harper Col- 
lege Board of Trustees. 


The board heard the proposal for the 


142-acre site at Palatine and Schoenbeck 
roads in Arlington Heights from its ar- 
chitect Wednesday, as detailed dis- 
cussion of the second campus moved into 
a public board meeting for the first time. 
In the past, the board has discussed the 
second campus in closed session as 
allowed under the Illinois Open Meeting 
Law. 


Under the architect's proposal, 88 of 


the 142 acres would be used for the col- 
lege site, with most of the rest of the 
land going into a park which will sur- 
round Lake Arlington, a 135-acre lake 
planned for the area as part of the 
McDonald Creek flood control project.

accommodate additional enrollment. 


Ed Finley, representative of Caudill, 


Hewlett and Scott, Harper's architects, 
said that he was not sure there was 
enough land adjacent to the campus to 
provide enough expansion, and added 
that placing buildings on land one-half- 
mile or more from the present site would 
serve to fragment the campus: 


He said additional land might be added 


to the present campus to provide addi- 
tional parking, but added, "With what 
we're looking at for parking demand, if 
we're going to buy land anyway, we 
might as well buy land in another part of 
the district." 


In his presentation to the board, Finley 


explained that the college's present 
campus was designed to accommodate 
about 13,000 full and part-time students 
and that original projections indicated 
that the school would reach that enroll- 
ment by the end of the 1970s. 


Now, however, he said, projections in- 


dicate that the college will have about 
21,000 full and part-time students by the 
end of the decade. 


BOARD MEMBERS Marilyn Marier 


and Jessalyn Nicklas pointed out that if 
the college buys the second site now, no 
decision will <have to be made to build on 
it for several years. "It is giving us an 
option," Mrs. Marier said. "We have a 
chance to say we don't want 25,000 
people on this campus."

correctly, as he roves his workshop, su- 
pervising a half-dozen different construc- 
tion projects at once. 


"Are you in love with that thing the 


way you're tapping," he said, offering a 
little grandfatherly advice in the art of 
hammering, "Get mad at it." 


"You're doing it wrong," he said, mov- 


ing on to supervise a young lady working 
on a bookend. "I'm sorry," said the 
girl." 


"Don't be sorry. If you never did it, 


you'd never know how to do it right," he 
said. 


BESIDES SUPERVISING student proj- 


ects, Stanski also is on hand to build spe- 
cial things for teachers or classes, when 
needed. 


Although he spends about eight hours a 


day, four days per week in his school 
workshop, Stanski's home workshop is 
always open when children need help 
with a project. 


Stanski's "grandchildren" have been 


growing constantly. Some are now in 
high school, grown so much it poses a 
small problem for Stanski. 


"Some I don't remember 
'cause 


they've changed so," said Stanski. "But 
when they run up and throw their arms 
around me and yell 'Hi, Grandpa!' I 
know."

An Elk Grove Village resident for 


more than 15 years, Esther Sove liked to 
walk to the corner of Higgins and Arling- 
ton Heights roads when she first moved 
here to watch a herd of cows graze 
where the shopping center now stands. 


From senior air raid warden, to "Sun- 


shine Girl" to club president, Mrs. Sove 
has had a busy 68 years and shows no 
sign of slowing up. 


Coming to the United States from Nor- 


way at age 19, she settled in Oak Park 
where she bad a job as a maid. A little 
over a year later she married her hus- 
band, Alf, and moved to Chicago which 
would 'be her home until the move to Elk 
Grove Village. 


During World War II, she worked as a 


senior air raid warden while raising her 
family of three boys and a girl. 


THE SOVE FAMILY moved to a 


fledgling Elk Grove Village, "because we 
wanted to be out in the country," 
laughed Mrs. Sove. "Things have sure 
changed since then." 


Her role as a village "organizer" be- 


gan almost immediately, when she 
formed a group of women into a social 
club, the "Sunshine Girls." 


"I wanted to organize a senior citizens

was finally realized and she is currently 
president of the "Over 49 Club" in Elk 
Grove Village. 


In addition to her club activities, Mrs. 


Sove likes to write letters. She corre- 
sponds regularly with more than 300 per- 
sons around tiie world. 


SHE SEES SENIOR citizens as having 


an active role in community affairs, es- 
pecially in Elk Grove Village which she 
feels "takes care of its seniors." 


"They treat us like human beings 


here," she said. "They provide clubs, ac- 
tivities and even bus service," she 
added. 


Part of Mrs. Sove's activities include 


getting fellow seniors out of the house. 
"Just because you are a senior citizen 
doesn't mean you have to vegetate," she 
said. 


She'll turn 69 on May 28, "but I'm still 


68 until 'then," she quickly interjected.

Toxic smoke accident sends 26 to hospital

Twenty-six persons were overcome by 


smoke and had to be transported to 
Northwest Community Hospital Thurs- 
day after a chemical reaction in a scrap 
metal bin filled the giant Honeywell 
plant with toxic fumes. 


Some 600 factory employes of Honey- 


well Inc., 1500 W, Dundee Rd., Arlington 
Heights, were evacuated from their jobs 
and about 40 were given aid in the 
plant's nursing office. 


There were no serious injuries. 
An Arlington Heights Fire Department 


paramedic, Dennis Ritter, was among 
those treated and released at the hospi- 
tal. 


"I didn't feel anything at first. The fire 


smelled like burning oil," Ritter said. 


THE SMOKE WAS the result of a 


Chemical reaction that started about 9:30 
yesterday morning in a 20-gallon drum 
filled with oil-coated brass chips. 


Arlington Heights Fire Dept. Capt. 


Jack Benson, who was coordinating am- 
bulance runs to the hospital, said a pre- 
liminary analysis of the fumes showed 
that it contained a hydrochloric acid-like 
chemical. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT and plant ex- 


haust fans were used to clear the air, 
and most of the gaseous smoke had been 
removed by about It a.m., according to 
a Honeywell spokesman. 


By 11:30 a.m., however, a number of

employes had reported feeling nauseous 
and dizzy, with skin and eye irritations. 
The building was evacuated and all first- 
shift factory employes were sent home. 


Office and engineering sections of the 


Honeywell complex were not evacuated. 
The company employs about 1,100 per- 
sons at its Arlington Heights plant which 
manufactures 
environmental 
control 


equipment. 


AMBULANCES AND fire department 


paramedics from Arlington Heights, Pal- 
atine, Rolling meadows, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage and Buffalo Grove were called to 
the scene to help transport those most 
seriously affected by the fumes to the 
hospital. All were treated and released. 


One witness said she counted 19 ambu- 


lances arriving at the plant during the 
course of the emergency. 


Four doctors and 10 nurses cared for 


the sick at the hospital. Many were suf- 
fering from carbon monoxide poisoning, 
according to Dr. Miguel A. Oviedo, emer- 
gency room chief. 


Witnesses said there were no fire 


alarms sounded at the plant. Word of the 
emergency was broadcast over the com- 
pany's intercom. 


"They told us there had been a small 


fire and people were ill from smoke and 
chemical reaction. They said it was un- 
identified — the reaction — and that's 
why they were taking precautions," one 
secretary reported. 


THE COMPANY spokesman said Hon- 


eywell was beseiged with calls about the 
incident yesterday, particularly after a 
false report of an explosion at the plant. 


F a c t o r y production was resumed 


Thursday 
evening 
when second-shift 


workers reported to their jobs. 


The Village of Arlington Heights pro- 


vided a bus to transport the employes 
from the hospital to -Honeywell so they 
Could pick up their cars.

A PARK RIDGE man escaped injury Thursday when 
he fled his motorhome camper that went up in 


•flames in the lot of an Elk Grove Township mobile 
home dealer. Mount Prospect and Elk Grove Vil- 


lage firemen were called to fight the blaze, which 
started when gas fumes caused an explosion. 


An area man escaped injury Thursday 


when he jumped from his motorhorae ve- 
hicle seconds before it exploded and went 
up in flames in unincorporated Elk 
Grove Township. 


Allen Tenny, 1035 Northwest Hwy., 


Park Ridge, was burned only slightly 
and was not hospitalized, said Mount 
Prospect firefighters. 


But the fire, triggered when fumes in a 


leaky propane gas tank touched a pilot- 
light and exploded, destroyed the 1964 
Dodge motorhome camper. Damage was 
estimated by Mount Prospect Fire De- 
partment Lt. Les Woullett to be about 
$6,000. 


Firefighting units from Mount Pros- 


pect and Elk Grove Village were called 
to extinguish the flames. 


Woullett said the fire started shortly 


after Tenny pulled the vehicle into the 
Northwest Mobile Home Service, 2500 
Higgins Rd., where he was bringing the 
vehicle for service. 


Woullett said Tenny heard a hissing 


noise he first thought to be a flat tire. 
Tenny was just about to get out and in- 
vestigate the noise when the tank ex- 
ploded and blew out the windshield. Ten- 
ny jumped out moments before the mo- 
torhome went up in flames. 


The blaze's heat caused taillights on 


two nearby campers to melt but fire- 
fighters were able to extinguish the

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Schools, parks may share 
new Harper campus land

A plan to divide the proposed Harper 


College second campus among the col- 
lege, the Arlington Heights Park District 
and Prospect Heights Elementary Dist. 
23 has been presented to the Harper Col- 
lege Board of Trustees. 


The board heard the proposal for the 


142*acre site at Palatine and Schoenbeck 
roads in Arlington Heights from its ar- 
chitect Wednesday, as detailed dis- 
cussion of the second campus moved into 
a public board meeting for the first time. 
In the past, the board has discussed the 
second campus in closed session as 
allowed under the Illinois Open Meeting 
Law. 


Under the architect's proposal, 88 of 


the 142 acres would be used for the col- 
lege site, with most of the rest of the 
land going into a park which will sur- 
round Lake Arlington, a 135-acre lake 
planned for the area as part of the 
McDonald Creek flood control project. 


In addition, according to the architect, 


five acres on the western edge of the 
land would be set aside for an elementa- 
ry school site for Prospect Heights Dist. 
23. 


COLLEGE VICE PRES. William Mann 


said that if the plan for the land is fol- 
lowed, each governmental agency in- 
volved would negotiate separately with 
the Mayo Foundation, owners of the 
land, for purchase. 


Thomas Thornton, director of parks 


and recreation for the Arlington Heights 
Park District, said the district had asked 
that some land on the site be set aside 
for the district park "before we even 
knew Harper was Interested in it at all." 
Originally, he said, the park district had 
asked for a 12-acre greenway to extend 
from Palatine Road 
to the Com- 


monwealth Edison right-of-way which 
borders the site on the north. 


However, Thornton said that after talk- 


ing to Harper's architects the district 
had realized that the park strip could be 
incorporated into the design of the col- 
lege and other parts of the site could be 
set aside for recreation. 


Under the land plan made up by Har- 


per's architects the land directly adja- 
cent to Lake Arlington, in the northwest 
corner of the site, would be used for 
"passive recreation," while the area in 


the southwest corner of the site would be 
used for such things as basebal dia- 
monds and tennis courts which could be 
used jointly by the park disrict and the 
college. 


DURING THE DISCUSSION of the ar- 


chitect's plan, Harper board members 
who were elected in April asked ques- 
tions about the need for the second 
campus and about whether it might not 
be better for the college to buy land ad- 
jacent to its present site in Palatine to 
accommodate additional enrollment. 


Ed Finley, representative of Caudill, 


Rowlett and Scott, Harper's architects, 
said that he was not sure there was 
enough land adjacent to the campus to 
provide enough expansion, and added 
that placing buildings on land one-half- 
mile or more from the present site would 
serve to fragment the campus. 


He said additional land might be added 


to the present campus to provide addi- 
tional parking, but added, "With what 
we're looking at for parking demand, if 
we're going to buy land anyway, we 
might as well buy land in another part of 
the district." 


In his presentation to the board, Finley 


explained that the college's 
present 


campus was designed to accommodate 
about 13,000 full and part-time students 
and that original projections indicated 
that the school would reach that enroll- 
ment by the end of the 1970s. 


Now, however, he said, projections in- 


dicate that the college will have about 
21,000 full and part-time students by the 
end of the decade. 


BOARD MEMBERS Marilyn Marier 


and Jessalyn Nicklas pointed out that if 
the college buys the second site now, no 
decision will have to be made to build on 
it for several years. "It is giving us an 
option," Mrs. Marier said. "We have a 
chance to say we don't want 25,000 
people on this campus." 


College officials are scheduled to go 


back to the Arlington Heights Village 
Board in June with a request that the 
land for the second site be set aside for 
educational use in the village master 
plan. In the meantime, according to 
Mann, the college is talking to represen- 
tatives of the Mayo Foundation and have 
gotten permission to take soil borings on 
the site to determine how much of it is 
suitable for building.

Toxic smoke accident sends 26 to hospital

Twenty-six persons were overcome by 


smoke and had to be transported to 
Northwest Community Hospital Thurs- 
day after a chemical reaction in a scrap 
metal bin filled the giant Honeywell 
plant with toxic fumes. 


Some 600 factory employes of Honey- 


well Inc.. 1500 W. Dundee Rd., Arlington 
Heights, were evacuated from their jobs 
and about 40 were given aid in the 
plant's nursing office. 


There were no serious injuries. 
An Arlington Heights Fire Department 


paramedic, Dennis Bitter, was among 
those treated and released at the hospi- 
tal. 


"I didn't feel anything at first. The fire 


smelled like burning oil," Ritter said. 


THE SMOKE WAS the result of a 


Chemical reaction that started about 9:30 
yesterday morning in a 20-gallon drum 
filled with oil-coated brass chips. 


Arlington Heights Fire Dept. Capt. 


Jack Benson, who was coordinating am- 
bulance runs to the hospital, said a pre- 
liminary analysis of the fumes showed 
that it contained a hydrochloric acid-like 
chemical. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT and plant ex- 


haust fans were used to clear the air, 
and most of the gaseous smoke had been 
removed by about 11 a.m., according to 
a Honeywell spokesman. 


By 11:30 a.m., however, a number of

employes had reported feeling nauseous 
and dizzy, with skin and eye irritations. 
The building was evacuated and all first- 
shift factory employes were sent home. 


Office and engineering sections of the 


Honeywell complex were not evacuated. 
The company employs about 1,100 per- 
sons at its Arlington Heights plant which 
manufactures 
environmental 
control 


equipment. 


AMBULANCES AND fire department 


paramedics from Arlington Heights, Pal- 
atine, Rolling meadows, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage and Buffalo Grove were called to 
the scene to help transport those most 
seriously affected by the fumes to the 
hospital. All were treated and released. 


One witness said she counted 19 ambu- 


lances arriving at the plant during the 
course of the emergency. 


Four doctors and 10 nurses cared for 


the sick at the hospital. Many were suf- 
fering from carbon monoxide poisoning, 
according to Dr. Miguel A, Oviedo, emer- 
gency room chief. 


Witnesses said there were no fire 


alarms sounded at the plant. Word of the 
emergency was broadcast over the com- 
pany's intercom. 


"They told us there had been a small 


fire and people were ill from smoke and 
chemical reaction. They said it was un- 
identified — the reaction — and that's 
why they were taking precautions," one 
secretary reported. 


Donations to special city 
fund may come to an end 


A question of public and political ethics 


may put a stop to donations to the Roll- 
ing Meadows 20th anniversary fund and 
may rule out a request to begin a fund 
for the city paramedic program. 


Aid. Thomas Scanlon (1st), chairman of 


the city council fire committee, Thurs- 
day night expressed strong reservations 
about a proposal to establish the para- 
medic fund because of what he called the 
"problems" that could arise later. 


He also said he has decided to urge 


Mayor Roland J. Meyer and the city 
council to return donations which have 
been made to the fund set up to raise 
money for the 20th anniversary of the 
city's incorporation next year. 


Scanlon warned against the implica- 


tions of both funds in light of what he 
called the current "Watergate" era. 


THE PARAMEDIC FUND proposal 


was brought up Thursday night by Lt. 
Ted Loesch of the city fire department, 
who said individuals aided by the para- 
medics and civic groups regularly offer 
donations to the paramedic program. 
City policy prohibits acceptance of gifts 
or money by any city employe or depart- 
ment. 


Special fundraising events have been 


held by some local civic groups, how- 
ever, to help purchase training equip- 
ment for the program. 


Loesch said the requests usually come 


from civic groups to which the para-

Kenneth 
Retzke (5th) added, referring to the 
council's decision to decline $1,500 from 
Palatine Township for the paramedic 
program. 


THE COMPANY spokesman said Hon- 
eywell was beseiged with calls about the 
incident yesterday, particularly after a 
false report of an explosion at the plant.

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Schools, parks may share 
new Harper campus land 


by WANDALYN RICE 


A plan to divide the proposed Harper 


College second campus among the col- 
lege, the Arlington Heights Park District 
and Prospect Heights Elementary Dlst. 
23 has been presented to the Harper Col- 
lege Board of Trustees. 


The board heard the proposal for the 


142-aere site at Palatine and Schoenbeck 
roads in Arlington Heights from its ar- 
chitect Wednesday, as detailed dis- 
cussion of the second campus moved into 
a public board meeting for the first time. 
In the past, the board has discussed the 
second campus in closed session as 
allowed under the Illinois Open Meeting 
Law. 


Under the architect's proposal, 88 of 


the 142 acres would be used for the col- 
lege site, with most of the rest of the 
land going into a park which will sur- 
round Lake Arlington, a 135-acre lake 
planned for the area as part of the 
McDonald Creek flood control project. 


In addition, according to the architect, 


five acres on the western edge of the 
land would be set aside for an elementa- 
ry school site for Prospect Heights Dlst. 
23, 


COLLEGE VICE PRES. William Mann 


said that if the plan for the land is fol- 
lowed, each governmental agency in- 
volved would negotiate separately with 
the Mayo Foundation, owners of the 
land, for purchase. 


Thomas Thornton, director of parks 


and recreation for the Arlington Heights 
Park District, said the district had asked 
that some land on the site be set aside 
for the district park "before we even 
knew Harper was interested in it at all." 
Originally, he said, the park district had 
asked for a 12-acre greenway to extend 
from Palatine Road to the Com- 
monwealth Edison right-of-way which 
borders the site on the north. 


However, Thornton said that after talk- 


ing to Harper's architects the district 
had realized that the park strip could be 
incorporated into the design of the col- 
lege and other parts of the site could be 
set «side for recreation. 


Under the land plan made up by Har- 


per's architects the land directly adja- 
cent to Lake Arlington, in the northwest 
corner of the site, would be used for 
"passive recreation," while the area in 


the southwest corner of the site would be 
used for such things as basebal dia- 
monds and tennis courts which could be 
used jointly by the park disriot and the 
college. 


DURING THE DISCUSSION of the ar- 


chitect's plan, Harper board members 
who were elected in April asked ques- 
tions about the need for the second 
campus and about whether it might not 
be better for the college to buy land ad- 
jacent to its present site in Palatine to 
accommodate additional enrollment. 


Ed Finley, representative of Caudill, 


Hewlett and Scott, Harper's architects, 
said that he wa0 not sure there was 
enough land adjacent to the campus to 
provide enough expansion, and added 
that placing buildings on land one-half- 
mile or more from the present site would 
serve to fragment the campus. 


He said additional land might be added 


to the present campus to provide addi- 
tional parking, but added, "With what 
we're looking at for parking demand, if 
we're going to buy land anyway, we 
might as well buy land in another part of 
the district." 


In his presentation to the board, Finley 


explained that the college's present 
campus was designed to accommodate 
about 13,000 full and part-time students 
and that original projections indicated 
that the school would reach that enroll- 
ment by the end of the 1970s. 


Now, however, he said, projections in- 


dicate that the college will have about 
21,000 full and part-time students by the 
end of the decade. 


BOARD MEMBERS Marilyn Marier 


and Jessalyn Nicklas pointed out that if 
the college buys the second site now, no 
decision will -have to be made to build on 
it for several years. "It is giving us an 
option," Mrs. Marier said. "We have a 
chance to say we don't want 25,000 
people on this campus." 


College officials ere scheduled to go 


back to the Arlington Heights Village 
Board in June with a request that the 
land for the second site be set aside for 
educational use in the village master 
plan. In the meantime, according to 
Mann, the college is talking to represen- 
tatives of the Mayo Foundation and have 
gotten permission to take soil borings on 
the site to determine how much of it is 
suitable for building.

Builder seeks highway to planned complex 
Extension of New Wilke Road urged 


Subdivision of land gets planners' OK 


The developers of a planned office 


complex south of Golf Road near the 
Northwest Tollway In Rolling Meadows 
have proposed extending New Wilke 
Road south from Golf Road to the 
planned complex. 


Sheldon Goodman of Babbin and Asso- 


ciates of Rolling Meadows told the city 
plan commission Wednesday the exten- 
sion would be made to accommodate 
traffic expected to be generated by the 
four-building office park. 


The company is seeking to build four 


two-story and three-story office buildings 
on a triangular 16.7-acre parcel in the 
southeastern corner of the city. The site 
is zoned for light Industrial use. The of- 
fice complex would be a permitted use 
on the property. 


The offices, 
which would contain 


300,000 square feet of space, would gener- 
ate a total 1,200 cars at peak morning 
and evening rush hours, according to a 
traffic study made by the company. 
Main access roads to the project would 
be New Wilke Road and the existing Pat- 
ten Avenue, which the company has also 
proposed to improve. 


THE TRAFFIC generated by the com- 


plex, however, will funnel through the 
residential area of 10 homeowners in the 
area along Patten and nearby Dwyer 
Street. George Goebbcrt. 1818 S. Patten, 
asked the commission if it was "common 
practice" to allow commercial traffic 
through a residential area. 


Commission chairman Carl Couve ad- 


mitted the traffic problem would exist 
but said it could not be avoided. "It's 


unfortunate that part of the access goes 
through a residential area, but we cannot 
deny access to an area," he said. 


The 10 homeowners have tried unsuc- 


cessfully to get 'their property, an island 
surrounded by commercial and industrial 
developments, rezoned by the city for 
commercial or manufacturing use so 
that it can be sold. 


The city, however, has denied the peti- 


tion, saying it would prefer to see the 
site first purchased by one party so that 
it is developed as a planned development

Twenty-six persons were overcome by 


smoke and had to be transported

Northwest Community Hospital Thurs- 
day after a chemical reaction in a scrap 
metal bin filled the giant Honeywell 
plant with toxic fumes. 


Some 600 factory employes of Honey- 


well Inc., 1500 W. Dundee Rd., Arlington 
Heights, were evacuated from their jobs 
and about 40 were given aid in the 
plant's nursing office. 


There were no serious injuries. 
An Arlington Heights Fire Department 


paramedic, Dennis Ritter, was among 
those treated and released at the hospi- 
tal. 


"I didn't feel anything at first, The fire 


smelted like burning oil," Ritter said. 


THE SMOKE WAS the result of a 


Chemical reaction that started about 9:30 
yesterday morning in a 20-gallon drum 
filled with oil-coated brass chips. 


Arlington Heights Fire Dept. Capt. 


Jack Benson, who was coordinating am- 
bulance runs to the hospital, said a pre- 
liminary analysis of the fumes showed 
that it contained a hydrochloric acid-like 
chemical.

A plan to divide the proposed Harper 


College second campus among the col- 
lege, the Arlington Heights Park District 
and Prospect Heights Elementary Dist. 
23 has been presented to the Harper Col- 
lege Board of Trustees. 


The board heard the proposal for the 


142-acre site at Palatine and Schoenbeck 
roads in Arlington Heights from its ar- 
chitect Wednesday, as detailed dis- 
cussion of the second campus moved into 
a public board meeting for the first time. 
In the past, the board has discussed the 
second campus in closed session as 
allowed under the Illinois Open Meeting 
Law. 


Under the architect's proposal, 88 of 


the 142 acres would be used for the col- 
lege site, with most of the rest of the 
land going into a park which will sur- 
round Lake Arlington, a 135-aere lake 
planned for the area as part of the 
McDonald Creek flood control project. 


In addition, according to the architect, 


five acres on the western edge of the 
land would be set aside for an elementa- 


Westbury construction start 
headed for lengthy 'detours'? 


Approval to start construction of the 


first 29 single-family homes in the West- 
bury project in Hoffman Estates will be 
recommended Monday night.

WESTBURY, TO BE developed over a

single-family homes on standard lots, 
and a total of 4,472 residential units in a 
variety of styles. 


The site is the former Howie-In-The- 


Hills land, which drew the village into a 
string of lawsuits pending in courts sev- 
eral years and cost the village an esti- 
mated $100,000 to $120.000 in legal and 
consulting fees. The land was sold to Me- 
ridian Housing Corp under a federal 
court order. Meridian's subsidiary, Allis- 
ter Construction Co., is presenting plans 
to the village. 


The commission Wednesday was con- 


sidering a motion for approval of the 
single-family 
third phase, but had 


just been told by Village Atty. Edward 
Hofert it would be within its rights if it 
recommended denial, Hofert agreed with 
earlier comments by commission mem- 
bers the plan presented varied suf- 
ficiently from the zoning agreement to be 
legally turned down. The variance ques- 
tions dealt with the distance between in- 
tersections on any street, set at a min- 
imum of 125 feet in the zoning agree- 
ment. The plan showed two areas where 
cul-de-sac intersections were SO to 60 feet 
apart.

College officials >are scheduled to go

Toxic smoke accident sends 26 to hospital

Twenty-six persons were overcome by 


smoke and had to be transported to 
Northwest Community Hospital Thurs- 
day after a chemical reaction in a scrap 
metal bin filled the giant Honeywell 
plant with toxic fumes. 


Some 600 factory employes of Honey- 


well Inc., 1SOO W. Dundee Rd., Arlington 
Heights, were evacuated from their jobs 
and about 40 were given aid in the 
plant's nursing office. 


There were no serious injuries. 
An Arlington Heights Fire Department 


paramedic, Dennis Hitter, was among 
those treated and released at the hospi- 
tal. 


"I didn't feel anything at first. The fire 


smeiled like burning oil," Hitter said. 


THE SMOKE WAS the result of a 


Chemical reaction that started about 9:30 
yesterday morning in a 20-gallon drum 
filled with oil-coated brass chips. 


Arlington Heights Fire Dept. Capt. 


Jack Benson, who was coordinating am- 
bulance runs to the hospital, said a pre- 
liminary analysis of the fumes showed 
that it contained a hydrochloric acid-like 
chemical. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT and plant ex- 


haust fans were used to clear the air, 
and most of the gaseous smoke had been 
removed by about 11 a.m., according to 
a Honeywell spokesman. 


By 11:30 a.m., however, a number of

employes had reported feeling nauseous 
and dizzy, with skin and eye irritations. 
The building was evacuated and all first- 
shift factory employes were sent home.

AMBULANCES AND fire department 


paramedics from Arlington Heights, Pal- 
atine, Rolling meadows, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage and Buffalo Grove were called to 
the scene to help transport those most 
seriously affected by the fumes to the 
hospital. All were treated and released. 


One witness said she counted 19 ambu- 


lances arriving at the plant during the 
course of the emergency. 


Four doctors and 10 nurses cared for 


the sick at the hospital. Many were suf- 
fering from carbon monoxide poisoning, 
according to Dr. Miguel A. Oviedo, emer- 
gency room chief. 


Witnesses said there were no fire 


alarms sounded at the plant. Word of the 
emergency was broadcast over the com- 
pany's intercom. 


"They told us there had been a small 


fire and people were ill from smoke and 
chemical reaction. They said it was un- 
identified — the reaction — and that's 
why they were taking precautions," one 
secretary reported. 


Harper trustees study plan 
for 3-way campus division

A plan to divide the proposed Harper 


College second campus among the col- 
lege, the Arlington Heights Park District 
and Prospect Heights Elementary Dist.

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Motorhome owner 
escapes blast 


A PARK RIDGE man escaped injury Thursday when 
ha fled his meforhome camper that went up in 


flames in the lot of an Elk Grove Township mobile 
home dealer. Mount Prospect and Elk Grove Vil- 


lage firemen were called to fight the blaze, which 
started when gas fumes caused an explosion. 


An area man escaped injury Thursday 


when he jumped'from his motorhome ve- 
hicle seconds before it exploded and went 
up in flames in unincorporated Elk 
Grove Township. 


Allen Tenny, 1035 Northwest Hwy., 


Park Ridge, was burned only slightly 
and was not hospitalized, said Mount 
Prospect firefighters. 


But the fire, triggered when fumes in a 


leaky propane gas tank touched a pilot 
light and exploded, destroyed the 1964 
Dodge motorhome camper. Damage was 
estimated by Mount Prospect Fire De- 
partment Lt. Les Woullett to be about 
$6,000. 


Firefighting units from Mount Pros- 


pect and Elk Grove Village were called 
to extinguish the flames. 


Woullett said the fire started shortly 


after Tenny pulled the vehicle into the 
Northwest Mobile Home Service, 2500 
Higgins Rd., where be was bringing the 
vehicle for service. 


Woullett said Tenny heard a hissing 


noise he first thought to be a flat tire. 
Tenny was just about to get out and in- 
vestigate the noise when the tank ex- 
ploded and blew out the windshield. Ten- 
ny jumped out moments before the mo- 
torhome went up in flames. 


The blaze's heat caused taillights on 


two nearby campers to melt but fire- 
fighters were able to extinguish the

that the school would reach that enroll- 
ment by the end of the 1970s. 


Now, however, he said, projections in- 


dicate that the college will have about 
21,000 full and part-time students by the 
end of the decade. 


BOARD MEMBERS Marilyn Marier 


and Jessalyn Nicklas pointed out that if 
the college buys the second site now, no 
decision will 'have to be made to build on 
it for several years. "It is giving us an 
option," Mrs. Marier said. "We have a 
chance to say we don't want 25,000 
people on this campus." 


College officials are scheduled to go 


back to the Arlington Heights Village 


Board in June with a request that the 
land for the second site be set aside for 
educational use in the village master 
plan. In the meantime, according to 
Mann, the college is talking to represen- 
tatives of the Mayo Foundation and have 
gotten permission to take soil borings on 
the site to determine how much of it is 
suitable for building. 


If the college board decides to buy the 


site, the school will still need permission 
from the Illinois Community College 
Board and the state board of higher edu- 
cation before the purchase can be made. 
In addition, college officials have said 
they will need to pass a referendum to 
provide funds for the land purchase.

Toxic smoke accident sends 26 to hospital

Twenty-six persons were overcome by 


smoke and had to be transported to 
Northwest Community Hospital Thurs- 
day after a chemical reaction in a scrap 
metal bin filled the giant Honeywell 
plant with toxic fumes. 


Some 600 factory employes of Honey- 


well Inc., 1500 W. Dundee Rd., Arlington 
Heights, were evacuated from their jobs 
and about 40 were given aid in the 
plant's nursing office. 


There were no serious injuries. 
An Arlington Heights Fire Department 


paramedic. Dennis Rittor, was among 
those treated and released at the hospi- 
tal. 


"I didn't feel anything at first. The fire 


smellecl like burning oil," Ritter said. 


THE SMOKE WAS the result of a 


Chemical reaction that started about 9:30 
yesterday morning in a 20-gallon drum 
filled with oil-coated brass chips. 


Arlington Heights Fire Dept. Capt. 


Jack Benson, who was coordinating am- 
bulance runs to the hospital, said a pre- 
liminary analysis of the fumes showed 
that it contained a hydrochloric acid-like 
chemical. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT and plant ex- 


haust fans were used to clear the air, 
and most of the gaseous smoke had been 
removed by about 11 a.m., according to 
a Honeywell spokesman.

employes had reported feeling nauseous 
and dizzy, with skin and eye irritations. 
The building was evacuated and all first- 
shift factory employes were sent home. 


Office and engineering sections of the 


Honeywell complex were not evacuated. 
The comoany employs about 1,100 per- 
sons at its Arlington Heights plant which 
manufactures 
environmental control 


equipment. 


'AMBULANCES AND fire department 
paramedics from Arlington Heights, Pal- 
atine, Rolling meadows, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage and Buffalo Grove were called to 
the scene to help transport those most 
seriously affected by the fumes to the 
hospital. All were treated and released. 


One witness said she counted 19 ambu- 


lances arriving at the plant during the 
course of the emergency. 


Four doctors and 10 nurses cared for 


the sick at the hospital. Many were suf- 
fering from carbon monoxide poisoning, 
according to Dr. Miguel A. Oviedo, emer- 
gency room chief. 


Witnesses said there were no fire 


alarms sounded at the plant. Word of the 
emergency was broadcast over the com- 
pany's intercom. 


"They told us there had been a small 


fire and people were ill from smoke and 
chemical reaction. They said it was un- 
identified — the reaction — and that's 
why they were taking precautions," one 
secretary reported. 


Harper trustees study plan 
for 3-way campus division

A plan to divide the proposed Harper 


College second campus among the col- 
lege, the Arlington Heights Park District 
and Prospect Heights Elementary Dist. 
23 has been presented to the Harper Col- 
lege Board of Trustees, 


The board heard the proposal for the 


142-acre site at Palatine and Schoenbeck 
roads in Arlington Heights from its ar- 
chitect Wednesday, as detailed dis- 
cussion of the second campus moved into 
a public board meeting for the first time. 
In the past, the board has discussed the 
second campus in closed session as 
allowed under the Illinois Open Meeting 
Law. 


Under the architect's proposal, 88 of 


the 142 acres would be used for the col- 
lege site, with most of the rest of the 
land going into a park which will sur- 
round Lake Arlington, a 135-acre lake 
planned for the area as part of the 
McDonald Creek flood control project. 


In addition, according to the architect, 


five acres on the western edge of the 
land would be set aside for an elementa- 
ry school site for Prospect Heights Dist. 
23. 


COLLEGE VICE PRES. William Mann 


said that if the plan for the land is fol- 
lowed, each governmental agency in- 
volved would negotiate separately with 
the Mayo Foundation, owners of the 
land, for purchase. 


Thomas Thornton, director of parks 


and recreation for the Arlington Heights 
Park District, said the district had asked 
that some land on the site be set aside 
for the district park "before we even 
knew Harper was interested in it at all." 
Originally, he said, the park district had 
asked for a 12-acre greenway to extend 
from 
Palatine 
Road to the Com- 


monwealth Edison right-of-way which 
borders the site on the north. 


However, Thornton said that after talk- 


ing to Harper's architects the district 
had realized that the park strip could be 
incorporated into the design of the col- 
lege and other parts of the site could be 
set aside for recreation. 


Under the land plan made up by Har- 


per's architects the land directly adja- 
cent to Lake Arlington, in the northwest 
corner of the site, would be used for 
"passive recreation," while the area in 
the southwest corner of the site would be 
used for such things as basebal dia- 
monds and tennis courts which could be 


used jointly by the park disrict and the 
college. 


DURING THE DISCUSSION of the ar- 


chitect's plan, Harper board members 
who were elected in April asked ques- 
tions about the need for the second 
campus and about whether it might not 
be better for the college to buy land ad- 
jacent to its present site in Palatine to 
accommodate additional enrollment. 


Ed Finley, representative of Caudill, 


Rowlett and Scott, Harper's architects, 
said that he was not sure there was 
enough land adjacent to the campus to 
provide enough expansion, and added 
that placing buildings on land one-half- 
mile or more from the present site would 
serve to fragment the campus. 


He said additional land might be added 


to the present campus to provide addit 
tional parking, but added, "With what 
we're looking a't for parking demand, if 
we're going to buy land anyway, we' 
might as well buy land in another part of 
the district." 


In his presentation to the board, Finley 


explained 
that the college's present 


campus was designed to accommodate 
about 13,000 full and part-time students 
and that original projections indicated

Planning engineer wants 
out of commission post 


John Best, Arlington Heights planning 


engineer, has asked to be relieved of his 
assignment to the village plan commis- 
sion. 


The request, contained in a letter to 


commission chairman 0. V. Anderson, 
came unexpectedly at Wednesday night's 
regular commission meeting. 


Best said, "It just gets to a point after 


15 years where it starts to wear you out. 
1 may just need a change." 


Best was drawn Into the growing con- 


frontation between the village adminis- 
tration and dissident members of the vil- 
lage plan commission. 


Kay Mutler, commissioner and park 


district vice president, charged Village 
Mgr. L. A. Hanson with deliberately dis- 
torting figures provided by Best on the 
distribution of land and funds donated by 
developers in the village. 


UNDER VILLAGE ordinance devel- 


opers are required to donate cash or 
money for public use to help offset the 
Impact of the increased population on 
schools, parks and village services. 


Mrs. 
Muller said Hanson has assumed 


sole control of the funds and donated 
land and has not made a proper dis- 
tribution of them to the schools and park 
districts. 


Mrs. 
Muller said a list of the dis- 


tributions prepared by Best was changed 
significantly after it reached Hanson's 
office, She said the changes were a con- 
scious attempt by Hanson to distort the 
situation and make it appear an equi- 
table distribution had taken place, when, 


in her opinion, it had not. 


Hanson has denied the charges. He 


says he is only a village employe and has 
always worked under the direction of the 
board of trustees. 


Best chose not to comment on the cir- 


cumstances surrounding his letter. He 
said he wanted to work in a position with 
"less tension." 


One plan commissioner said the in- 


cident may have been the "straw that 
broke his back." The commissioner said 
Best's letter may have been the result of 
many small items topped by the allega- 
tions. 


THE PLAN commission is drafting a 


letter asking Best to reconsider his 
request. 


Best has acted as the liaison between 


the commission and various village de- 
partments. Best was often deferred to in 
the matter of village codes, ordinances 
and past policies. 


He was consulted by developers seek- 


ing approval for projects in the village. 
He coordinated developers' plans with 
village regulations and controls. 


Plan Comr. Norman Breyer said of 


Best's letter, "We don't want him to 
leave." 


Breyer said, "We missed him. He has 


been extremely helpful. His technical 
knowledge is excellent, and while he is 
not a lawyer, his judgment is just as 
good." 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson said, "I 


really have no comment on the matter at 
this time." 


Shopping centers must be clean

Now, however, he said, projections in- 


dicate that the college will have about 
21,000 full and part-time students by the 
end of the decade 


BOARD MEMBERS Marilyn Marier 


and Jessalyn Nicklas pointed out that if 
the college buys the second site now, no 
decision will have to be made to build on 
it for several years "It is giving us an 
option," Mrs. Marier said. "We have a 
chance to say we don't want 25,000 
people on this campus." 


College officials are scheduled to go 


back to the Arlington Heights Village 
Board in June with a request that the 
land for the second site be set aside for 
educational use in the village master 
plan. In the meantime, according to 
Mann, the college is talking to represen- 
tatives of the Mayo Foundation and have 
gotten permission to take soil borings on 
the site to determine how much of it is 


suitable for building. 


If the college board decides to buy the 


site, the school will still need permission 
from the Illinois Community College 
Board and the state board of higher edu- 
cation before the purchase can be made. 
In addition, college officials have said 
they will need to pass a referendum to 
provide funds for the land purchase.
